V.  Miller  has  long  been  fascinated  with 
American  coinage.  As  ayouth  he  received  three  coins from  his 
grandfather:  an  1893  Columbian  half,  an  1843  dime,  and  an 
1854  Arrows  quarter  These  three  coins  sparked  an  interest 
that  continues  to  this  day,  and  helped  form  what  is,  in  all 
probability,  the  finest  collection  of  ten- dollar  Liberty  eagles 
ever  assembled. 

After  acquiring  coins  through  his 
early  years,  he  was forced  to  sell  his 
collection  in  order  to  help finance  his 
education.  But  he  came  away  from 
school  with  a  B.S. from  Clarkson  College 
in  1966  and  a  Ph.D.  in  Inorganic 
Chemistryfrom  State  University  in 
New  York  at  Binghampton  in  1970. 

He  has  published  more  than  thirty 
scientific  papers. 

In  1981,  Warren ’s  brother  reawak¬ 
ened  his  interest  in  coins  by  requesting 
that  he  help  fill  in  his  Lincoln  cent  col¬ 
lection.  This  led  him  to  visit  several  local 
coin  shops,  and  he  started  his  own  collection  once  again. 
However,  he  soon  became  disillusioned  with  the  lack  of  chal¬ 
lenge  presented  by  the  Lincoln  cent  series.  He  then  purchased  a 
few  Bust  dollars  and  was  given  a  copy  of  The  United  States 
Early  Silver  Dollars  From  1794  to  1803  by  Miferd Bolender. 
After  realizing  how  truly  rare  and  undervalued  this  series  was 
(and  still  is)  he  began  a  set  by  die  varieties.  This  set,  that 
Dr  Miller  will  continue  to  expand  and  upgrade,  is  now  one  of 
the  finest  extant. 


Warren  soon  became  interested  in  gold  coins  also.  He 
borrowed  copies  of  the  United  States  Gold  Coins  series  by 
David  Akers  and  became  enamored  with  the  Liberty  eagle 
series.  Soon  afterward,  his  wfe,  Rosemary,  gave  him  a  com¬ 
plete  set  of  the  books  as  a  birthday  present.  The  Akers  volumes 
reconfirmed  his  belief  that  Liberty  eagles  were  the  rarest,  most 

alluring,  and  then  most  unappreciated 
series  in  U.S.  gold  coinage.  His  search 
for  the  finest  specimens  took  him  to 
shows  and  auctions  throughout  the 
United  States.  At first  he  purchased 
only  rare  dates,  but  he  quickly  grasped 
the  fact  that  all  dates  become  rare  in 
certain  grades. 

Relentless  in  his  pursuit,  Dr.  Miller 
arranged  for  bidding  representation  at 
all  major  coin  auctions  and  continued 
to  upgrade  his  set  until  the  time  it 
was  consigned.  All  good  things 
must  come  to  an  end,  and 
Warren  has  decided  to  present 
his  collection  to  the  current 
generation  of  collectors.  His  love  of 
original,  unaltered  coins  will  be  appreciated  by  all  who  pursue 
these  specimens. 

Collecting  is  in  Dr.  Miller's  blood  and  he  also  owns  the 
world’s finest  collection  of  fluorescent  minerals.  He  lives  at 
home  with  his  lovely  wfe,  Rosemary,  daughters  Allison  and 
Justine,  and  his  son,  Erik.

Most  of  the  copper  coins  certified  in  this  sale  have  been  graded  and 
cataloged  by  noted  copper  expert  Del  Bl and.  Mr.  Bland  uses  EAC  “net 
grading"  to  determine  the  grade  of  a  coin.  This  is  done  by  taking  what 
might  be  known  as  the  “commercial"  grade  of  the  coin,  and  subtracting 
the  defects  seen  on  the  piece  to  arrive  at  a  “net”  grade. 
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5016  1799  Fair  2.  Perfect  Date.  S-189,  R.2.  A  well  recognized  rarity  in 
the  Large  cent  series.  The  obverse  of  this  coin  features  a  full  outline 
of  Liberty’s  bust,  the  bottom  half  of  LIBERTY,  all  of  the  1  and  7  of 
the  date,  and  the  tops  of  the  two  9s.  The  reverse  is  almost  complete¬ 
ly  worn  smooth,  but  has  enough  detail  to  make  a  certain  attribution. 
Numerous  light  rim  dings  and  bruises  appear  on  the  rims  on  both 
sides.  To  its  credit,  this  piece  has  an  unusually  strong  date  for  the 
grade  and  the  surfaces  are  about  as  smooth  as  they  come  on  such  a 
well  circulated  coin. 

5017  1803  VF  30  Corroded.  Small  Date,  Large  Fraction,  S-260,  R.l. 
Mottled  tan  and  olive  colorations,  w’ith  light  corrosion  appearing 
predominantly  in  the  upper  right  field. 

5018  1804  AG  3  Reverse  Planchet  Flaw.  S-266,  R.2,  the  only  die  variety 
for  the  year  (if  you  don't  count  the  enigmatic  1804  Restrike).  This 
is  an  early  die  state  from  perfect  dies,  with  no  rim  cud  over  RTY. 
Both  sides  are  dark  brown,  smooth,  and  evenly  worn.  The  date  is 
strong,  especially  the  04-  The  reverse  is  missing  some  of  the  legends 
and  a  fairly  heavy  depression,  apparently  a  post-minting  defect, 
appears  on  the  extreme  left  side.  All  in  all,  this  is  a  very  acceptable 
example  of  this  scarce,  sought-after  date. 

5019  1806  XF  40  Light  Corrosion.  S-270,  R.l,  the  only  variety  for  the 
year.  Olive  and  tan,  with  light,  uniform  surface  porosity.  A  fine,  old 
scratch  runs  from  Liberty’s  eye  to  the  T  of  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  is 
well  preserved  and  has  some  original  smoothness  in  the  protected 
areas. 

5020  1830  MS  60  Brown.  N-l,  R.l.  Chocolate  brown,  with  smooth  sur¬ 
faces  except  for  some  areas  of  reddish  coloration  and  porosity.  A 
couple  of  light  “keg-marks”  are  noted  on  either  side. 

5021  1850  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  The  glossy  surfaces  exhibit  the 
smoothness  of  a  gem  and  retain  glimmers  of  faded  mint  red  about 
the  devices. 

5022  1853  MS  64  Red.  A  frosty  coppery -orange  specimen  with  a  bit  of 
splotchy  bluish  patina  on  the  obverse. 


Most  if  the  copper  coins  certified  in  this  sale  have  been  graded  and 
1  atalui'cd  by  noted  copper  expert  Del  Bland.  Mr.  Bland  uses  EAC  “net 
grrvhnf'  O'  determine  the  grade  of  a  coin.

Believed  to  have  been  struck 
during  the  1860s,  this  variety  accounts  for  most  of  the  known  1856 
Flying  Eagle  cents.  A  classic  American  rarity.  (See  Color  Photo) 

5024  1857  MS  63.  Golden-tan  surfaces  with  a  subtle  glossiness  and  strong 
highpoint  definition. 

INDIAN  CENTS 

5025  1859  MS  64-  An  exceedingly  lustrous,  high-end  example  kept  from 
gem  status  by  a  couple  of  insignificant  obverse  carbon  flecks. 
Popular  one-year  type. 

5026  1864  L  On  Ribbon  XF  40,  light  cleaning  and  a  small  spot  beneath 
Liberty’s  chin;  1871-S  half  dime  Mintmark  Above  Bow  XF  45, 
toned,  two  small  digs  in  the  right  obverse  field;  and  a  1917  Standing 
Liberty  quarter  Type  One  MS  64,  soft,  satiny  luster  and  no  toning. 
(Total:  3  coins) 

5027  1877  AG  3  Obverse  Scratches.  Glue  remnants,  visible  on  the 
reverse,  are  removable.  Despite  the  light  scratches  through  the  date, 
a  reasonable  hole  filler. 
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PROOF  THREE-CENT  SILVER 


5028  1877  XF  40  Cleaned  and  Retoned,  Light  Nicks.  The  resultant  sur- 
faces  are  tinted  in  more  natural  brown  shades.  A  relatively  pleasing 
example  of  this  key  date  Indian  with  sharp  definition  on  the  head¬ 
band  and  feathers. 

5029  1883  MS  65  Red  and  Brown.  Deeply  lustrous  with  colorful  rose  and 
lemon-yellow  peripheral  toning. 

5030  1884  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  Splendid  rose-violet  iridescent  toning 
frames  both  sides  of  this  lustrous  example. 

5031  1887  MS  64  Red.  Reasonably  sharp  and  highly  lustrous  with  deli¬ 
cate  green-gold  peripheral  accents. 


5045  1860  PR  62.  Watery  gunmetal-gray  surfaces.  Although  the  original 
mintage  of  proofs  was  1,000  pieces,  few  were  preserved. 

5046  1862  PR  63.  Hazy  gray  toning  covers  both  sides  and  partially  sub¬ 
dues  the  mirrored  fields.  A  couple  of  field  marks  around  the  C  on 
the  reverse  limit  the  grade

5047  1868  PR  64-  Mostly  brilliant  and  bordering  on  gem  quality,  both 
sides  exhibit  glittering  reflective  qualities  in  the  fields.  Only  600 
proofs  were  produced  out  of  a  total  mintage  of  4,100  pieces.

5035  1914  MS  65  Red  and  Brown;  1915  MS  64  Red  and  Brown;  and  a 
1918-D  MS  64  Red  and  Brown,  all  notable  for  their  razor  sharp 
detail  and  natural  mellowing  of  the  original  red  color.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

5036  1924-D  MS  65  Red  and  Brown,  two  pieces,  each  struck  in  full  and 
showing  only  slight  mellowing  of  the  original  golden-orange  color, 
more  so  on  the  reverse.  (Total:  2  coins) 


5049  1883  PR  65.  Well  frosted  and  essentially  without  toning.  Flashy 
three-cent  nickel  proofs  are  currently  a  type  coin  bargain. 

SHIELD  NICKELS

Generally  categorized  as  a  common  Shield  nickel  issue  in  uncircu¬ 
lated  grades,  but  certainly  far  less  obtainable  than  a  half  dozen  or  so 
other  issues. 

5051  1883  MS  63.  A  lustrous  final  year  issue,  tinted  a  delicate  golden 
color  on  either  side. 

LIBERTY  NICKEL 

5052  191 1  MS  65.  Intense  mint  luster  that  is  most  impressive  for  a  nickel 
product,  with  soft  golden  toning  lightening  only  in  the  center  of  the 
obverse. 


5037  1924-D  MS  65  Red  and  Brown,  two  pieces,  both  fully  original  gems 
with  strong  strikes  and  much  underlying  red.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5038  1931-S  MS  64  Red;  and  a  1931-S  MS  65,  both  displaying  fiery  gold¬ 
en-red  color.  The  ‘31-S  remains  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all 
Lincolns  cents  due  to  its  low-mintage  and  Depression-era  date.

5039  1931-S  MS  65  Red.  A  fiery  gem  specimen,  popular  for  its  low- 
mintage  and  Depression-era  origin. 

5040  1955/55  Doubled  Die  XF  40  Cleaned.  Bright  in  appearance  with  the 
strong  obverse  doubling  that  this  popular  variety  is  known  for. 

5041  1955/55  Doubled  Die  AU  55  Cleaned.  The  true  scarcity  of  this  pop¬ 
ular  variety  with  any  significant  portion  of  original  red  color  inspires 
those' in  the  business  of  “manufacturing”  mint  color.  This  is  a  rela¬ 
tively  pleasing  ‘55  Doubled  Die,  just  not  original. 

5042  1972/72  Doubled  Die  MS  65  Red.  A  fiery  red  specimen,  just  a  few 
minor  field  marks  to  the  right  of  Lincoln  from  superb  quality. 

THREE-CENT  SILVER 

5043  1861  MS  65.  Fully  struck  beneath  blushes  of  blue  and  antique-gold 
toning.  A  pleasing,  high  grade  Type  Three  type  piece. 

5044  1872  MS  64-  A  snowy-white,  fully  prooflike  specimen  given  added 
eye  appeal  by  the  frosty  central  devices.  Only  1 ,000  business  strikes 
were  issued  and  few  survive  in  such  superior  condition.  A  rare 
opportunity  for  the  collector  of  this  diminutive  issue. 


PROOF  LIBERTY  NICKELS 

5053  1883  No  Cents  PR  65.  A  splendid,  carbon-free  example  of  this  one- 
year  proof  type,  precluded  from  an  even  higher  grade  by  a  tiny  mark 
over  Liberty’s  eye. 

5054  1912  PR  65.  A  glittering,  golden-hued  specimen,  so  well  preserved 
that  it  comes  temptingly  close  to  an  even  higher  rating.

Roth  sides  are  fairly  well  struck  tor  the  issue, 
with  the  only  weakness  appearing  at  the  tops  of  LIBERTY  on  the 
obverse. 

5057  1923-S  MS  63.  A  very  scarce,  choice  example  of  this  seldom  seen 
San  Francisco  nickel.  This  is  a  pleasing,  well  balanced  coin  that  is 
not  fully  struck  up,  but  does  show  fairly  good  definition  on  the 
design  elements.  The  glossy  surfaces  display  overlays  of  gray-golden 
patina  on  but  the  highest  points. 

5058  1926-S  VF  20.  Always  a  desirable  date.  Nice  original  gray  surfaces 
and  a  strong  strike,  although  just  short  of  full  horn  detail. 

5059  1928-S  MS  63.  Choice  golden-gray  surfaces,  particularly  clean  and 
lustrous  for  the  grade  but  a  trifle  soft  on  the  highpoints. 

5060  1934-D  MS  65.  This  piece  has  an  unusually  bright,  almost  semi- 
reflective  appearance  and  is  essentially  brilliant.  The  most  difficult 
of  the  1930s  Buffalo  issues  in  MS  65  grade. 

5061  1937-D  Three-Legged  VF  20.  An  original,  evenly  worn  example 
with  nice  eye  appeal  and  no  obvious  detractions. 

5062  1937-D  Three-Legged  VF  20.  A  nicely  detailed,  but  slightly  dull 
example  of  this  popular  Buffalo  nickel  variety.  The  reverse  features 
a  nice  view  of  the  physically  challenged  Buffalo,  the  result  of 
overzealous  grinding  of  the  dies  at  the  Mint.

5063  1937-D  Three-Legged  AU  55.  Bright  and  satiny  with  blushes  of 
golden-lilac  patina  on  the  highpoints  of  either  side.

EARLY  HALF  DIME 

5064  1796  VG  8  Cleaned.  V-l,  R.4.,  not  the  overdate  variety.  The  red¬ 
dish  tinged  fields  show  some  light  surface  porosity,  in  contrast  to  the 
relatively  smooth,  silver-colored  highpoints.  Both  sides  show  plenty 
of  details,  a  strong  date,  and  virtually  all  of  the  legends.  On  the 
obverse,  some  very  light  marks  are  noted  on  the  B  of  LIBERTY.  All 
in  all,  this  is  a  very  acceptable  and  pleasing  example  of  this  elusive 
type. 

BUST  HALF  DIME 

5065  1832  MS  63.  V-2b,  R.l.  Muted  shades  of  gold  and  lavender  cover 
this  well  struck  half  dime.  A  tiny  blob  of  metal  fills  the  lower  por¬ 
tion  of  the  8  in  the  date. 

SEATED  HALF  DIMES 

5066  1837  No  Stars  XF  40  Cleaned,  Small  Date,  since  retoned  in  irregu¬ 
lar  violet  shades;  and  an  1837  No  Stars  VF  35,  Large  Date,  deep 
steel-blue  and  violet  toning.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5067  1838-0  No  Stars  XF  40.  The  first  of  three  lightly  circulated  example 
of  this  elusive,  first  year  New  Orleans  date.  This  is  a  well  balanced 
specimen,  toned  an  original  charcoal-gray  that  is  slightly  deeper  on 
the  reverse. 

5068  1838-0  No  Stars  AU  50  Light  Cleaning.  Since  toned  in  a  steel-vio- 
let  coloration  that  deepens  a  modest  amount  in  the  protected  areas. 
The  low-mintage  (70,000  pieces)  1838-0  is  not  only  quite  scarce, 
but  adds  the  desirability  of  being  the  first  New  Orleans  half  dime 
and  one  of  just  two  No  Stars  issues  in  the  series.

5069  1838-0  No  Stars  AU  50  Cleaned.  Only  two  issues  are  available  in 
the  No  yitars  type,  the  common  1837  and  the  rare  1838-0.  We  have 
not  handled  a  ‘38-0  in  several  years,  and  now  we  have  three  speci¬ 
mens  in  the  same  auction.  The  mintage  of  only  70,000  pieces  goes 
far  toward  explaining  the  rarity  of  this  issue  with  almost  all  the 
known  survivors  heavily  worn.  This  is  one  of  the  finer  pieces  avail¬ 
able.  The  surfaces  were  cleaned  long  ago  and  have  since  retoned 
with  a  pleasing  blue  and  golden  patina  over  each  side.  Atypically 
well  struck  for  the  issue  with  no  detracting  marks. 

5070  1838  No  Drapery  AU  55,  typically  sharp  with  reddish-gold  toning 
in  the  recessed  areas;  1839  No  Drapery  AU  50  Cleaned,  since  toned 
uniform  burnt-orange  shades;  and  an  1840  No  Drapery  AU  50 
Cleaned,  displaying  a  similar  burnt-orange  coloration  with  bluish 
rims.

5071  1838  Small  Stars  AU  50  Cleaned,  Retoned,  a  scarcer  variety  with 
deep-blue  color;  and  an  1854-0  AU  58,  well  defined,  but  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  a  bit  dull.

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5080  1844-0  VF  20.  A  rare  New  Orleans  half-dime,  evenly  worn  with  no 
mentionable  damage,  and  some  light-gray  patina. 

5081  1845  XF  40,  Breen-3039,  Double  Date,  a  well  struck  specimen  sug¬ 
gesting  a  higher  grade  with  abundant  luster  still  showing;  1847  XF 
40,  deeply  toned;  and  an  1849/8  AU  50  Cleaned,  myriad  hairlines 
reflect  a  cleaning  at  one  time,  still  a  scarcer  variety.

5084  1848  XF  45.  Medium  Date.  Deeply  toned  with  a  glossy  appearance. 

5085  1848  Large  Date  VG  10  Reverse  Digs,  very  deeply  toned,  the 
reverse  is  in  sad  shape;  1849  VF  30  Whizzed,  Retoned;  and  an  1851 
Fine  12.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5086  1848-0  VF  20,  deep  violet  and  blue  toning;  1851-0  XF  40,  softly 
struck  on  Liberty’s  head  and  evenly  toned;  and  an  1853-0  Arrows 
XF  40  Reverse  Digs.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5087  1849  MS  62.  Breen-3050.  The  9  in  the  date  has  been  repunched. 
Essentially  untoned,  a  few  minor  field  marks  show  on  the  obverse,  a 
grease  stain  (as  struck)  is  seen  on  the  reverse  as  well  as  a  small 
defect  at  3  o’clock. 

5088  1849/6  Fine  12,  the  underdigit  is  clearly  seen;  and  an  1850  AU  50, 
the  unnaturally  bright  surfaces  are  overlaid  with  deep  golden-col¬ 
orations.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5089  1849-0  VF  20  Porus.  A  low  mintage,  key  date  Seated  half-dime 
that  displays  some  surface  porosity  on  both  sides. 

Mint  State  1850-0  Half  Dime 


5090  1850-0  MS  61.  Large  O.  A  scarce  O-mint  half  dime  that  is  very 
elusive  in  mint  condition,  meriting  an  R.5  rating  by  A1  Blythe  in 
uncirculated  grades.  This  is  a  fully  struck,  brilliant  coin  that  is  mod¬ 
erately  abraded,  the  most  obvious  mark  being  a  thin  scratch 
between  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  star  12. 

5091  1852  MS  63.  Untoned,  the  fields  are  quite  clean  but  the  luster  is  too 
subdued  for  a  finer  grade. 

5092  1852-0  XF  45.  A  scarce  issue  with  a  mintage  of  260,000  pieces, 
most  are  now  found  in  lower  grades.  A  clean,  well  defined,  and 
nicely  .toned  example. 

5093  1853  No  Arrows  Fine  12,  evenly  worn,  no  damage;  1853  Arrows 
VG  8;  and  an  1853  Arrows  VF  20,  deep-golden  toning.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

5094  1853  No  Arrows  MS  64.  Semi-prooflike  beneath  bluish-green  and 
golden  toning  that  covers  all  but  the  interior  of  the  reverse.  All  the 
devices  are  exceptionally  sharp  and  there  is  only  a  slight  trace  of  die 
clashing  on  either  side.  The  1853  No  Arrows  is  scarce  at  all  grade 
levels,  being  extensively  melted  because  of  the  higher  silver  content 
of  “old  tenor”  coins  struck  prior  to  the  addition  of  the  arrows  design 
in  1853,  and  subsequent  reduction  in  silver  content. 

5095  1853-0  No  Arrows  VF  20.  Although  160,000  were  minted,  most 
were  melted  as  a  result  of  the  weight  change  effective  February  22, 
1853.  A  couple  of  minor  marks  are  noted  in  the  right  field,  both 
sides  are  medium-gray. 

5096  1854  Arrows  MS  64-  A  well  struck  example  of  this  very  popular 
type  showing  excellent  luster  and  some  light  gray  and  green-gold 
patina. 


5097  1854  Arrows  MS  64-  Toned  in  attractive  golden,  violet,  and  rose 
shades  with  full  underlying  luster.  Boldly  defined  with  minimal 
clash  marks. 

5098  1855  Arrows  MS  63.  The  final  year  of  the  Arrows  type  and  the 
scarcest  of  the  three  Philadelphia  issues.  Essentially  untoned,  the 
luster  is  a  bit  subdued. 

5099  1855-0  Arrows  VF  20  Bent,  contact  marks  are  seen  in  the  center  of 
the  obverse  resulting  in  a  cup-shaped  coin;  1856  VG  8;  and  an 
1859-0  AU-55,  light  golden  toning.

5104  1858  Over  Inverted  Date  VF  30.  This  moderately  toned  example 
shows  the  remnants  of  the  original,  upside-down  date  just  above  the 
middle  of  the  digits  as  properly  impressed.  A  rare,  eagerly  sought- 
after  variety.

5106  1859  MS  63.  Deeply  toned,  the  coin’s  bright  underlying  luster  is  due 
in  part  to  having  been  struck  from  striated  dies.  Well  struck  except 
on  the  stars  on  the  right  side  of  the  obverse.  Final  year  of  the  Stars 
Obverse  design. 


Gem  Example  of  the  1860  “Transitional”  Half  Dime 


5107  1860  Transitional  MS  65.  These  so-called  transitional  half  dimes 
were  struck  as  “trade  bait”  on  orders  of  Mint  Director  James  Ross 
Snowden.  At  the  time  they  were  produced,  Snowden  was  in  the 
process  of  expanding  the  Mint  Collection  of  U.S.  coins  and  they 
were  allegedly  used  to  trade  with  local  Philadelphia  collectors  for 
pieces  missing  from  the  National  Collection.  These  are  “coins  with¬ 
out  a  country,”  as  they  lack  any  mention  of  the  issuing  authority, 
muling  the  old  Stars  obverse  with  the  new  Legend  reverse.  All  are 
business  strikes,  although  there  is  no  indication  the  coins  ever 
entered  the  channels  of  commerce.  A  characteristic  of  all  these 
pieces  is  the  long  die  scratch  from  the  left  base  upward  to  the  denti¬ 
cles.  Brilliant  throughout  with  flashy  surfaces,  the  strike  is  generally 
strong  with  only  localized  weakness  noted  on  a  couple  of  the  periph¬ 
eral  stars,  and  on  the  left  side  of  the  bow  on  the  lower  reverse. 

5108  1860-0  VF  30,  deep,  steel-blue  and  rose  toning;  1871  -S  XF  40, 
unusual  orange  and  violet  toning;  and  an  1872-S  Mintmark  Above 
Bow  VF  25,  deep  red-gold  and  purple  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5109  1861/0  VF  20.  We  have  seen  very  few  of  these  overdates  and  would 
agree  with  Breen’s  assessment  of  them  as  “very  rare.”  The  underdigit 
on  this  piece  shows  a  sharp  upper  curve  from  the  left  base  of  the 
final  1,  and  the  entire  space  between  the  6  and  1  is  blurry  where  the 
underdigit  was  not  completely  effaced.  Dove-gray  appearance  with 
no  mentionable  abrasions.

Cleaned,  another  with  deep  reddish-golden  toning;  and  an  1866-S 
AU  50  Cleaned,  some  deep  peripheral  color.  (Total:  3  coins) 


Scarce  1865  Business  Strike  Half  Dime  in  Mint  State 


5113  1865  MS  63.  A  choice  example  of  this  elusive  business  strike,  one 
of  a  mere  13,000  pieces  struck.  The  surfaces  show  adequate  luster 
and  are  generally  brilliant  except  for  a  thin  accent  of  golden-brown 
patina  at  the  peripheries.  Softly  struck  on  the  head  of  Liberty  and 
showing  some  weakness  on  the  left  side  of  the  wreath.  Light  die 
clashing  shows  in  the  fields.  Very  scarce  in  mint  state.

8,625  pieces.  Colorful  patina  overlays  both  sides. 

5116  1867-S  AU  50  Cleaned,  Retoned,  usually  found  only  in  lower 
grades,  deeply  toned;  1872  XF  40  Cleaned;  and  an  1872-S  AU  50 
Mintmark  Below  Bow,  smoky-gray  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5117  1869  VG  8  Reverse  Scratches;  1871  AU  50  Cleaned,  now  retoned 
in  gold  and  blue  colors;  and  an  1872  MS  61,  rich  blue  and  rose  col¬ 
ors.

Hazy  steel-gray  patina  with  some 
darker  peripheral  color.

5123  1801  Fine  12  Rim  Bump.  JR-1,  R-4-  A  very  heavy  rim  bruise  on  the 
lower  right  obverse  has  buckled  the  planchet  and  created  a  slight 
waviness.  Otherwise,  the  coin  is  nice  and  original,  with  even  wear, 
plenty  of  details,  and  attractive,  olive  toned  surfaces. 

5124  1802  AG  3  Plugged.  JR-4,  R.4.  Rather  heavily  worn  hut  with  a  full 
date,  an  outline  of  the  bust  of  Liberty  and  with  slightly  more  detail¬ 
ing  on  the  reverse.

5129  1838  Large  Stars  XF  45,  the  obverse  displays  a  die  crack  horizontally 
through  Liberty,  both  sides  are  questionably  toned;  and  an  1838

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5144  1849/8  AU  50  Obverse  Field  Marks.  Breen-3257.  Concealed 
Overdate.  Parts  of  an  8  are  seen  within  the  9  with  some  magnifica¬ 
tion.  Perhaps  the  finest  known  example  of  this  very  rare  overdate, 
some  minor  contact  marks  are  grouped  in  the  right  obverse  field. 
Golden  toning  frames  mostly  brilliant  centers. 

5145  1850-0  Fine  15  Cleaned;  1851-0  VF  30;  and  an  1859-0  XF  40 
Cleaned,  gold  and  blue  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5146  1853  Arrows  VF  30  Cleaned,  light  golden  color;  1854  VF  30 
Cleaned,  dull  gray  appearance;  and  an  1855  Fine  12.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

5147  1853  Arrows  MS  63.  Mostly  brilliant  and  overall  sharply  defined  on 
the  highpoints. 

5148  1853  Arrows  MS  63  Questionable  Toning.  Very  well  struck  and 
nearly  mark-free  under  mottled  gray-violet  toning  of  suspicious  ori¬ 
gin.  Partial  wire  edge  on  either  side. 

5149  1853-0  Arrows  VF  20  Cleaned;  1854-0  VF  20;  and  an  1874-S  VF 
35.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5150  1856  VF  30,  Small  Date,  original  appearance;  and  an  1856  XF  40, 
Large  Date,  silver-gray  toning.  (Total:  2  coins)

Softly  struck  as  well,  there  are  no 
obvious  impairments  on  the  fields  or  devices  except  for  a  couple  of 
minor  rim  nicks  at  the  top  of  the  obverse  and  bottom  of  the  reverse. 

5171  1872 -S  XF  40  Cleaned.  The  surfaces  are  quite  dull  from  having 
been  cleaned  at  one  time. 

5172  1873  Open  3  Fine  15,  a  popular  variety;  1873  Closed  3  VF  35;  and 
an  1874  VF  20  Cleaned,  deep  golden-pumpkin  toning.  (Total:  3 
coins)

5173  1873-CC  Arrows  XF  40.  The  1873-CC  Arrows  dime  is  among  the 

rarest  of  the  type,  with  precious  few  survivors  among  the  18,791 
pieces  struck.  Rated  a  low  R.6  in  XF-AU  condition,  the  '73-CC 
Arrows  is  virtually  unknown  any  finer.  The  surfaces  of  this  piece  are 
somewhat  rough  and  deep  russet  patina  surrounds  the  devices  and 
spills  into  the  fields.  Well  struck  in  general  with  only  slight  softness 
noted  on  the  head  of  Liberty. 


Very  Rare  1874-CC  Arrows  Dime 


5175  1874-CC  Arrows  VG  8.  Brian  Greer  termed  the  ‘74-CC,  “The 

unquestioned  key  to  the  series  (excluding  the  uncollectable  1873- 
CC  No  Arrows).  Rare  in  any  grade  and  probably  a  full  R6  in  prob¬ 
lem-free  condition.”  This  is  the  first  example  we  have  handled  in 
recent  memory.  As  one  can  tell  from  the  grade,  this  piece  is  low 
grade,  with  evidence  of  heavy  circulation.  Each  side  has  deep  gold¬ 
en-brown  toning  in  the  center  with  even  deeper,  cobalt-blue  color 
at  the  margins.  A  cluster  of  pinscratches  is  noted  above  the  bow  on 
the  reverse,  these  being  the  only  notable  surface  blemishes  on  the 
coin.

of  only  43,690  pieces,  but  it  is  even  rarer  than  its  mintage  would 
suggest.  It  is  a  condition  rarity  as  well,  and  rare  in  any  grade,  with 
XF-AU  pieces  rated  R.5.  This  piece  is  nicely  toned  with  rich  gold¬ 
en-gray  patina  in  the  fields  and  silvery-gray  contrasting  devices.  A 
few  small  abrasions  are  noted  in  the  right  obverse  field.

5191  1890-S  MS  64-  Fully  struck  with  a  blazing-white  appearance  on

5193  1859  PR  62.  A  deeply  mirrored,  perfectly  struck  proof  that  is 
unfortunately  hairlined,  thus  reducing  its  grade  and  desirability. 
Both  sides  are  attractively  toned  in  deeper  shadings  of  blue  and 
golden-brown.  An  important  coin  as  a  proof  because  the  Stars  type 
is  generally  only  available  in  two  years,  1859  and  1858. 

5194  1863  PR  62.  A  well  toned  cameo  displaying  deep  blue  and  golden 
hues  about  the  borders.  One  of  just  460  proofs  issued. 

5195  1864  PR  63.  A  scarce  date  both  as  a  proof  and  a  business  strike  with 
low  mintages  of  each.  Deeply  toned  primarily  with  gunmetal-blue  at 
the  margins. 

5196  1865  PR  50.  A  lightly  circulated  proof  with  some  hairlines  and  con¬ 
tact  marks.  An  affordable  example  of  this  low  mintage  issue.  Deeply 
toned. 

5197  1867  PR  60.  A  popular,  low  mintage  issue  with  milky-gray  centers 
and  deep-blpe  in  the  peripheral  areas. 

5198  1871  PR  58.  Clearly  a  proof  specimen  that  entered  circulation  for  a 
short  time.  Deeply  toned. 

5199  1882  PR  62.  Almost  satiny  in  appearance,  with  a  moderately  deep, 
burnt-gold  and  lilac  toning  on  both  sides.

5203  1892-0  MS  64-  Golden  toned  on  the  obverse,  with  the  reverse  fea¬ 
turing  streaks  of  lilac-gray  and  steel-blue  colors.  Wonderfully  origi¬ 
nal,  never  cleaned  or  “improved”  and  a  choice  example  of  this  first 
year  of  issue  (from  the  New  Orleans  Mint,  as  well).  Nicely  struck 
and  very  nearly  of  full  gem  quality. 

5204  1908  MS  64.  Bold  cartwheel  luster  blasts  forth  from  beneath  a  layer 
of  light  toning,  combining  orange-gold  colors  on  the  obverse  with 
pale  green  hues  on  the  reverse.  A  choice  example  of  the  date,  with 
superior  eye  appeal.

5205  191  1  MS  65.  Fully  detailed  and  extremely  frosty,  with  a  light 

splash  or  two  of  golden-ochre  color  on  the  obverse. 


5206  1902  PR  63.  Milky  toned  on  the  obverse,  with  some  silvery  gray 
highlights  noted.  The  reverse  is  considerably  more  brilliant  and  dis¬ 
plays  a  flashy,  iridescent  blue-lilac  color.  Nicely  struck  and  free  of 
any  obvious  or  noticeable  impairments,  such  as  hairlines  or  marks.

5207  191 7-D  MS  62  Questionable  Toning.  Boldly  struck  in  all  areas  save 
for  the  horizontal  center  bands.  An  unheralded  and  scarce  issue  in 
mint  state. 

5208  191 7-S  MS  64-  Quite  frosty  with  a  bit  of  speckled  violet  toning  pri¬ 
marily  across  the  obverse.  A  borderline  gem  example  of  this  more 
difficult  second-year  issue. 

5209  1919-D  MS  63  Full  Bands,  Artificial  Toning.  Glossy  golden-steel 
surfaces  with  subtle  accents  of  blue  and  violet  peripherally.  Struck 
in  fairly  substantial  numbers,  but  still  a  challenging  early  Mercury, 
particularly  with  Full  Bands.

5210  1875-S  XF  40.  Very  well  struck  and  displaying  a  bright  silvery-gray 
finish.

5212  1796  AG  3  Obverse  Damage.  B-2,  R.5,  the  scarcer  of  the  two  vari¬ 
eties  in  this  already  rare  year.  Light  graffiti  in  noted  in  the  obverse 
fields,  as  well  as  a  heavy  circular  mark  in  the  center  of  the  coin.  The 
reverse  shows  one  trivial  scratch.  Both  sides  are  well  worn,  but  the 
all  important  date  is  probably  the  strongest  feature  on  this  coin. 
This  date  is  incredibly  popular  as  the  first  date  of  the  type  and  the 
entire  denomination. 

5213  1805  VG  8.  B-2a,  R.4.  Weak  at  the  R  of  LIBERTY  due  to  failure  of 
the  striking  pressure  to  squeeze  the  silver  into  the  recessed  areas  of 
the  dies  (this  explanation  is  offered  in  Reiver’s  Variety  Identification 
Manual  for  United  States  Quarter  Dollars  1796-1838).  Both  sides 
show  light,  even  wear  and  most  of  the  essential  details  are  complete¬ 
ly  visible. 

5214  1807  XF  40.  B-2,  R.2.  Toned  in  variegated  shades  of  violet  and 
dark,  steel  blue  (almost  black)  colors.  Evenly  worn  and  free  of  any 
surface  problems.  The  only  defect  worthy  of  note  is  a  small  rim 
hruise  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse.  A  die  crack  runs  from  the  T  in 
UNITED  across  the  coin  to  the  rim  by  the  O  in  OF.  A  nice,  origi¬ 
nal  example  of  this  early  American  type  coin. 

BUST  QUARTERS 

5215  1815  XF  40  Cleaned,  Obverse  Planchet  Flaw.  B-l,  R.l,  the  only 
variety  of  this  year.  Nicely  struck  and  well  detailed,  with  good  cen¬ 
tering  on  both  sides.  The  surface  luster  has  been  dulled  from  an  old 
cleaning  and  a  planchet  lamination  appears  near  the  rim  above 
Liberty’s  head  on  the  obverse. 


52  lb  1819  AU  50.  B-2,  R.3,  Large  9,  D  in  UNITED  low.  Gorgeous  gold- 
en-toned  surfaces,  with  reddish  peripheral  toning  appearing  on  both 
sides.  A  thin  scratch  runs  from  the  lower  hair  curl  to  the  10th  star, 
and  is  well  hidden  by  the  toning.  Lots  of  orignal  luster  remains  on 
this  attractive  type  coin. 

5217  1821  VF  20.  B-3,  R.l.  A  nice,  evenly  worn,  problem-free  example. 

5218  1825/4  XF  40.  B-2,  R-2.  Original,  silver-gray  colorations.  Another 
pleasing,  problem-tree  example  of  this  early  type. 

5219  1833  \1S  64.  B-l,  R.l.  A  choice,  silver-gray  example,  with  satiny 
smooth  surfaces  and  lots  of  original  mint  luster.  A  touch  of  light 
toning  has  begun  to  form  on  both  sides  and  the  peripheries  show  an 
original  steel-gray  color.  Perfect  for  type,  date,  or  variety  purposes. 

5220  1834  MS  61.  B-l,  R.l,  the  only  reverse  of  this  year  with  stripes  on 
the  reverse  having  two  lines  each.  Despite  some  light  surface  marks, 
this  piece  has  some  definite  prooflike  tendencies  and  a  pleasing, 
original  appearance.  Both  sides  are  lightly  toned  in  a  combination 
of  sea-green,  blue,  and  rose  pastels.  Softly  struck  on  the  obverse  den¬ 
ticles  and  rims,  but  sharp  everywhere  else. 

5221  1837  MS  60.  B-2,  R.l.  A  bit  weakly  struck  with  lavender-golden 
toning. 

5222  1838  MS  60  Cleaned,  Retoned,  Rims  Filed.  B-l,  R.l,  the  only  vari¬ 
ety  for  this  year.  Drab  gray  in  color,  with  some  golden  highlights  in 
the  protected  areas.  The  upper  left  obverse  rim  has  been  filed  to 
remove  a  small  rim  ding. 

SEATED  QUARTERS 

5223  1838  No  Drapery  VF  30  Questionable  Toning,  deep  electric-blue 
and  magenta  shadings;  and  an  1839  No  Drapery  VF  35,  light  in 
appearance,  particularly  the  obverse.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5224  1840-0  No  Drapery  VF  30  Cleaned,  very  weakly  struck;  and  an 
1840-0  With  Drapery  VF  20  Cleaned,  a  lower  mintage  issue. 
(Total:  2  coins) 

5225  1840-0  No  Drapery  MS  60  Questionable  Toning.  Very  well  defined 
beneath  dusky  golden-gray  patina.  Most  likely  from  a  New  Orleans 
hoard  of  various  O-mint  and  Spanish  silver  coinage  unearthed  in 
1982. 

5226  1840  Drapery  AU  50  Cleaned,  moderate  golden  colorations;  and  an 
1842  VF  20  Cleaned,  questionable  toning  on  both  sides.  (Total:  2 
coins) 

5227  1841  VF  30.  Breen-3945.  Doubled  Reverse  Die.  Doubling  is  plainest 
on  STATES. 

5228  1841-0  VF  20  Cleaned,  questionable  toning;  1843-0  Fine  12 
Cleaned;  and  an  1844-0  VF  30  Cleaned,  Retoned.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5229  1842-0  Large  Date  XF  40.  Mostly  untoned  with  a  little  golden  pati¬ 
na  on  the  obverse. 


Important  1842-0  Small  Date  Quarter 


5230  1842-0  Small  Date  VG  8.  Briggs  1-A,  later  die  state.  An  impor¬ 

tant  offering  for  the  specialist,  the  1842-0  Small  Date  is  a  signifi¬ 
cant  rarity  in  the  Seated  quarter  series.  It  actually  is  scarcer  than 
even  the  mintage  of  157,000  pieces  would  indicate,  as  it  is  believed 
that  some  of  the  reported  mintage  may  include  coins  dated  1841. 
This  piece  was  struck  from  the  later  state  of  the  B.  1-A  dies.  In  this 
die  state  some  damage  was  done  to  the  reverse  die,  causing  what 
appears  to  he  a  dent  on  the  upper  shield  lines  and  lower  part  of  the 
eagle’s  neck.  According  to  Larry  Briggs,  this  later  die  state  is  seen  on 
approximately  10%  of  the  known  ‘42-0  Small  Date  quarters.  This 
piece  shows  extensive  signs  of  circulation  with  rich  golden-brown 
roning  evenly  distributed  across  each  side.  The  surfaces  are  virtually 
unmarked,  showing  no  large  or  obvious  abrasions. 


5231  1843  VF  30  Cleaned;  1844  VF  20  Cleaned;  and  an  1847  VF  20 
Cleaned.  All  three  are  moderately  toned  in  questionable  shades. 
(Total:  3  coins) 

5232  1845  VF  20,  some  golden  color;  1846  Fine  12;  and  an  1849  VF  30 
Cleaned.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5233  1845  VF  20,  partly  repunched  date  with  the  45  doubled;  and  an 
1846  Fine  15,  Breen-3966,  Dropped  6,  the  6  was  punched  far  too 
low,  then  corrected.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5234  1847-0  XF  40.  Deeply  toned  on  both  sides. 

5235  1848  Fine  12  Cleaned,  Retoned,  Breen-3974,  Double  Date,  clear 
evidence  of  recutting  is  seen  on  all  four  digits;  and  an  1852-0  VG 
10.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5236  1848  MS  60  Questionable  Toning.  Double  Date,  Breen-3974 
(Rare).  One  of  many  unsung  rarities  in  the  No  Motto  series  of 
Seated  quarters,  the  1848  is  scarce  across  the  entire  spectrum  of 
grades  and  is  quite  elusive  in  mint  state.  The  surfaces  on  this  clean, 
well  struck  specimen  are  toned  a  dullish  steely-gray  and  show  much 
underlying  mint  brilliance  when  examined  closely. 


Key  Date  1849-0  Quarter 


5237  1  849-0  XF  40  Cleaned.  A  very  elusive  O-mint  quarter  with  its 

mintage  believed  to  be  included  in  the  1850  delivery  and,  in  fact, 
not  struck  until  the  spring  of  1850.  Only  16,000  pieces  are  estimat¬ 
ed  to  have  been  produced.  This  issue  is  scarce  in  all  grades  and  rare 
in  XF  or  better,  rated  a  strong  R.6  in  this  grade  by  Larry  Briggs.  The 
coin  was  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  has  since  retoned  and  is  now  cov¬ 
ered  with  a  dull  gray  and  sea-green  patina  that  greatly  subdues  the 
effects  of  the  hairlining.  There  are  no  other  mentionable  surface 
defects  other  than  a  tiny  planchet  flaw  above  the  R  in  QUAR.  on 
the  lower  reverse.  A  bit  softly  struck  on  the  highpoints. 


5238  1850  Fine  15  Cleaned,  questionable  toning;  1852  Fine  15  Cleaned, 
questionable  toning;  and  an  1856  VF  20  Whizzed,  Polished, 
Retoned,  cosmetically  tragic.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5239  1850-0  Fine  15,  deeply  toned;  1856-0  VF  20;  and  an  1857-0  VF 
20  Whizzed,  Retoned.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5240  1850-0  XF  40  Whizzed.  Since  toned  in  occasional,  soft  golden-vio¬ 
let  shades.  A  heavily  melted  issue  not  often  seen  in  lesser  worn  con¬ 
dition. 


Rare  XF  40  1852-0  Quarter 


5241  1852-0  XF  40.  A  very  scarce  coin  in  all  grades  and  especially  rare 

in  XF  or  better  condition.  This  is  among  the  finer  pieces  known  of 
the  ‘52-0  quarter,  mint  state  examples  are  more  rumored  than  actu¬ 
ally  known,  with  only  one  uncirculated  coin  having  been  graded  by 
the  major  certification  services.  This  is  a  natural  silvery-gray  coin 
with  deeper  golden  shadings  clinging  to  the  devices.  As  on  most 
specimens  seen  by  this  cataloger,  there  is  localized  striking  weakness 
on  the  head  of  Liberty,  upper  stars,  and  the  lower  olive  branch.  A 
significant  offering  for  the  advanced  Seated  Liberty  collector. 
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Repunched  1853/53  No  Arrows  Quarter 


5242  1853  No  Arrows  MS  60  Lightly  Cleaned.  Breen-3988,  doubling 

on  5  and  3  in  the  date.  Formerly  called  an  1853/2  overdate,  but  this 
is  obviously  incorrect  as  the  final  digits  in  the  date  clearly  show 
repunching  with  the  same  numerals.  A  scarcer  variety,  considered 
R.5  in  mint  condition  with  few  examples  known  at  this  level.  The 
No  Arrows  type  for  1853  is  quite  elusive  because  most  were  melted 
shortly  after  the  time  of  issue  as  they  were  “old  tenor”  silver  coins, 
and  as  such  were  worth  more  than  face  value.  This  piece  is  fully 
struck,  and  the  evidence  of  cleaning  is  slight.  The  surfaces  are  quite 
clean  for  the  grade  and  generally  brilliant  except  for  a  light  dusting 
of  golden  patina  at  the  margins. 


5243  1853  Arrows  and  Rays  VF  20;  1853-0  Arrows  and  Rays  Fine  12, 
deeply  toned  in  the  fields;  and  an  1855  Arrows  Fine  12,  question¬ 
able  coppery  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5244  1853  Arrows  and  Rays  AU  58.  An  extremely  frosty  specimen,  toned 
a  delicate  golden-gray  over  both  sides  and  just  the  slightest  rub  away 
from  mint  state. 

5245  1853  Arrows  and  Rays  MS  60.  The  lustrous  surfaces  are  richly  pati- 
nated  in  deep  golden-brown  and  blue  toning.  Quite  an  attractive 
example  for  the  grade  and  a  desirable  one-year  type  coin. 

5246  1853  Arrows  and  Rays  MS  63.  Rather  evenly  layered  in  natural 
gray-violet  toning,  lightening  to  silvery-gray  on  the  reverse.  Rising 
silver  prices  led  to  a  weight  reduction  on  the  various  silver  issues, 
affecting  the  design  of  all  denominations  from  half  dime  to  half  dol¬ 
lar,  with  the  silver  dollar  remaining  unchanged. 

5247  1853/4  Arrows  and  Rays  VF  20  Questionable  Toning.  A  medium 
grade  example  of  this  unusual  overdate,  most  underdigits  are  of  a 
previous  year. 

5248  1854  Arrows  VF  20  Cleaned;  and  an  1855-0  Arrows  Fine  12,  a 
scarcer  New  Orleans  date.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5249  1854-0  Arrows  XF  40  Whizzed,  Retoned;  and  an  1855 -S  Arrows 
VF  20  Cleaned,  Reverse  Scratches,  deeply  toned.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5250  1854-0  Arrows  AU  50.  Mostly  brilliant  and  showing  only  modest 
wear  on  the  highpoints.  Scarcer  branch  mint  issue. 

5251  1854-0  Arrows  MS  62.  Satiny  with  tinges  of  golden-orange  about 
the  devices.  Unlike  the  half  dollar  where  mint  state  examples  of  the 
New  Orleans  product  are  more  available  than  similarly  dated  P- 
mints,  the  underappreciated  1854-0  quarter  was  struck  in  far  fewer 
numbers  and  is  much  more  elusive  in  uncirculated  condition  than 
Philadelphia  quarters  of  this  date. 

5252  1854-0  Arrows  Huge  O  Fine  15.  Breen-4002.  Large,  overpowering 
mintmark  on  the  reverse.  Very  rare. 

5253  1856-S  XF  40  Whizzed.  A  scarce  San  Francisco  date,  some  ques¬ 
tionable  golden  toning  overlays  both  sides. 

5254  1857  VF  20  Cleaned,  rose  colored  toning;  1858  XF  40  Cleaned, 
deep  orange-golden  colors;  and  an  1859  XF  40,  deeply  toned. 
(Total:  3  coins) 

5255  1857-S  VF  20  Cleaned.  A  much  scarcer  issue  with  a  mintage  of  only 
82,000  pieces. 

5256  1858  MS  64.  Well  struck  throughout  with  a  satiny  textured  obverse 
and  more  lustrous  reverse.  Only  a  faint  blush  of  golden  color  is  seen 
in  the  right  obverse  field. 

5257  1858-0  XF  40,  deep-golden  toning;  and  an  1859-0  VF  20  Cleaned, 
similar  golden  color  as  the  previous  coin.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5258  1858-S  VG  8  Cleaned;  and  an  1861-S  VF  30  Cleaned,  deep  pump¬ 
kin  colored  toning.  (Total:  2  coins) 


5259  1859-S  Fine  12.  A  very  scarce  San  Francisco  issue  with  a  low 
mintage  of  only  80,000  coins.  No  major  marks  or  abrasions  are 
noted. 

5260  1860  Fine  12  Cleaned;  1861  VF  20  Cleaned;  and  an  1863  Fine  15 
Cleaned.  All  three  are  moderately  to  deeply  toned.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5261  1860  AU  50  Cleaned,  brilliant  save  for  a  dash  of  toning  on  the 
reverse  border;  1853-0  Arrows  &  Rays  VF  20,  pleasing  natural  gray 
color;  and  a  1926  AU  50,  mark-free  and  framed  in  attractive  gold¬ 
en-orange  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5262  1860-0  AU  50,  moderately  toned  in  subdued  gray  and  ochre,  weak¬ 
ly  struck  particularly  on  the  obverse;  1865  XF  40  Cleaned,  very  well 
struck  for  the  issue;  and  an  1865-S  Fine  12  Field  Scratched  and 
Tooled,  charcoal-gray  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 


Scarce  1860-S  Quarter 


5263  1860-S  XF  40  Cleaned.  A  very  scarce  date  in  all  grades  and 

unknown  in  mint  condition.  Even  lower  graded  coins  are  seldom 
seen,  and  when  found  often  have  problems.  The  only  problem  on 
this  coin  is  the  presence  of  hairlines  from  an  old  cleaning.  The 
effects  of  this  cleaning  have  been  greatly  diminished  by  the  russet 
and  blue  toning  that  deepens  toward  the  rims.  A  bit  weakly  defined 
as  often  seen. 


5264  1861  MS  64-  Intricately  detailed  in  all  areas  save  for  the  final  few 
stars,  with  satiny  brilliance  and  occasional  golden-brown  toning  on 
the  reverse. 

5265  1862  AU  50.  Questionable  toning  is  noted  on  both  sides  consisting 
of  deep-pumpkin,  electric-blue,  and  violet  shades. 

5266  1862-S  VF  20.  An  exceedingly  elusive  San  Francisco  date  in  the 
‘60s,  this  example  is  somewhat  softly  impressed,  but  there  are  no 
notable  heavy  marks  or  abrasions.  Moderately  toned  in  rose-gray 
shades. 

5267  1864  VF  20,  deeply  toned;  1872  Fine  12,  pumpkin-like  colorations 
on  both  sides;  and  an  1874  VG  10.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5268  1864-S  Good  4  Scratches.  The  rarest  of  the  Civil  War  Seated  quar¬ 
ters  (No  Motto),  the  obverse  fields  exhibit  several  scratches  and 
both  sides  are  toned  an  unnatural  appearing  pumpkin-copper  color. 

5269  1866  VF  20  Cleaned.  First  year  of  the  With  Motto  design  and  a 
scarcity  in  all  grades.  Moderately  toned. 

5270  1866-S  Fine  15.  Well  known  among  specialists  of  the  series,  this  is 
an  underrated  date  and  always  in  great  demand.  This  unusually 
clean  specimen  exhibits  even  wear  and  no  mentionable  marks  or 
abrasions,  and  the  surfaces  have  toned  a  pleasing  medium-gray 
color. 

5271  1867  XF  45.  Another  very  scarce  business  strike  in  the  series,  only 
20,000  were  coined.  Semi-reflective  fields  are  layered  in  question¬ 
able  copper  and  blue  toning. 

5272  1867-S  VF  20  Cleaned.  A  scarce  date  and  difficult  to  find  in  this 
condition.

The  6  is  placed  low  in  the  field,  really  closer  to  the  4  than  the  7. 
While  showing  a  bit  of  striking  softness,  the  surfaces  are  minimally 
abraded  and  display  a  rich  golden- lavender  patina  over  both  sides.

5372  1849/49  VF  30  Cleaned.  Dramatically  Doubled  Date.  Breen-4816. 
One  of  the  great  rarities  for  variety  collectors  among  Seated  halves. 
Breen  states  that  he  had  seen  fewer  than  six  pieces  to  date  (1988), 
and  the  Wiley-Bugert  text  lists  the  variety  as  R.7  in  VF  condition. 
The  first  date  punching  was  done  far  to  the  left,  then  corrected.  But 
before  the  digits  were  finally  entered  in  their  proper  position,  part  of 
a  9  was  punched  into  the  rock,  and  another  down  in  the  denticles — 
that  makes  four  partial  or  complete  number  9s  on  this  one  coin — 
possibly  a  modern  indoor  record.

5386  1856-0  AU  55  Questionable  Toning.  Double  Date.  Breen-4869. 
The  date  was  first  entered  slanting  up  and  to  the  right,  then  correct¬ 
ed.  Interesting  variety. 

5387  1856-0  MS  63  Prooflike.  Unusually  bright  and  lustrous,  struck 
much  nicer  than  normal,  and  with  an  overall  appearance  which  is 
far  nicer  than  that  seen  on  most  No  Motto  half  dollars.  This  is 
exactly  the  type  of  coin  that  would  have  been  sold  as  a  branch  mint 
proof  in  years  past.  Both  sides  are  highly  reflective,  untoned  and 
nicely  preserved.  How  much  of  a  premium  is  the  prooflike  condition 
worth?  We’ll  leave  that  decision  to  our  bidders. 

5388  1856-S  XF  40.  With  a  lower  mintage  of  only  21 1,000  pieces,  this  is 
a  much  scarcer,  seldom  available  date.  Deeply  toned  on  both  sides. 

Clean,  well  defined  surfaces  are  overlaid  with  some 
subdued  brick-red  color. 

5390  1858-0  XF  40  Cleaned;  and  an  1858-S  XF  40  Cleaned.  Both  coins 
are  unnaturally  bright  under  moderate  layerings  of  color.

5391  1859  VF  20  Cleaned,  Retoned;  1871  VF  20  Cleaned,  Retoned;  and 
an  1872  XF  40  Whizzed,  Retoned.

5392  1859-S  XF  40  Cleaned,  Retoned,  sharply  defined;  1860-S  Fine  12, 

medium  gray  appearance;  and  an  1872-S  VF  30  Cleaned,  question¬ 
able  toning  overlays  both  sides.

3  393  I860  AU  50.  Some  light  toning  overlays  unnaturally  bright  fields. 

5  394  1861-S  XF  40  Cleaned,  Retoned;  1862-S  XF  40  Cleaned,  Retoned; 

and  an  1863-S  VF  30  Cleaned,  Retoned.  All  three  coins  exhibit 
unnatural  shadings  of  deep  blue,  crimson,  and  gold.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5395  1862  VF  30,  natural  gray  appearance  with  a  streak  of  ochre  stain  on 
the  reverse;  1864  XF  45  Cleaned;  and  an  1865  AU  50,  some  gray- 
golden  color  on  both  sides.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5396  1863  AU  50.  Attractively  toned  with  some  very  light  wear. 

5397  1864  MS  60.  Very'  sharply  struck,  with  all  details  crisp  and  clear. 
This  coin  is  actually  quite  nice,  but  we  have  lowered  the  grade  to 
account  for  a  slightly  subdued  luster  and  some  microscopic  field 
hairlines.  A  popular  issue  from  the  Civil  War  era.

5401  1867  AU  50  Cleaned,  Retoned.  The  digits  67  are  clearly  doubled. 

5402  1868  AU  50  Brushed,  Artificially  Toned;  1869  VF  20  Cleaned, 
Retoned;  and  an  1870  AU  50  Cleaned,  Retoned.  (Total:  3  coins)

5403  1870-CC  AU  50  Harshly  Cleaned,  Repaired.  The  ‘70-CC  is  one 

of  the  most  highly  regarded  of  all  Seated  halves.  This  is  due  in  part 
to  its  absolute  scarcity  in  all  grades,  but  also  because  of  its  first  year 
status  from  the  popular  Carson  City  mint.  Most  examples  are  low 
grade  and  weakly  struck.  This  piece,  while  a  relatively  high  grade 
example,  has  its  share  of  problems.  The  fields  were  smoothed  to 
remove  corrosion,  leaving  uneven  patches  of  raised  metal  (mostly 
around  the  stars),  giving  an  uneven  surface  to  the  coin.  Also  harshly 
cleaned,  the  piece  has  a  dull  gray  surface  overall  with  spotty  golden- 
brown  patina  scattered  about.  Rated  R.6  by  Wiley  and  Bugert,  and 
virtually  unobtainable  in  higher  grades,  this  coin  should  still  prove 
of  interest  to  the  many  collectors  of  this  interesting  series. 


5404  1870-S  VF  20  Cleaned,  deeply  toned;  1875-S  AU  50  Cleaned,  deep 
turquoise  toning  on  the  reverse;  and  an  1877-S  VF  30  Cleaned. 
(Total:  3  coins) 

5405  1871-CC  XF  40.  Lightly  toned  in  speckled,  predominantly  gold, 
colors.  Very  faint  traces  of  some  old  surface  scratches  appear 
beneath  the  toning  in  the  right  obverse  field,  but  these  are  almost 
imperceptible  and  do  not  interfere  with  the  overall  appearance  of 
this  coin.  Very  rare  in  all  grades,  especially  in  this  lofty  condition.  A 
great  coin  for  the  specialist  in  this  remarkably  tough  series. 
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5406  1871-CC  XF  40.  Actually  a  much  rarer  date  than  the  153,950 
mintage  figure  might  suggest.  Most  of  the  known  specimens  are  in 
low  grades  with  XF  specimens  rated  R.5  by  Wiley  and  Bugert.  This 
piece  is  generally  well  struck.  The  only  mentionable  abrasions  are 
several  pinpoint  marks  in  the  right  obverse  field.  Otherwise,  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  covered  with  a  deep  golden-brown,  rose,  and  blue  patina. 

5407  1871  -S  VF  25.  Well  detailed  and  moderately  toned  on  both  sides. 

5408  1872-CC  VF  30  Cleaned.  An  elusive  CC  Seated  half,  unfortunately 
this  example  has  suffered  from  a  harsh  cleaning  at  one  time.  Now 
toned  deep  blue-green,  this  will  be  an  affordable  example. 

5409  1873-CC  No  Arrows  Fine  15  Cleaned.  Original  with  six  letters  of 
LIBERTY  fully  visible.  A  scarce  issue,  even  tougher  than  its  S-mint 
Arrows  counterpart.  Toned  a  deep,  pumpkin-orange  color. 

5410  1873  Arrows  XF  40  Cleaned.  Breen-4975.  Short  obverse  arrows, 
quintuple  obverse  stripes,  doubled  obverse  die  plainest  at  the  shield 
and  parts  of  the  drapery.  Rare. 

5411  1873  Arrows  XF  40.  Breen-4976  (very  rare).  An  elusive  variety  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  short  arrows  on  either  side  of  the  date  and  triple  verti¬ 
cal  stripes  in  the  shield.  A  perfect  medium  gray  specimen  with  some 
underlying  luster. 


Popular  1873-CC  Arrows  Half 


5412  1873-CC  Arrows  VF  30  Polished,  Retoned.  Open  3,  Large 
Mintmark.  Another  very  scarce  Carson  City  issue,  and  much  in 
demand  as  a  type  coin  because  of  the  arrows  motif  on  each  side  of 
the  date.  This  piece  has  highly  polished  surfaces  that  show  deep 
blue-green  tonal  qualities  on  each  side. 

5413  1873-S  Arrows  XF  40.  An  unusually  clean  specimen  with  light  wear 
and  no  mentionable  defects.  Some  scattered  toning  is  noted  on  the 
obverse. 

5414  1874  Arrows  Fine  15  Cleaned;  1874-S  XF  40  Cleaned,  Retoned, 
now  a  pumpkin-orange  color;  and  an  1878  VF  20  Cleaned, 
Retoned,  Obverse  and  Reverse  Scratches,  Mintmark  Added  then 
Removed,  we  can’t  remember  having  a  coin  with  so  many  dis¬ 
claimers  in  recent  history.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5415  1874-CC  Arrows  VF  20  Cleaned.  A  particularly  elusive  CC  date, 
only  59,000  were  coined  and  many  are  very  low  grades  or  have  been 
damaged  in  circulation.  Unfortunately,  this  example  has  been 
cleaned  at  one  time,  but  there  are  no  mentionable  marks  or  abra¬ 
sions.  The  toning  is  questionable  as  to  its  originality,  but  this  cer¬ 
tainly  is  a  candidate  for  a  budget  minded  collector. 

5416  1875-CC  XF  40.  Well  defined  on  both  sides  with  no  apparent  abra¬ 
sions.  Toned  a  medium  steel-gray  color. 


5417  1877  AU  50  Cleaned.  Bright  and  semi-prooflike,  but  with  some 

faint  hairlines  in  the  fields.  The  peripheries  display  a  burnt-gold  and 
steel-blue  toning  on  the  left  side  of  both  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse. 


Sharply  Struck  AU  1878-CC  Half  Dollar 


5418  1878-CC  AU  50  Cleaned.  Apparently  most  of  the  mintage  of ‘78- 

CC  halves  entered  circulation  and  stayed  there,  as  pieces  approach¬ 
ing  mint  state  are  quite  elusive.  Only  62,000  coins  were  struck,  pro¬ 
duction  being  halted  to  convert  the  mint’s  equipment  to  churn  out 
the  new  Morgan  silver  dollars.  Very  sharply  struck,  there  are  no 
obvious  surface  impairments  other  than  the  obvious  signs  of  clean¬ 
ing.  Toned  a  deep  golden-brown  over  both  sides.

Very  Rare  1878-S  Half  Dollar 


5419  1878-S  AU  50.  A  legendary  rarity  in  the  Seated  half  series.  The  mintage  was  a  mere  12,000  pieces,  all  struck  before  the  mint’s  equipment  was  pressed  into 

full  time  service  producing  Morgan  dollars.  As  a  result,  surviving  examples  of  the  half  dollars  are  very  rare.  They  are,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  so  rare  that  this  date 
has  even  been  counterfeited.  Breen  estimates  that  perhaps  25  pieces  exist  today  in  all  grades.  This  piece  was  authenticated  and  graded  by  ANACS  on 
10/21/85,  and  graded  AU  50/50.  The  surfaces  have  a  dull,  almost  matte  appearance,  with  most  of  the  coin  being  light  gray  with  a  splash  of  pale  golden  across 
the  reverse.  Both  sides  are  peppered  with  innumerable  tiny  abrasions,  hut  the  only  ones  that  are  prominent  enough  to  mention  are  a  small  cluster  around  the 
right  (facing)  breast  of  Liberty,  and  another  group  in  the  field  to  the  left  of  the  eagle’s  head.  Well  struck  in  all  areas. 
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5420  1879  XF  40  Cleaned.  The  first  year  of  popular  low-mintage  dates  in 
the  halt  dollar  series,  continuing  through  the  following  decade. 
Deep  orange-gold  colors  deepen  to  blue  at  the  borders. 

5421  1880  AU  50.  A  scarce  date  with  a  mintage  of  only  9,755  pieces. 
Questionable  peripheral  toning  is  noted  on  both  sides  of  this 
prooflike  example. 

5422  1884  VG  10  Harshly  Cleaned,  Retoned.  A  very  dark-blue  appear¬ 
ance  is  noted  on  both  sides. 

5423  1886  VF  30  Cleaned.  The  dull-gray  surfaces  have  been  cleaned  at 
one  time. 

5424  1888  XF  40.  One  of  just  12,001  pieces  minted,  a  rainbow-like 
peripheral  ring  encircles  each  side. 

5425  1891  XF  40  Cleaned.  Suspicious  toning  is  seen  over  unnaturally 
bright  surfaces. 

PROOF  SEATED  HALF  DOLLARS 

5426  1861  PR  60,  boldly  struck,  with  a  partial  wire  rim  around  both  sides, 
lightly  hairlined,  lilac  toned  at  the  peripheries;  and  an  1871  PR  60, 
somewhat  dull,  numerous  light  hairlines,  with  burnt-gold  and  steel- 
blue  colors  at  the  rims.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5427  1879  PR  40.  Despite  some  light  circulation  and  a  few  surface  marks, 
this  coin  retains  much  of  its  proof  brilliance.  Both  sides  have 
acquired  a  rich,  burnt-gold  and  steel-gray  toning  which  uniformly 
covers  the  surfaces.  Trivial  rim  bruises  appear  on  both  sides.  The 
term  “impaired”  is  often  applied  to  circulated  proof  issues,  but  in  our 
opinion,  this  coin  is  no  more  impaired  than  any  coin,  proof  or  mint 
state,  that  circulated.  This  is  especially  true  on  a  date  such  as  1879, 
where  a  coin  in  any  condition  must  be  considered  scarce  because  of 
the  low  mintages  of  both  proof  and  business  strike  versions. 

5428  1881  PR  50  Cleaned,  Retoned.  A  circulated  proof  example  still 
showing  a  partial  wire  edge  on  the  obverse.  Once  cleaned  and  artifi¬ 
cially  toned. 

5429  1883  PR  63.  Nicely  mirrored  beneath  hazy  brown  patina  that  shows 
much  underlying  variegated  coloration. 

BARBER  HALF  DOLLARS 

5430  1896-S  MS  60.  Toned  in  deep,  mottled  burnt-gold  and  red-brown 
colors.  Although  somewhat  dark,  this  piece  displays  much  original 
luster  and  is  a  pleasing  example  of  this  semi-key  date. 

5431  1906-D  AU  58.  A  lovely,  golden  toned  example  that  comes  very 
close  to  the  mint  state  level.  A  tinge  of  steel-blue  color  appears  as  a 
crescent  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse. 

5432  1910-S  MS  63.  A  delightful,  bright  silver  example  with  excellent 
surfaces  for  the  grade  and  an  original  appearance  that  is  highly 
desirable.  The  reverse  is  a  trifle  brighter  than  the  obverse,  and  quali¬ 
fies  at  the  gem  level.  The  obverse  is  equally  nice,  but  falls  short  due 
to  a  light  hairline  on  Liberty’s  neck.  In  the  final  analysis,  this  piece 
represents  great  value  and  should  be  considered  a  premium  quality 
coin. 

PROOF  BARBER  HALF  DOLLARS 

5433  1894  PR  64  Questionable  Toning.  Pinpoint  striking  details  with  no 
apparent  surface  flaws. 

5434  1904  PR  64.  Brilliant  and  untoned,  with  slight  cameo  contrast  pre¬ 
sented  by  both  sides.  Just  a  hairline  or  two  from  the  gem  level.  This 
piece  has  the  bright,  white  eye  appeal  that  seems  to  he  in  vogue 
today.  One  of  only  670  proofs  struck  in  1904- 

WALKING  LIBERTY  HALF  DOLLARS 

5435  1916  VF  30  Cleaned;  1918  XF  40  Cleaned;  and  a  1919  VF  30. 
(Total:  3  coins) 

5436  1916-S  MS  64-  Normal  (somewhat  flat)  luster  for  the  issue,  a  good 
strike,  and  attractive  golden-orange  toning  on  both  sides.  This  is  a 
very  scarce  issue  in  high  grade,  especially  with  the  eye  appeal 
expressed  by  this  example. 

5437  1917  AU  55,  untoned  satin-like  surfaces;  1934-D  MS  60,  typical 
flatness  on  Liberty’s  head;  and  a  1937  MS  64,  a  faint  scratch  on  the 
sun  from  gem  quality.  (Total:  3  coins) 


5438  1917  AU  58,  lustrous  and  barely  worn;  1920  AU  58,  bright,  irides¬ 
cent,  gold  and  rose-colored  toning;  and  a  1929-D  AU  50,  plenty  of 
original  luster  still  remains.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5439  1917-D  Obverse  AU  58.  Very  well  struck  for  the  issue,  with  good 
definition  of  Liberty’s  left  hand.  Both  sides  show  just  a  trace  of  fric¬ 
tion  and  the  original  luster  is  only  slightly  muted.  This  is  one  of  the 
nicest  non-mint  state  coins  a  collector  could  hope  to  find. 

5440  1917-D  Reverse  AU  50  Cleaned.  Well  detailed,  in  fact  of  equal 
sharpness  to  some  mint  state  examples  of  this  more  difficult  second 
year  issue.  Traces  of  charcoal  toning  remain  about  the  peripheral 
devices. 

5441  191 7-S  Obverse  VF  20  Cleaned. 

5442  1917 -S  Reverse  MS  62.  Evenly  toned  and  a  bit  softly  struck. 

5443  1921  Fine  15.  Not  Good,  not  VG,  but  a  rock-solid  Fine  example  of 
this  elusive  date.  Much  nicer  than  the  typical  example  in  everyone’s 
book  of  Walking  Liberty  half  dollars,  with  the  rims  worn  down  into 
the  lettering  and  date.  This  grade  is  also  the  jumping-off  point 
before  the  price  gets  expensive  at  the  VF  and  better  levels. 

5444  1921-S  VF  30.  A  nice,  problem-free,  circulated  example  of  this  key 
date  Walker.  This  date  makes  a  huge  jump  in  price  as  it  moves  from 
VF  to  XF,  so  this  choice  Very  Fine  example  should  fetch  a  strong 
bid  from  the  many  collectors  who  need  and  desire  this  date. 


AU  192  US  Half  Dollar 


5445  1921-S  AU  50  Cleaned.  Even,  silver-gray  color,  with  muted  luster 

due  to  an  old  cleaning.  Golden  toning  hides  in  the  protected  areas 
on  both  sides,  apparently  forming  there  in  the  years  since  the  clean¬ 
ing  took  place.  While  the  appearance  of  this  coin  is  not  completely 
natural,  it  does  deserve  considerable  respect  for  its  great  detailing 
and,  of  course,  for  its  great  rarity  in  this  grade. 


Gem  Quality  1929-D  Walker 


5446  1929-D  MS  65.  Satiny  and  virtually  untoned,  the  frosty  surfaces 
display  only  a  few  light  streaks  of  golden  color.  Nearly  abrasion-free 
and  quite  well  preserved  for  this  scarce  Denver  issue. 

5447  1929-S  MS  63.  Fully  lustrous,  with  brighter  than  usual  surfaces. 
Flecks  of  milky-white  color  are  scattered  over  the  surfaces.  The 
strike  is  good,  although  not  quite  full,  and  the  surfaces  are  very  well 
preserved,  especially  on  the  reverse.  The  right  side  of  the  obverse 
shows  a  thin  scratch  in  the  field  that  is  visible  only  when  the  coin  is 
turned  at  a  certain  angle.  All  in  all,  this  is  a  choice  example  of  a 
date  which  is  seldom  seen  in  choice  mint  state  conditions. 

5448  1934-D  MS  60,  fully  lustrous  under  a  soft  layer  of  green-gold  patina; 
and  a  1936-D  MS  64,  sharply  defined  and  quite  choice.  (Total:  2 
coins) 

5449  1934-S  MS  63.  Nice  strike  and  luster  for  the  issue.  Untoned  except 
for  a  slight  trace  of  milkiness  on  both  sides.  One  of  the  scarcest 
“middle”  dates  in  mint  state. 


">450  1935  MS  62,  taint  traces  of  golden  color;  1937  MS  65,  nice  luster 

and  light,  milky  toning;  and  a  1937-S  MS  64,  lightly  toned  and  very 
nearly  of  gem  quality.  (Total:  3  coins) 

M51  1935-D  MS  63,  well  struck  tor  this  often  poorly  defined  issue,  with 

frosty  devices  and  only  a  few  minor  field  marks;  and  a  1935 -S  MS 
63,  dusky -gray  surfaces.

5453  1940  MS  67.  Boldly  detailed  throughout,  with  intense  satiny  bril¬ 
liance  overlaid  in  a  blush  of  milky-gray  patina  on  the  right  side  of 
the  obverse.  Superb  quality. 

5454  1941 -S  MS  65.  Frosty-white  and  completely  untoned,  showing  a 
typical  weak  strike  in  the  centers. 

5455  1941-S  MS  65.  Frosty-white.  Struck  slightly  better  than  average,  but 
still  with  central  weakness. 

5456  1942-S  MS  65.  A  choice,  lustrous,  untoned  gem.  If  the  strike  was 
stronger,  this  coin  would  easily  qualify  at  the  MS  66  (and  possibly 
stronger)  grade  levels. 

5457  1943  MS  67.  Virtual  perfection  in  a  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar. 
Shimmering  white  and  completely  untoned.

5463  1796  XF  40.  B-5,  BB-65,  identifiable  by  the  die  lump  under  the  1 

in  AMERICA.  Lovely,  original,  silver-gray  colorations,  with  scat¬ 
tered  hints  of  golden  toning  in  the  recessed  areas  on  both  sides.  Free 
of  any  adjustment  marks,  but  with  a  pair  of  minor  planchet  lamina¬ 
tions  on  the  obverse,  one  just  below  the  tip  of  the  bust  and  another 
above  the  1  and  7  of  the  date.  A  choice  example  of  this  classic,  early 
American  silver  dollar  in  a  highly  collectible  state  of  preservation.

5458  1948  MS  67  Questionable  Toning.  This  gem  looks  similar  to  many 
of  the  toned  coins  which  come  out  of  the  government  issue  card¬ 
board  holders,  and  the  pattern  of  the  colors  seems  natural  enough. 
However,  there  is  such  an  unusual  variety  of  rainbow  colors,  some 
rarely  seen  on  silver  coins,  that  we  question  the  veracity  of  the  hues. 
Nevertheless,  this  coin  is  very  attractive  and  the  underlying  surfaces 
are  impeccable.

5459  1951  PR  64  Cameo.  Strong  black-and-white  contrast  is  noted  on 
both  sides  of  this  flashy  proof.  Some  very  light  hairlines  are  noted  in 
the  upper  right  obverse  field,  as  well  as  a  single  line  that  crosses  the 
Liberty  Bell  horizontally. 

5460  1952  PR  65  Cameo.  Heavily  frosted  on  both  sides,  with  strong 
cameo  contrast  between  the  devices  and  the  watery  proof  fields. 

EARLY  DOLLARS 


Lovely  1795  Flowing  Hair  Dollar 


5461  1795  Flowing  Hair  XF  40  Obverse  Planchet  Flaw.  B-5,  BB-27, 

identifiable  by  the  raised  “bar”  in  the  field  behind  Liberty’s  hair.  Die 
State  III,  with  a  short  die  crack  from  the  left  stem  end  to  the  rim. 
Original  silver-gray  colorations,  with  some  golden  highlighting  in 
the  protected  areas,  where  luster  traces  remain  hidden.  The  obverse 
shows  a  lamination  flaw  connecting  the  bust  with  the  7  of  the  date. 
This  is  a  natural  defect  caused  by  an  imperfection  in  the  silver  alloy 
and  should  not  detract  from  the  value  of  this  piece.  The  XF  40 
grade  should  be  viewed  as  a  “net”  grade,  as  the  details  suggest  a 
grade  of  AU  (the  reverse  is  especially  choice). 


5462  1795  Draped  Bust  Good  4  B-14,  BB-51,  R.3,  bust  off-center  to  the 

left.  A  well  circulated,  but  unabused  specimen,  medium-gray  in 
color  with  lighter  silver  devices. 


5464  1796  AU  50  Field  Tooled.  A  second  BB-65.  Toned  in  rich  shades 

of  deep,  silver-gray.  Both  sides  show  little  wear  and  some  traces  of 
original  luster.  Small  marks  are  scattered  about  both  sides,  with  sev¬ 
eral  congregating  just  in  front  of  Liberty’s  face.  These  do  not  seem 
to  serve  any  purpose,  but  appear  to  be  the  random  doodlings  of  a 
bored  citizen  of  the  post- 1796  period  (someone  who  obviously  was 
not  a  numismatist).  The  marks  are  old  and  are  well-hidden  by  the 
toning. 


5465  1799  VG  8  Field  Repaired.  B-10,  BB-163,  Die  State  IV.  The 
smoothed  areas,  where  scratches  or  initials  were  once  removed,  are 
on  either  side  of  the  portrait.  Glossy  golden-steel  surfaces  with  deep¬ 
er  gray-violet  color  about  the  devices. 

5466  1799  VG  8  Cleaned.  B-16,  BB-158,  Star  7  is  the  furthest  away  from 
the  L  of  LIBERTY  than  on  any  other  1799  variety.  Nicely  detailed 
for  the  grade,  but  with  a  “washed-out"  appearance  due  to  an  old 
cleaning.  Some  dark  toning  still  remains  in  the  protected  areas  on 
both  sides. 

5467  1799  VF  30.  Stars  8x5,  B-23,  BB-159.  A  major  die  blunder,  with 
only  five,  instead  of  the  normal  six,  stars  on  the  right  side  of  the 
obverse.  This  is  a  fresh,  original  example,  with  no  adjustment 
marks,  no  obvious  flaws  or  defects,  and  pleasing,  original  color.  A 
lot  of  what  appears  to  be  wear  could  more  appropriately  be  classified 
as  striking  weakness,  since  traces  of  the  original  luster  still  appear 
over  much  of  the  surfaces  (something  not  normally  associated  with 
a  VF  coin).  Toned  in  a  rich,  silver-gray  color  with  hints  of  olive  and 
gold  scattered  throughout. 

5468  1799  VF  35.  B-9,  BB-166,  named  the  “Apostrophe”  variety  for  the 
small  die  flaw  that  appears  after  the  final  S  in  STATES.  This  is  a 
very  early  die  state,  apparently  an  intermediate  between  States  1 
and  2.  The  die  flaw  beneath  the  1  in  the  date  that  later  becomes  a 
die  crack  is  here  just  a  tiny  die  chip.  The  “apostrophe”  on  the 
reverse  is  also  just  a  tiny  dot,  or  chip,  in  the  die.  In  addition,  close 
examination  of  the  surfaces  reveals  numerous  tiny  die  chips,  perhaps 
rust  pits  in  the  dies  or  metallurgical  flaws  that  later  expanded  as  the 
die  was  used.  In  any  event,  this  is  a  rare  die  state  and  seldom 
encountered.  Both  sides  are  toned  in  a  moderately  deep  lilac  color 
and  a  small  mark  is  noted  in  the  right  obverse  field.  This  is  an 
important  coin  for  the  die  variety  specialist. 
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5469  1799  XF  40.  A  second  BR-159,  the  only  variety  with  the  8x5  star 
arrangement.  Toned  in  silver-gray  and  lilac,  with  some  burnt-gold 
highlights  in  the  protected  areas.  This  is  another  nice  example  of 
the  variety,  with  clean  surfaces  and  good  eye  appeal.  The  only 
defect  worth  mentioning  is  a  trivial  rim  bruise  at  2  o’clock  on  the 
obverse. 

5470  1799/8  VG  8  Polished.  B-2,  BB-143.  Polished  long  ago,  now  reton- 
ing  in  a  natural  dark-brown  color  near  the  edges. 

5471  1800  XF  40.  B-lOa,  BB-190.  Die  State  IV,  showing  the  additional 
crack  from  the  right  ribbon  end  through  ER  of  AMERICA,  called 
“the  commonest  of  all”  by  Bowers-Borckardt.  This  is  a  lustrous,  sil¬ 
ver-gray  example,  with  some  areas  of  light  porosity  on  the  upper  left 
obverse  and  one  or  two  scattered,  small  lamination  flaws  on  the 
reverse.  Traces  of  golden  color  appear  on  the  obverse  and  most  of 
the  opposite  side. 

5472  1800  XF  45.  B-19,  BB-192,  the  AMER1CAI  reverse,  showing  the 
die  flaw  to  the  right  of  the  final  A  in  AMERICA.  Lustrous,  with 
only  light  toning  on  the  highpoints  and  with  some  darker  color 
close  to  all  of  the  lettering  and  devices.  Free  of  adjustment  marks, 
circulation  flaws,  and  the  all-important  rim  dings.  Nicely  centered 
and  visually  appealing.  All  things  considered,  this  is  a  premium 
quality  example  of  both  the  date  and  the  variety. 


Choice  1800  “Dotted  Date”  Dollar 


5473  1800  AU  50.  B-14,  BB-194,  the  “Dotted  Date”  variety,  so-named 
because  of  some  die  chips  which  appear  near  the  first  0  of  the  date. 
A  transitional  die  state  between  States  II  and  III,  missing  only  the 
clash  marks  by  OF  on  the  reverse.  Both  sides  have  some  definite 
prooflike  tendencies  and  the  surfaces  are  nice  and  smooth,  with 
ample  luster  and  a  pleasing,  silver-gray  color.  The  highest  points 
show  just  a  touch  of  wear  and  a  hint  of  lilac  color.  The  only  defects 
worth  mentioning  are  some  rim  dings  below  the  first  star,  above  LI, 
and  above  RT  of  LIBERTY.  According  to  the  census  listed  by 
Bowers-Borckardt,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  known  (they  estimate  a 
maximum  of  only  12  examples  in  AU  50  or  better). 

5474  1801  XF  40,  Light  Scratches.  B-4,  BB-214-  Die  State  II,  showing  the 
vertical  die  crack  beginning  to  form  between  the  arrows  and  the 
eagle’s  leg  on  the  reverse.  The  “scratches”  consist  of  two  Xs 
inscribed  in  the  upper  left  and  central  right  obverse  fields.  Lilac 
toned  on  both  sides,  with  lighter,  pale  green  highpoints. 

5475  1801  XF  45.  B-3,  BB-213.  Die  State  11,  visibly  showing  the  date 
clashed  on  the  reverse  by  the  final  S  of  STATES.  Struck  slightly 
off-center  toward  the  top  of  the  obverse.  A  lovely,  silver-gray  exam¬ 
ple  with  lilac  highpoints,  fully  original,  and  very  lustrous. 


5476  1802  XF  45,  Rim  Nick.  B-6,  BB-241,  right  foot  of  T  in  LIBERTY 
missing.  Toned  in  original  olive  and  golden  colors.  The  rim  at  the 
12th  star  shows  an  area  that  has  been  repaired,  presumably  to  cover 
a  rim  nick  or  metal  flaw.  Unfortunately,  the  repair  work  is  fairly 
obvious  and  may  not  have  been  an  improvement  at  all. 
Nevertheless,  the  coin  is  still  a  very  high  grade  piece,  has  good  eye 
appeal,  and  will  be  affordable  to  a  greater  base  of  collectors. 

5477  1803  VF  35.  B-6,  BB-255,  thick  top  to  the  3  in  the  date  (the  only 
variety  of  1803  with  this  feature).  Die  State  II,  with  a  barely  visible, 
hairline  crack  connecting  stars  10  through  12.  According  to 
Bowers-Borckardt,  this  die  state  represents  about  20-30%  of  all 
known  specimens  of  the  variety.  Toned  in  even,  silver-gray  and 
olive  colorations  with  some  streaky  toning  on  the  reverse.  Struck 
slightly  off-center. 

GOBRECHT  DOLLARS 


Affordable  Gobrecht  Dollar 


5478  1836  Gobrecht  Dollar  VG  10  Repaired,  Cleaned.  Name  on  Base. 

Die  Alignment  I.  411-52  grains.  An  affordable  example  of  this  desir¬ 
able  issue  that  displays  evidence  of  obverse  field  repairs  and  some 
retooling  on  Liberty’s  shoulder.  The  coin  has  been  cleaned  and  now 
is  bright  with  silver-gray  surfaces  on  both  sides. 


1839  Gobrecht  Dollar 


5479  1839  Gobrecht  Fine  12  Repaired.  Silver,  Reeded  Edge,  Judd-104, 

R.3.  Moderate,  even  wear,  and  pleasing,  smooth,  untoned  surfaces. 
Expertly  repaired  at  the  scroll  across  the  shield  so  that  some  of  the 
word  LIBERTY  and  the  lines  of  the  shield  have  been  reengraved. 
The  reverse  shows  a  couple  of  marks,  with  one  above  the  eagle 
lightly  smoothed  out.  This  variety  shows  an  eagle  flying  in  a  plain 
field.  When  the  coin  is  rotated  along  the  vertical  axis,  the  eagle  is 
flying  level  (Alignment  IV).  Whether  this  fact  makes  this  an  origi¬ 
nal  or  a  restrike  is  the  subject  of  considerable  debate.  Robert  Julian 
believes  all  Alignment  IV  coins  are  restrikes,  whereas  Bowers- 
Borckardt  and  others  believe  some  of  them  (the  ones  with 
uncracked  reverse  dies)  to  be  originals.  This  is  because  virtually  all 
of  the  circulated  1839  Gobrechts  (as  many  as  30  or  40)  show  Die 
Alignment  IV  and  no  reverse  cracks,  while  the  mere  handful  of 
pieces  known  with  Die  Alignment  IV  and  with  reverse  cracks  are 
proofs.  We  know  that  300  of  the  1839  Gobrecht  dollars  were  struck 
for  circulation,  and  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  restrikes  of  the  late 
1850s  and  early  1860s  (with  the  later  reverse  die  state)  would  have 
been  spent.  Thus,  many  of  the  conclusions  relating  to  1839 
Gobrecht  dollars  are  being  reevaluated.  Until  a  consensus  is  reached 
among  experts,  we’ll  leave  it  to  our  bidders  to  determine  the  status 
of  the  coin  offered  here. 


PROOF  TRADE  DOLLAR 


SEATED  DOLLARS 

5480  1 S4  ’  XF  40  Cleaned.  Very  lightly  hairlined  on  both  sides,  but  only 
minimally  so,  at  least  not  enough  to  significantly  alter  the  underly¬ 
ing  prooflike  brilliance.  A  light,  natural,  silver-gray  tone  has  begun 
to  form,  along  with  some  scattered  splashes  of  golden-brown  color. 
Not  perfect,  hut  not  unattractive  either. 

5481  1871  XF  40.  Original  lilac  colorations,  with  some  golden  highlight¬ 
ing  around  the  lettering  and  devices  on  the  reverse.  Perfect  for  the 
date  and  grade. 

5482  1871  XF  40  Cleaned  and  Retoned.  Still  a  lustrous  and  relatively 
pleasing  Seated  dollar,  showing  only  a  couple  very  minor  rim  bruises 
on  the  reverse.

5483  1871  MS  63.  A  lustrous,  minimally  abraded  specimen  that  also 

adds  sharp  definition  into  the  formula.  The  satiny  reverse  appears  to 
be  of  gem  quality. 

PROOF  SEATED  DOLLARS 


Deeply  Toned  1864  Proof  $1 


5484  1864  PR  63  Questionable  Toning.  Seldom  seen  as  a  business 
strike,  this  proof  striking  is  somewhat  subdued  from  the  deep  gray 
toning  streaked  across  both  sides.  The  reflective  underlying  surfaces 
appear  choice  enough  to  wonder  why  they  were  retoned  to  begin 
with.  A  scant  470  proofs  were  issued. 

5485  1871  PR  50.  Obviously  circulated,  as  evidenced  by  numerous  light 
marks  on  both  sides  and  a  rim  ding  at  the  top  of  the  reverse.  A 
streak  of  granular  color  appears  on  the  lower  left  reverse  where  a  sul¬ 
fur  source  (such  as  a  strip  of  paper)  apparently  came  into  contact 
with  this  coin  for  an  extended  period  of  time.  Despite  its  stint  in  cir¬ 
culation,  this  piece  retains  most  of  its  proof  brilliance  and  remains 
an  attractive  (and  now  affordable)  example  of  this  large,  proof,  sil¬ 
ver  coin. 

TRADE  DOLLARS 

5486  1876-S  AU  58.  Technically  mint  state,  and  certainly  with  the 
appearance  of  an  uncirculated  coin.  Both  sides  are  lustrous  and 
untoned.  The  obverse  shows  a  small,  well-hidden  mark  on  Liberty’s 
face,  and  the  reverse  shows  some  microscopic  hairlines  which  are 
even  more  difficult  to  pick  out.  A  great  collector  coin. 

5487  1877-S  MS  60.  Softly  lustrous  and  essentially  untoned.  A  couple  of 
small  rim  marks  are  noted  on  the  obverse.  Nice  striking  details. 

54^ 1878-S  AU  50.  Numerous  faint  hairlines  appear  on  both  sides  of 
this  Trade  dollar,  all  of  them  covered  by  a  thin  layer  of  light  toning. 
Some  "Iry”  areas  appear  on  restricted  areas  of  the  rims  where  the 
toning  may  have  been  deeper  at  one  time. 


5489  1876  PR  62.  Evenly  toned  in  iridescent,  sky-blue  colors.  Both  sides 
are  well  struck,  well-preserved,  and  just  a  hairline  or  two  from  the 
choice  category.  Because  of  the  lower  mintage  of  business  strikes 
from  this  year,  proofs  are  under  additional,  upward  price  pressure. 

COMMEMORATIVE  GOLD 

5490  1903  Louisiana  Purchase/Jefferson  MS  62.  Bright  and  prooflike, 
with  the  beginnings  of  cameo  contrast  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse 
is  more  satiny  in  appearance  and  has  a  few  light  hairlines.  All  in  all, 
this  is  a  choice  representative  of  the  date  and  the  grade. 

5491  1903  Louisiana  Purchase/McKinley  XF  40  Mount  Removed,  Cleaned. 
Looped  at  one  time  at  the  top  of  the  reverse  for  use  as  jewelry.  The 
loop  has  since  been  removed,  leaving  a  ragged,  unfinished  edge. 

5492  1903  Louisiana  Purchase/McKinley  AU  58.  Uncleaned  surfaces 
with  a  slightly  pinched  rim  at  12  o’clock.  Affordable  quality  for  this 
first  year  commemorative  gold  dollar. 

5493  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  XF  40.  Still  lustrous,  despite  wear,  with 
prooflike  brilliance  noted  in  the  protected  areas  around  the  lettering 
and  devices. 

5494  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  MS  63.  Satiny,  with  bold  cartwheel  luster 
emanating  from  both  sides.  Very  lightly  toned  in  an  attractive, 
green-gold  color. 

5495  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  XF  40.  Evenly  circulated,  with  no  obvious 
marks,  just  plain,  honest  wear. 

5496  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  MS  62  Reverse  Cleaned.  Golden-orange  ton¬ 
ing  rests  atop  the  satiny  surfaces  of  this  example.  The  right  side  of 
the  reverse  now  appears  prooflike  where  the  surface  has  been  dis¬ 
turbed,  and  a  slidemark  or  two  are  also  noted. 

5497  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  Gold  Dollar  AU  58  Bent.  For  all  intents  and 
purposes,  the  bend  on  this  coin  is  almost  imperceptible,  but  we  must 
mention  it  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  Otherwise,  this  coin  is  just  fine. 

5498  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  Gold  Dollar  MS  62.  Lustrous,  with  but  a  few 
lightmarks.

5499  1917  McKinley  MS  63.  Lightly  abraded  with  some  reddish  color  in 
the  fields.

5500  1926  Sesquicentennial  AU  55.  Coppery  toned  over  microscopically 
worn  surfaces.  The  soft  strike  in  the  center  of  the  obverse  should 
not  be  confused  with  wear,  as  Sesquis  often  come  a  trifle  deficient  in 
this  area.

5501  1849  MS  63  Open  Wreath,  Large  Head,  Lightly  Cleaned.  A 
superbly  struck  example  with  an  almost  medallic  appearance.  Both 
sides  display  a  bright,  yellow  and  green-gold  color  and  the  center  of 
the  reverse  shows  a  ghost  of  the  head  of  Liberty.  Overall,  a  very 
pleasing  example  of  this  popular  first  year  of  issue  coin. 

5502  1849-0  VF  30,  popular  first  year  0-mint;  and  an  1856  XF  40 
Obverse  Dig,  a  relatively  small  distraction  in  the  field  to  the  left  of 
the  portrait.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5503  1851  XF  45. 

5504  1851-C  AU  50  Repaired  and  Polished.  A  moderately  circulated 
example  of  this  somewhat  “common”  Charlotte  mint  gold  dollar. 
The  fields  have  been  smoothed  to  remove  marks  and  polished. 

5505  1852-C  AU  50  Obverse  Digs.  A  rare  Charlotte  mint  date  with  a  total 
production  of  only  9,434  pieces.  The  obverse  has  a  reflective  quality 
as  well  as,  unfortunately,  some  noticeable  digs  and  heavy  abrasions. 
The  reverse  is  poorly  defined,  as  usual,  in  the  center  due  to  foreign 
matter  adhering  to  the  die.  An  affordable  example  of  this  rare  date. 


5506  1852-C  MS  60  Cleaned.  A  worthwhile  and  collectible  example  of 

this  elusive  date.  Although  there  are  numerous  visible  hairlines,  the 
coin  is  very  well  struck  with  almost  full  definition  on  the  reverse. 
The  bright,  green-gold  appearance  has  a  lot  of  eye  appeal.  Some 
porosity  is  noted  in  the  center  of  the  reverse,  probably  from  having 
been  struck  with  a  rusty  die.  An  important,  rare,  mint  state  date. 


5507  1852-0  XF  40,  unusual  red  toning  on  the  reverse  rims;  1858  quarter 
eagle  XF  40;  1914-D  quarter  eagle  AU  50  Cleaned;  and  a  1907 
eagle  No  Motto  MS  60  Cleaned.  (Total:  4  coins) 

5508  1853  AU  50.  Pleasing  original  luster  and  color. 

5509  1853-0  XF  40.  Delicate  green-gold  colorations.  Although  this  issue 
is  much  scarcer  than  the  normal  type  dates,  it  brings  only  a  slight 
premium,  thereby  representing  an  excellent  value. 

5510  1853-0  MS  62.  A  nicely  struck  example,  showing  even  the  finest 
strands  of  Liberty’s  hair  and  virtually  all  of  the  radial  lines  in  the 
stars.  The  color  is  an  original,  yellow-gold  and  the  surfaces  are  well- 
preserved  and  mark-free.  Scarce  and  underrated  at  today’s  levels. 

5511  1854  Type  Two  XF  45.  Original  and  very  well  struck,  with  light  die 
clashing  seen  on  the  reverse. 

5512  1857  XF  45.  Traces  of  coppery  toning  rest  atop  the  original  surfaces 
of  this  coin. 

5513  1862  MS  63  Cleaned.  In  numismatics,  everything  seems  to  revolve 
around  degrees  of  one  thing  or  another.  For  instance,  the  difference 
of  a  single  point  in  a  mint  state  grade  can  often  translate  into  hun¬ 
dreds,  thousands,  and  at  times  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
However,  the  term  “cleaning”  is  so  nebulous  and  ill-defined  that  it 
tends  to  condemn  any  coin  that  receives  that  appellation  as  com¬ 
pletely  undesirable.  In  the  case  of  the  coin  offered  here,  we  doubt  if 
many  collectors  could  detect  any  “cleaning,”  nor  would  they  be  like¬ 
ly  to  mention  it.  Rather,  this  coin  is  very  attractive,  extremely 
appealing  to  the  eye,  and  should  be  considered  an  above-average 
example  of  the  date.  Certainly,  type  collectors  will  love  the  bright, 
yellow-gold  color  and  strong  strike  offered  by  this  example.

5516  1837  XF  45.  Original  luster  and  green-gold  color.  This  date  is  a 
sleeper  in  the  series.  The  mintage  for  this  date  is  a  fraction  of  that 
for  the  1836,  yet  if  is  valued  in  current  price  guides  at  virtually  the 
same  price. 


1839-C  Quarter  Eagle 


5517  1839-C  AU  50  Cleaned.  Recut  39.  The  recut  date  is  very  obvious 

and  was  created  by  a  markedly  low  3  and  a  slightly  low  9.  It  is  a  bit 
more  available  in  all  grades  than  the  overdate,  and  in  AU  is  defi¬ 
nitely  a  scarce  and  desirable  item.  Unfortunately,  the  coin  has  been 
cleaned  and  the  highpoints  are  softly  defined.  However,  this  piece 
does  not  have  the  planchet  problems  that  are  usually  seen. 


1839-0  Quarter  Eagle 


5518  1839-0  XF  40.  Evenly  worn,  with  a  bright  green-gold  finish.  This 

first  year  O-mint  quarter  eagle  enjoys  tremendous  popularity  and 
displays  the  briefly  utilized  obverse  mintmark.

5519  1843-0  VF  20.  Small  Date,  Crosslet  4-  One  of  the  most  commonly 
encountered  New  Orleans  quarter  eagles,  the  ‘43-0  is  often  used  as 
a  type  coin.  This  is  a  well  worn  piece  that  shows  a  couple  of  scrapes 
in  the  lower  left  obverse  field. 

5520  1844  VG  10.  A  very  scarce  P-mint  quarter  eagle  with  a  mintage  of 
only  6,784  pieces.  A  well-worn,  undamaged  example. 

5521  1850  MS  62.  Lightly  toned  in  orange-gold  over  frosty,  original  sur¬ 
faces.  Both  sides  are  well  struck  at  the  peripheries,  showing  partial, 
raised  wire  rims  on  both  sides.  The  highpoints  on  the  reverse  are  a 
trifle  weak,  which  seems  to  be  characteristic  of  the  date.  Scarce  in 
all  mint  state  grades. 

5522  1850-0  XF  40.  Struck  on  a  rich,  green-gold  alloy.  Softly  struck  and 
lightly  worn  on  the  highpoints,  hut  this  must  have  been  a  remark¬ 
able  coin  at  the  time  of  striking  because  prooflike  luster  still  sur¬ 
rounds  the  lettering  and  devices. 

5523  1851-0  Fine  12;  and  an  1889  AU  50.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5524  1852  AU  58.  An  uncleaned,  broad-rimmed  specimen  with  nearly 
complete  luster. 

5525  1852  MS  63.  A  frosty,  yellow-gold  example  of  this  early  Liberty 
Head  quarter  eagle.  Nicely  struck  and  fully  original  in  all  respects. 
Isn’t  it  surprising  how  relatively  inexpensive  these  early  dates  are, 
especially  when  you  look  at  the  big  differences  in  price  between  the 
No  Motto  and  With  Motto  half  eagles  and  eagles? 

5526  1854  AU  55.  Lustrous,  with  tinges  of  coppery  toning  and  hints  of 
green-gold  color.

One  of  the  Rarest  Of  All  United  States  Coins 
The  Atwater^Pierce  Specimen 


552  <  1854-S  XF  40  Cleaned,  Planchet  Flaws.  The  1854-S  quarter  eagle  is  one  of  the  landmark  rarities  in  U.S.  numismatics.  Among  gold  coins  struck  for  circula¬ 

tion  and  so  used,  only  three  issues  have  a  lower  mintage:  the  1875  eagle,  the  1875  half  eagle,  and  the  1841-0  half  eagle  (which  is  unknown  in  any  collection). 
Of  the  246  pieces  originally  minted,  it  is  reliably  estimated  that  no  more  than  12  to  15  exist  today,  all  of  which  are  low  grade. 

The  54-S  was  unknown  until  the  early  years  of  this  century  when  the  discovery  coin  (a  Good-VG  example)  was  purchased  by  H.O.  Granherg  out  of  a  Max 
Mehl  sale.  The  piece  offered  here  is  actually  one  of  the  finest  known  of  this  extremely  rare  issue.  Listed  as  the  #1  piece  on  Breen’s  condition  census,  the  list  of 
previous  owners  reads  like  a  Who  s  Who  of  20th  century  collectors.  The  coin  was  cleaned  at  one  time  and  shows  the  resulting  hairlines  on  each  side.  A  couple  of 
planchet  depressions  are  seen  in  the  upper  left  obverse  field,  and  there  is  a  distinctive  abrasion  above  the  13th  star  that  identifies  this  as  the  * 2  coin.  The  striking 
details  are  a  bit  soft  on  each  side  with  less  definition  on  the  reverse,  as  always.  There  is  also  an  unusual  mintmade  defect  that  we  have  never  seen  before  on  any 
other  coin.  On  the  left  side  of  the  obverse  and  the  lower  reverse  there  are  numerous  cracks  in  the  planchet.  These  are  quite  extensive  on  the  obverse  and  under 
magnification  give  a  dry  creek  bed  appearance  to  the  coin.  Since  we  have  never  encountered  this  before  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  standard  references  to 
explain  it,  we  are  left  to  speculate  about  its  origin.  We  assume  because  it  is  a  unique  occurrence,  these  cracks  may  have  something  to  do  with  the  conditions 
under  which  these  coins  were  produced.  At  the  time  the  San  Francisco  mint  opened  in  1854,  there  was  a  shortage  of  parting  acids  on  the  West  Coast.  This 
irtage  had  existed  since  the  earliest  days  of  territorial  coinage  beginning  in  1849.  As  a  result,  many  of  the  territorial  issues  were  struck  from  unalloyed  native 
ore.  The  mint  in  San  F  rancisco  experienced  the  same  diff  iculties  during  the  first  several  years  of  production  in  that  facility  which  resulted  in  the  cessation  of  gold 
linage  < m  several  < iccasions.  Our  theory  is  that  the  network  of  cracks  seen  on  this  piece  may  have  something  to  do  with  impurities  in  the  ore  from  which  this 
coin  was  struck.  Without  a  sufficient  supply  of  parting  acids  it  may  have  not  been  possible  to  separate  the  gold  from  the  impurities  in  the  native  alloy.  We  would 
welo  >me  any  comments  from  anyone  who  may  have  seen  this  effect  on  other  coins,  or  anyone  who  may  have  a  better  alternative  theory. 

Curiously,  for  a  coin  of  such  rarity,  the  price  history  of  54-S  quarter  eagles  has  been  something  less  than  impressive.  This  is  apparently  because  the  known 
survivors  are  all  relatively  low  grade  pieces.  It  may  also  have  to  do  with  the  fact  that  the  coin  is  “too  rare.”  Meaning,  if  a  few  more  pieces  were  available  then  it 
would  he  possible  to  more  widely  publicize  the  issue,  and  with  increased  publicity  would  come  higher  prices.  This  “absolute  rarity”  is  one  of  the  two  driving 
f‘ Tees  behind  the  dated  gold  market,  and  the  exceptional  rarity  of  the  54-S  has  created  an  underpublicized  situation  for  this  date.  The  ‘54-S  is  also  not  nearly 
i  sensitive  to  grading  distinctions  as  other  19th  century  gold  issues.  This  “condition  rarity"  is  the  second  force  that  drives  much  of  the  rart  gold  market,  and 
ihi  hobbled  in  that  regard.  With  the  combination  of  both  absolute  and  condition  rarity  in  its  corner,  the  challenge  is  just  to  find  a  com,  any  coin.

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5528  1861  XF  40.  A  high-end,  sharply  defined  example. 

5529  1868  MS  60  Cleaned.  A  very  scarce  date,  with  a  low  mintage  of 
only  3,600  business  strikes.  This  was  obviously  a  nice,  prooflike 
example  before  receiving  some  light  hairlines.  A  small  hand  of  light 
surface  porosity  above  Liberty’s  head  may  have  been  the  reason  for 
the  misguided  attempt  at  “improvement.” 

5530  1870-S  Fine  15.  A  borderline  VF  that  is  typically  weak  in  the  center 
of  the  reverse.  Smooth,  blemish-free  surfaces. 

5531  1871-S  XF  45.  A  more  difficult  S-mint  quarter  eagle,  hut  not  quite 
as  scarce  as  the  several  preceding  issues.  This  piece  shows  much 
underlying  luster  and  tinges  of  rich  reddish  color  in  the  more  pro¬ 
tected  areas. 

5532  1878  XF  40.  Nicely  struck,  with  orange-gold  toning  over  yellow- 
green  surfaces. 


Choice  Uncirculated  1902  Quarter  Eagle 


5533  1902  MS  63.  Fully  detailed  throughout  with  clean,  satiny  surfaces. 

5534  1903  MS  62  Rims  Filed.  Apparently,  the  rims  were  lightly  filed  on 
both  sides  to  remove  some  light  dings.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are 
unaffected  and  remain  original  and  attractive.

5540  1926  MS  62. 

5541  1926  MS  62.  Satiny  and  original,  with  numerous  small  copper  ton¬ 
ing  spots  on  both  sides. 

5542  1928  MS  62.  Nearly  choice,  hut  with  a  couple  of  light  marks  on  the 
reverse. 

5543  1929  MS  62.  A  shimmering  example  of  this  final  year  Indian  quar¬ 
ter  eagle.

5544  1854  VF  30.  A  lustrous  first  year  issue  with  pale  violet  toning  form¬ 
ing  about  the  obverse  lettering. 

5545  1854-0  XF  40  Reverse  Scratches.  A  scarcer,  lower  mintage  date  and 
the  only  three-dollar  gold  piece  struck  at  New  Orleans.  This  exam¬ 
ple  has  a  light  green-gold  color  and  the  reverse  displays  two  shallow 
scrapes  by  the  5  of  the  date. 

5546  1866  XF  40.  A  scarcer,  low-mintage  date  although  among  the  more 
common  issues  of  the  three-dollar  series  from  this  decade,  from  a 
mintage  of  just  4,030  business  strikes.  Sharply  and  evenly  struck 
with  much  underlying  luster. 

5547  1878  AU  58.  Perfectly  balanced  and  unimpaired  by  its  extremely 
short  stay  in  circulation.  A  nice,  affordable  example  of  this  respect¬ 
ed  type. 


5548  1878  MS  62  Reverse  Cleaned.  As  with  all  examples  of  this  com¬ 

mon  date  three,  the  luster  is  thick  and  heavily  frosted,  swirling 
around  the  obverse  of  the  coin  as  it  is  tilted  beneath  a  light.  The 
reverse  has  been  lightly  cleaned,  hut  overall  a  nice  type  coin  for  the 
grade.

5549  1800  VF  20  Field  Repair,  Rim  Filed.  B.  1-B.  The  obverse  fields 

have  been  lightly  buffed  to  remove  some  porosity  and  the  rim  has 
been  filed  at  12  o’clock.  Some  deep,  coppery-red  patina  has  gath¬ 
ered  in  the  outer  devices.

5550  1842-C  Large  Date  AU  50  Cleaned,  Rims  Filed.  Bold  details  and 
very  little  actual  wear,  but  cleaned  long  ago,  resulting  in  numerous 
faint  hairlines  on  the  green-gold  surfaces.  The  obverse  rims  have 
been  filed  (“smoothed”  is  probably  a  better  word),  presumably  to 
remove  an  edge  defect.  The  reverse  rims  are  intact  and  unimpaired. 
While  this  piece  has  no  hope  of  ever  being  “slabbed,”  it  remains  a 
pleasing  example  of  the  issue  and  will  make  a  nice  addition  to  any 
high  grade  set. 

5551  1846  XF  40.  A  pleasing,  problem-free  example  for  the  date  and 
grade. 

5552  1855-S  Fine  15.  An  outright  and  condition  rarity,  much  underrated 
in  comparison  to  the  lower  mintage  and  more  numismatically 
romantic  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  fives  from  the  same  year.  Well 
worn  and  displaying  a  bit  of  graininess  in  the  fields,  with  slight  red¬ 
dish  color  about  the  lettering. 

5553  1857-C  AU  50  Cleaned.  A  reasonably  well  detailed  example  of  this 
scarce,  Southern  mint  issue.  The  surfaces  show  numerous  small 
abrasions  and  traces  of  an  old  cleaning.  Nevertheless,  this  coin 
remains  an  above  average  example  of  the  date  and  still  possesses 
enough  eye  appeal  to  fetch  a  strong  bid. 


5554  1 870-S  VG  8.  One  of  the  most  conditionally  scarce  of  all  Liberty 
halt  eagles,  this  pleasing,  hut  well  worn  specimen  certainly  lives  up 
to  that  reputation.  Both  sides  are  evenly  worn  and  free  of  noticeable 
problems,  being  tinted  a  light  reddish  color  about  the  stars  and  let¬ 
tering. 

5555  1873  Closed  3  XF  40;  1879-S  XF  45  Cleaned;  and  an  1896-S  XF  40, 
a  slightly  better  date.  (Total;  3  coins) 

5556  1878-S  AU  58.  Satiny,  with  pink-gold  central  colorations  surround¬ 
ed  by  a  delicate  hint  of  green-gold  hues.  Definitely  a  better  date  in 
this  lofty  grade. 

5557  1881  MS  60.  Satiny  with  a  soft  pinkish-gold  tint. 

5558  1881-S  MS  62.  Bright  and  colorful,  with  highly  reflective  surfaces 
on  both  sides.  Were  it  not  for  some  trivial  surface  abrasions,  we 
would  not  hesitate  to  call  this  choice  or  better. 

5559  1882-CC  Fine  15.  A  rather  well  worn,  copper-toned  example  of  this 
scarce  issue.  Two  dark  toning  specks  appear  at  the  first  8  of  the  date. 

5560  1886-S  AU  58.  Satiny  with  attractive  green-gold  peripheral  accents. 

5561  1887-S  VF  20  Cleaned;  and  an  1882  eagle  VF  30,  possibly  cleaned 
long  ago  on  the  obverse.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5562  1891  AU  50.  Lustrous  with  a  bit  of  chatter  and  a  few  minor  marks 
in  the  obverse  field.  A  scarcer  late  date  Coronet  five  and  difficult  to 
locate  in  AU  or  better. 

5563  1893  AU  58.  Scattered  marks,  a  few  on  the  reverse  rim. 

5564  1896-S  VF  20.  Bright,  evenly  worn  surfaces.  Better  date. 

5565  1896-S  XF  40.  Traces  of  golden  luster  are  buried  next  to  the  raised 
portions  on  either  side. 

5566  1900  MS  62.  A  satiny,  yellow-gold  example. 

5567  1902  AU  50;  1902-S  AU  50;  and  a  1913  AU  50,  all  problem-free 
examples.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5568  1904-S  XF  40.  A  pleasing  example  of  this  low  mintage  date,  with 
lots  of  original  luster  and  coppery  toning  in  the  protected  areas. 

5569  1905  AU  58.  Lustrous. 

5570  1907-D  AU  55. 

5571  1907-D  MS  60.  A  clean,  sharply  struck  example,  one  of  just  two 
years  of  Denver  production  of  the  Liberty  type. 

5572  1908  MS  62.  Fully  detailed  and  satiny,  with  a  particularly  clean 
appearance  for  the  grade. 

5573  1908  MS  63.  Perhaps  nicer,  but  with  a  mark  in  the  upper  left 
obverse  field  and  some  trivial  rim  dings  on  the  left  side  of  the 
obverse.  This  was  the  last  year  for  this  long-lived  type.

Both  sides  are  well 
struck  but  the  mintmark  is  characteristically  weak.  This  is  a  great 
coin  for  someone  desiring  a  mint  state  example  of  the  date  at  a  price 
that  seems  reasonable  compared  to  the  price  of  a  gem.

The  ‘48-0  has  the  dubious  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  most 
poorly  produced  O-mint  eagles  from  the  1840s.  This  coin  certainly 
confirms  that  statement.  The  striking  details  on  this  piece  are 
downright  weak  with  all  highpoints  softly  defined.  The  surfaces  oth¬ 
erwise  are  quite  clean  for  a  coin  of  this  grade,  and  the  hairlines  from 
cleaning  are  not  that  severe. 

5588  1851-0  XF  40.  Original  and  uncleaned,  only  lightly  worn,  and 
struck  in  a  delightful,  green-gold  alloy.  A  trivial  rim  bruise  is  noted 
on  the  reverse  by  the  R  in  AMERICA. 

5589  1851-0  XF  40.  Generous  luster  remains  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  A 
more  plentiful  O-mint  among  No  Motto  tens,  but  still  a  scarcity  in 
AU  and  better  condition. 


Rare  1853/2  Eagle 


5590  1853/2  XF  45.  A  very  rare  overdate  of  which  Breen  estimates  only 
8-10  pieces  exist.  We  believe  that  perhaps  the  number  of  survivors 
is  more  on  the  order  of  25-30  coins,  but  none  are  known  in  mint 
state.  This  is  an  original  piece  that  has  a  few  minor  obverse  contact 
marks,  but  the  downstroke  of  the  2  shows  plainly  within  the  lower 
loop  of  the  3  of  the  date. 

5591  1868  XF  40  Harshly  Cleaned.  Very  lightly  hairlined  on  both  sides 
with  a  resulting  pale  color,  but  without  a  polished  effect.  Numerous 
tiny  bagmarks  appear  on  the  surfaces,  but  they  are  so  small  as  to  be 
unobtrusive.  In  the  final  analysis,  this  remains  a  pleasing  example 
which  will  satisfy  all  but  the  pickiest  purist. 


5592  1892-CC  VF  30.  Rather  well  detailed  for  the  grade,  with  plenty  of 
original  luster  still  remaining  in  the  protected  areas.  Purple  toning 
surrounds  the  lettering  and  devices,  creating  a  deceptive  “dirty" 
appearance  which  does  not  reflect  the  original  nature  of  this  piece. 
The  only  noticeable  marks  are  some  light  ticks  on  Liberty’s  face. 
This  scarce  date  has  a  low  mintage  of  around  40,000  pieces. 

5593  1896-S  XF  40.  A  well  struck  example  of  this  scarcer  late  date  ten. 

5594  1899  MS  63.  Soft,  even  luster  and  a  decent  strike  make  this  a  desir¬ 
able  example  for  type  purposes. 

5595  1907  MS  60. 

INDIAN  EAGLES 

5596  1908-D  No  Motto  AU  50.  Weakly  struck  in  the  centers,  as  always, 
this  is  a  clean,  circulated  example  of  this  scarcer  issue. 

5597  1909-D  XF  40  Cleaned.  Both  sides  of  this  coin  show  dull  luster  and 
faint  hairlines. 

5598  1909-D  AU  50  Cleaned.  Hardly  any  noticeable  marks  on  this  coin, 
but  showing  faint  hairlines  in  the  left  obverse  field  and  on  the 
Indian’s  face. 

5599  1910-S  AU  58.  Brightly  lustrous  with  only  slight  highpoint  friction. 
Scarce  in  uncirculated. 

5600  1912-S  AU  58.  The  luster  is  a  trifle  subdued,  as  is  normal  on  this 
conditionally  scarce  issue. 

5601  1914  MS  62.  A  well  struck,  lustrous  example  of  this  date,  kept  from 
the  choice  level  by  a  small  area  on  the  rim  on  the  upper  left  obverse 
that  has  been  filed  down,  presumably  to  remove  some  rim  dings. 

5602  1926  MS  62.  Vibrant  color  and  luster,  but  downgraded  by  a  few 
slashing  reverse  marks  on  and  about  the  eagle. 

LIBERTY  DOUBLE  EAGLES 

5603  1850  XF  40  Brushed.  Attractive,  green-gold  colorations. 

5604  1851-0  AU  50  Brushed.  Rather  obviously  wiped  or  brushed  across 
both  sides,  resulting  in  numerous  fine  hairlines.  Where  the  original 
surfaces  are  intact,  a  prooflike  brilliance  is  noted  as  well  as  a  delight¬ 
ful,  green-gold  color. 

5605  1853/2  XF  40  Cleaned.  The  cleaning  on  this  coin  is  not  too  dis¬ 
tracting  and  must  have  been  done  long  ago,  as  coppery  red  toning 
now  surrounds  the  lettering  and  devices  on  both  sides.  A  small 
milling  mark  is  noted  in  the  upper  left  obverse  field.  The  3  of  the 
date  clearly  shows  the  underlying  2  under  magnification.  A  scarce 
and  desirable  member  of  this  series. 

5606  1860  AU  50  Rim  Filed.  Well  struck  with  brighter  yellow-gold  color 
and  only  a  few  scattered  abrasions.  The  rim  on  the  upper  obverse 
has  been  filed  to  remove  some  old  rim  dings.  A  moderately  scarce  P- 
mint  Type  One  that  is  seldom  found  in  AU  condition. 

5607  1866-S  Motto  AU  50  Cleaned,  a  scarce  Type  Two  twenty,  the  ‘66-S 
Motto  is  a  rare  date  in  any  condition  and  a  definite  condition  rarity 
in  AU  with  uncirculated  pieces  being  virtually  unknown,  visibly 
hairlined,  the  surfaces  are  dull  as  a  result  with  just  a  bit  of  russet 
patina  on  the  lower  obverse;  and  a  1906  AU  55,  a  sleeper,  low 
mintage  date.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5608  1873-S  MS  60.  Original  and  definitely  mint  state,  but  with  scuffy 
surfaces  and  the  normal  marks  and  abrasions  associated  with  this 
series  and  grade. 

5609  1874  AU  55.  Essentially  complete  luster  with  numerous  tiny  abra¬ 
sions  on  the  obverse.

This  example  is  a  hit  scuffy  on 
Liberty’s  cheek  and  in  the  surrounding  fields,  hut  shows  full  original 
color  and  luster.

An  affordable  CC  twenty,  softly  struck  on  the 
reverse  and  showing  evidence  of  once  deeply  prooflike  surfaces. 

5613  1884-CC  AU  50  Cleaned.  Very  lightly  cleaned,  almost  impercepti¬ 
bly  so.  A  thin  scratch  runs  from  the  rim  to  Liberty’s  eye  and  down 
her  face.  Despite  these  flaws,  this  is  still  an  attractive  and  desirable 
example,  especially  since  unimpaired  examples  of  the  date  are  so 
expensive. 

5614  1891-S  AU  50;  1922  AU  55,  perhaps  lightly  cleaned;  and  a  1923 
AU  58,  bright  luster.  (Total:  3  coins) 


5615  1893  MS  62.  A  moderately  scarce  date  from  the  1890s  and  one 
that  is  conditionally  scarce  above  MS  60.  Lustrous  and  fully  struck. 

5616  1904  MS  60.  Richly  colored  and  a  few  pinpoint  marks  on  the 
obverse  from  a  higher  grade. 

5617  1905  AU  53.  A  dirty-yellow  and  green-gold  example  of  this  low- 
mintage,  still  underrated,  issue.

Only  a  few  well  scattered  abrasions  are  seen  across  the 
satiny  surfaces. 

5634  1924  MS  63.  The  obverse  is  particularly  vibrant  and  easily  a  point 
or  so  finer.

K-l,  R-4-  Mounted  in  the  center  at  one  time,  the  mount 
was  removed  causing  extensive  damage  to  each  side.  Listed  on  page 
267  of  the  1996  Guide  Book.

5640  1847  Hawaii  Cent  AU  50  Reverse  Corrosion.  Sharply  struck  and 
quite  glossy,  but  approximately  half  the  reverse  shows  light  corro¬ 
sion.

5645  1793  Good  4  PCI  Damaged  Rim.  B-3,  C-3,  R.3.  Although  well 
worn,  the  details  are  quite  bold  and  easily  discernable.  Steel-brown 
in  color,  lighter  on  the  devices  and  showing  none  of  the  usual 
porosity  seen  on  either  side,  the  rim  exhibits  some  noticeable  bumps 
and  abrasions,  particularly  on  the  obverse. 

5646  1794  VG  10  PCI  Environmental  Damage.  B-6b,  C-4,  R.3.  A  corrod¬ 
ed  example  with  deep-brown  color  and  a  few  minor  marks  which 
should  be  expected  for  the  grade. 

5647  1804  Fine  15  NGC.  Plain  4,  Stems.  B-12,  C-ll,  R.4.  Both  sides 

exhibit  a  mixture  of  olive-brown  color,  with  even  striking  through¬ 
out. 

5648  1808  AU  53  PCGS.  B-3,  C-3,  R.l.  The  die  is  distinguished  by  the 
second  8  in  the  date  being  noticeably  higher  than  the  other  figures.

5756  1924-10  MS  65  Red  and  Brown  NGC.  Attractively  mellowed  for 
this  semi-key  issue,  a  dash  of  bright-green  toning  shows  along  the 
left  obverse  edge.

Reverse  dou¬ 
bling,  plainest  on  the  lettering.  Full,  bright-red  color  with  only  the 
slightest  flyspecking  on  the  obverse.

Deeply  reflective  with  milky  patina  splashed 
about  either  side  and  some  noticeable  obverse  contrast. 

Deeply  mirrored  with  a  pronounced  cameo  con¬ 
trast.  A  scarce,  low  mintage  proof  issue. 

5785  1870  PR  65  NGC.  A  superb,  lightly  toned  specimen,  unusually  well 
preserved  for  this  earlier  date  three-cent  nickel  proof.

Nicely  reflective  fields  and  showing  pale-golden 
toning.  A  scarce,  proof-only  year  with  only  2,350  pieces  struck. 

5791  1879  PR  64  PCGS.  Light  in  color,  the  surfaces  are  clean  and  prob¬ 
lem-free  throughout.  Much  scarcer  than  the  later  dates  in  proof. 

5792  1880  PR  64  PCGS.  Bright  surfaces  with  just  a  touch  of  light  color. 
Only  moderately  reflective  in  the  fields  with  a  bit  of  cartwheel 
intermixed. 

5793  1881  PR  64  PCGS.  Fully  brilliant,  with  some  slight  cameo  contrast 
on  the  obverse.  Very  sharply  struck.  A  conservatively  graded,  near- 
gem  example. 

5794  1882  PR  64  PCGS.  One  of  the  most  available  of  all  three-cent  nick¬ 
els  in  this  state  of  preservation  and  as  such  perfect  for  type. 

5795  1883  PR  64  PCGS.  Unfathomably  deep  mirrors  in  the  fields  and 
mostly  brilliant  with  just  a  sprinkling  of  cinnamon  colored  toning 
on  each  side. 

5796  1884  PR  64  PCGS.  Hazy-gray  patina  with  subtle  pastel  overtones. 

5797  1885  PR  64  PCGS.  Dusky-gray  toning.  A  low  total  mintage  date. 

5798  1885  PR  64  PCGS.  Beautiful  overlays  of  sky-blue  and  bright-rose 
patina  on  both  sides.  Deeply  mirrored,  a  conservatively  graded  spec¬ 
imen. 

5799  1885  PR  65  PCGS.  Subdued  silvery  surfaces  with  nicely  frosted  fea¬ 
tures,  a  gem  example. 

5800  1886  PR  64  PCGS.  Well  mirrored  for  this  proof-only  issue,  with  a 
blush  of  golden-lilac  toning  on  either  side. 

5801  1887  PR  65  NGC.  Reflective  steely-gray  surfaces  with  highlights  of 
yellow-gold.  Scarcer,  low  total  mintage  date. 

5802  1887/6  PR  64  PCGS.  Light  silvery-gray  surfaces.  The  overdate  of 
this  issue  has  proven  less  scarce  than  the  normal  date  in  PR  64  and 
better  condition. 

5803  1888  PR  64  PCGS.  A  light  gold  cast  delicately  covers  the  surfaces. 
The  main  obverse  device  is  frosted. 

5804  1889  PR  64  PCGS.  Essentially  brilliant  and  void  of  most  defects 
that  might  result  from  mishandling  or  poor  storage.  An  attractive 
coin.

5805  1879  MS  65  NGC.  Fully  detailed  with  only  a  few  light  flyspecks 
keeping  this  sparkling  example  from  a  superb  rating.  A  low-mintage 
business  strike  that  is  far  more  difficult  than  a  comparable  proof. 

PROOF  SHIELD  NICKELS 

5806  1872  PR  65  NGC.  An  immaculate,  virtually  perfect  example  that 
has  no  hairlines,  marks,  or  defects  worthy  of  note.  Only  a  ghost  of 
color  is  noted  on  either  side. 
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5807  1873  PR  c>5  NGC.  Lovely  blue  and  rose  pastel  toning  is  mostly  seen 
on  the  obverse.  Unlike  later  proof  issues  of  this  series,  this  is  a  legiti¬ 
mately  scarce  date  in  gem  condition.  All  proofs  of  this  year  exhibit 
the  closed  3  in  the  date.  Population:  49  in  65,  6  higher  (8/95). 

5808  1874  PR  65  NGC.  Light  color  with  nicely  reflective  fields  and 
showing  just  a  touch  of  striking  softness  on  a  couple  of  the  stars  on 
the  reverse. 

5809  1876  PR  65  NGC.  This  bright  example  really  deserves  to  be  called  a 
gem  with  very  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  no  mentionable  defects.  A 
remarkably  attractive  example  of  the  date.  Mintage:  1,150  proofs.

5810  1883  PR  67  NGC.  A  superb,  intensely  brilliant  specimen  that  is 

virtually  untoned.  Truly  exceptional  quality  in  this  final  year  Shield 
nickel  proof.

581 1  1889  MS  65  PCGS.  Satiny  with  a  uniform  overlay  of  apricot  color 
across  both  sides.  Well  struck. 

5812  1903  MS  65  NGC.  A  trifle  softly  struck  on  some  of  the  stars  and  at 
the  bottom  of  the  wreath.  Lustrous  and  virtually  untoned. 

5813  1906  MS  65  NGC.  Both  sides  of  this  lustrous  example  are  splashed 
in  attractive  shades  of  subtle,  golden-orange  toning. 

PROOF  LIBERTY  NICKELS 

5814  1883  No  Cents  PR  64  PCGS.  Light,  even  golden-rose  tinted  color 
covers  both  sides.  An  important  and  scarce  one-year  type  that  is  a 
significant  coin  as  a  proof. 

5815  1896  Proof  Cleaned  ANACS.  Ungraded  on  the  holder,  we  grade 
this  coin  a  PR  62.  Myriad  hairlines  and  some  dullness  reflect  the 
cleaning;  and  an  1892  quarter  AU  58  ANACS,  untoned  with  some 
light  rubbing  on  the  highpoints.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5816  1904  PR  64  NGC.  Nicely  mirrored  in  the  fields,  both  sides  are  gen¬ 
tly  toned  in  gray-golden  shades.  A  choice  proof  specimen.

Bright  and  lustrous,  with  shimmering  obverse 
brilliance.  Traces  of  golden  color  have  begun  to  form  on  both  sides 
of  this  impressive  gem. 

A  superb,  boldly  struck  example  with  a  hint  of 
light  golden  color  gravitating  to  the  margins. 

5822  1916-D  MS  62  NGC.  A  lustrous  example  with  soft  definition  of 
detail,  particularly  on  the  obverse,  limiting  the  grade. 

5823  1918/7-D  Good  6  PCGS.  Well  worn  but  with  a  clear  overdate  and 
full  legends.  Scarce  in  all  grades. 


Elusive  Gem  1920-S  Buffalo 


5824  1920-S  MS  65  ANACS.  One  of  the  great  condition  rarities  in  the 
Buffalo  nickel  series.  Although  nearly  ten  million  pieces  were  mint¬ 
ed,  the  vast  majority  were  spent  and  spent  and  spent  again,  leaving 
only  a  small  quantity  of  uncirculated  pieces.  From  that  number, 
most  exhibit  dullish  luster  and  weak  highpoint  definition.  The  pre¬ 
sent  example  is  certainly  an  exception,  displaying  sharp,  frosty  fea¬ 
tures  and  overlaid  in  splashes  of  light  rose  and  russet  toning. 

5825  1921  MS  66  PCGS.  Light,  orange-peel  surfaces  on  the  obverse  cre¬ 
ate  an  appearance  similar  to  that  on  matte  proof  nickels  The 
reverse  is  more  lustrous  and  has  a  hard  metallic  sheen.  Both  sides 
show  a  whisper  of  iridescent  lilac  and  sky-blue  color.  A  superb 
example  of  the  date. 

5826  1921-S  AU  58  ANACS.  Toned  in  bright  shades  of  iridescent  rose 
pastels.  The  underlying  surfaces  display  ample  luster  and  barely  per¬ 
ceptible  wear.  This  is  an  important  coin  because  of  its  high  grade 
and  nice  eye  appeal. 

5827  192  3  MS  66  PCGS.  An  essentially  perfect  example  of  this  date, 
with  shimmering  luster,  bold  details  and  superb  eye  appeal.  Lightly 
toned  in  a  golden-green  color.  Far  nicer  than  the  usual  192  3  nickel. 
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5828  1924'D  MS  63  PCGS.  Exceedingly  lustrous  with  alluring  golden 

and  lilac  toning  over  both  sides. 


5829  1924-S  AU  58  ANACS.  Bright  and  shiny,  with  a  hard,  metallic 
sheen  on  both  sides.  This  date  becomes  very  rare  as  it  approaches 
mint  state,  despite  what  seems  to  be  a  high  original  mintage. 
Apparently,  very  few  of  these  were  “put  back”  by  collectors  at  the 
time  of  issue. 

5830  1926-S  AU  58  ANACS.  Softly  struck  on  the  highpoints,  with  some 
loss  of  detail  that  we  feel  has  unfairly  hurt  the  grade  of  this  coin. 
Both  sides  display  a  lovely  (predominantly  golden)  toning  atop  lus- 
trous  surfaces.  A  definite  premium  quality  example  of  this  elusive 
condition  rarity. 

5831  1937-D  Three-Legged  Fine  15  NGC.  Fairly  well  defined  with  a 
clean  appearance.  A  popular  key  date  in  the  series.

5832  1937-D  Three-Legged  MS  62  ANACS.  A  lovely  mint  state  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  popular  variety,  this  one  with  considerably  brighter  luster 
than  is  normally  found.  Mint  state  Three-Legged  Buffalo  nickels  are 
often  drab  and  lifeless,  and  examples  with  any  degree  of  eye  appeal 
are  indeed  rare.  The  example  offered  here,  while  not  technically 
perfect,  is  a  happy  exception  to  the  rule  just  mentioned.  Both  sides 
are  essentially  untoned  with  strong  luster  and  good  eye  appeal.  The 
strike  is  also  strong,  further  adding  to  the  desirability  of  this  piece. 

5833  (2)  1937-S  MS  65  NGC;  and  (2)  1938-D  MS  65  NGC.  A  nice 
group  of  later  date  Buffalo  nickels.  (Total:  4  coins) 

5834  1938-D  MS  66  NGC,  superb  and  original  with  antique-golden  pati¬ 
na;  and  a  1943  dime  MS  66  NGC,  fully  lustrous  and  essentially 
untoned.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5835  1938-D  Buffalo  MS  66  NGC;  1941  dime  MS  66;  and  a  1943  dime 
MS  66.  All  three  coins  are  NGC  certified  and  are  clean,  well  struck 
examples.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5836  1938-D  MS  67  NGC,  two  pieces,  both  superlative  golden-hued 
examples  of  this  final  year  Buffalo  issue.  (Total:  2  coins)

A  well  defined  coin,  except  for  a 
small  area  of  localized  weakness  in  the  center  of  the  reverse,  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  minimally  abraded,  and  have  a  moderate  overlay  of  glossy, 
gray-blue  toning.  Scarce.

5844  1834  MS  65  NGC.  V-4c,  R.l.  Frosty-white  and  boldly  struck,  with 
full  feather,  hair,  and  star  details.  A  lovely  example  of  the  type,  with 
better  than  average  eye  appeal  and  the  bright-white  color  that 
seems  to  be  currently  in  vogue.  Certainly,  this  piece  ranks  as  one  of 
the  finest  known  of  the  variety. 

5845  1835  MS  64  NGC.  Large  Date,  Large  5C.  V-2,  R.2.  Struck  from 
heavily  lapped  dies  that  not  only  resulted  in  prooflike  fields  but  also 
thinned  several  of  the  letters  and  devices  on  the  reverse.  Deep,  mot¬ 
tled  toning  is  seen  over  both  sides  with  strong  underlying  brightness 
from  the  polished  dies.  A  bit  softly  struck  in  the  centers. 

SEATED  HALF  DIMES 

5846  1837  No  Stars  AU  50  PCGS.  Deeply  toned,  with  a  few  small  marks 
on  the  reverse  and  a  bit  of  wear  on  the  highpoints.  Not  as  bad  as  it 
sounds,  and  a  reasonable  example  of  this  tough  type. 

5847  1840  No  Drapery  MS  64  NGC.  An  attractive,  original  coin  evenly 
toned  a  rose-violet  color  with  deep-blue  patination  at  the  borders. 
Very  clean  with  no  noticeable  marks  and  a  bold  strike. 

5848  1855  Arrows  MS  64  PCGS.  Untoned  with  deep  satiny  luster  and 
the  expected  die  clashing  on  both  sides.

5850  1858  AU  58  ANACS.  Lilac  toned. 

5851  1859  AU  55  NGC.  Sharp  and  nicely  lustrous  under  a  layer  of  gun- 
metal-blue  toning.  The  final  year  of  the  Stars  Obverse  design. 

5852  1860  MS  66  NGC.  First  year  of  issue  for  the  Legend  Obverse  half 
dime,  and  saved  in  sufficient  quantities  at  the  time  to  assure  present 
day  collectors  of  an  example  with  minimal  effort.  This  is  a  fully 
struck  specimen  that  is  originally  toned  over  both  sides  with  splash¬ 
es  of  deep  blue,  sea-green,  and  golden-brown.  A  pristine  little  type 
coin. 

5853  1862  MS  65  NGC.  A  satiny  gem,  boldly  struck  in  most  areas  and 
showing  a  hint  of  die  clashing  on  either  side.  Soft  golden  peripheral 
toning.

5854  1866  MS  64  PCGS.  Semi-prooflike  with  splashes  of  milky  gray- 

violet  patina  on  each  side.  Just  10,000  business  strikes  were  issued  of 
the  1866  half  dime  and  today  these  are  far  scarcer  than  proofs  of  the 
same  date.  Population:  12  in  64,  9  higher  (9/95). 
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5855  1872  MS  64  NGC.  A  high-end  specimen,  essentially  brilliant  with 

a  clean,  satiny  finish.

5857  1859  PR  65  NGC.  Deeply  mirrored  and  nicely  toned  in  mottled, 

multicolored  shadings  of  bluish-green,  orange,  arid  golden-violet 
over  both  sides.  From  a  mintage  of  800  proofs,  a  relatively  small 
number  of  gems  survive. 


5858  1862  PR  64  NGC.  A  very  attractive  proof  with  frosted,  slightly 
cameoed  devices  and  a  hint  of  original  toning.  Just  a  few  hairlines  in 
the  right  obverse  field  keep  this  coin  from  the  gem  category. 

5859  1865  PR  64  PCGS.  Well  mirrored  beneath  light  greenish-gray  ton¬ 
ing  streaks,  shading  to  steel-violet  about  the  reverse  periphery.  A 
premium  date,  struck  from  a  proof  mintage  of  just  500  coins  and  a 
total  mintage  of  a  mere  13,500  pieces. 

5860  1868  PR  64  PCGS.  A  very  scarce  coin  as  a  business  strike  with  only 
88,600  pieces  struck.  As  a  result,  the  1868  proofs  have  added  impor¬ 
tance  to  collectors  because  of  the  rarity  of  mint  state  coins.  This 
piece  has  reflective  fields  that  are  toned  in  a  “target”  appearance 
with  magenta-violet  centers,  fading  to  cobalt-blue,  then  to  bright- 
gold  at  the  outer  borders.  A  remarkable  specimen  for  the  toning  spe¬ 
cialist. 

5861  1872  PR  65  NGC.  The  right  ribbon  end  is  free  of  the  wreath.  An 
exceptional  proof  displaying  deep  gunmetal-blue  toning  equally  dis¬ 
tributed  on  both  sides.  A  lovely,  high-end  type  coin.  Scarce  in  high¬ 
er  grades.

5862  1807  MS  63  PCGS.  JR-1,  R.2.  This  final  year  Heraldic  Eagle 

design  is  occasionally  seen  in  mint  state,  but  most  are  rather  drab 
examples,  very  poorly  struck  on  the  left  side.  This  brightly  lustrous 
specimen  is  a  welcome  exception,  being  satiny  and  untoned  with 
particularly  sharp  details  over  all  but  the  left  stars.  The  obverse  dis¬ 
plays  numerous  wavy  clash  marks  in  the  field  directly  in  front  of 
Liberty’s  face;  the  reverse  has  some  light  adjustment  marks  on  the 
lower  left.  Totally  original  in  every  respect,  and  highly  desirable  as 
such.  Population:  30  in  63,  12  higher  (7/95).

5863  1827  MS  64  ANACS.  Large  10C.  JR-3,  R.l.  Satiny  and  very  well 

detailed  with  delicate  golden  hues  framing  the  untoned  centers.  An 
attractive  and  easily  choice  example  of  the  Large  Size  Capped  Bust 
design. 
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58t»4  1829  MS  6l  PCGS.  JR- 1 2,  R.3.  Well  struck  for  this  variety  and 

showing  good  definition  on  the  hair  curls  and  on  the  eagle  s  head. 
Even  light,  silver-gray  patina  over  both  sides. 

48tn  1834  MS  63  NGC.  |R-2,  R.5.  A  well  struck  coin,  although  not 
quite  full.  Both  sides  exhibit  rather  deep  toning  in  gray,  rose,  and 
blue  shadings.  One  of  the  finer  examples  known  of  this  rare  vari¬ 
ety — the  Lovejoy  specimen  was  finer — graded  as  a  gem  in  1990. 
The  die  crack  through  the  stars  on  the  left  is  more  extensive  than 
listed  in  the  JR  reference,  being  faintly  visible  through  all  seven  of 
the  stars.

5866  1848  MS  64  NGC.  Toned  in  subtle  silver-gray  and  turquoise  pas¬ 

tels.  Both  sides  show  an  above  average  strike  and  a  soft,  satiny  lus¬ 
ter.  Wonderfully  original,  this  piece  possesses  great  eye  appeal  for 
the  date  and  grade.  As  of  8/95,  only  four  coins  (all  MS  65s)  were 
graded  higher  by  both  PCGS  and  NGC  combined.

5867  1852-0  MS  64  NGC.  Both  sides  are  tinted  a  medium  gray  with 

attractive  blue  and  golden  overtones.  The  1852-0  was  minted  in 
substantial  numbers,  but  rising  silver  prices  resulted  in  most  of  the 
mintage  being  melted  and  lost  to  collectors.  The  few  mint  state 
pieces  that  escaped  this  fate  are  generally  of  choice  quality  similar  to 
this  original  piece.

The 
obverse  displays  stark  field-to-device  contrast  and  is  untoned  save 
for  a  thin  crescent  of  deep  violet  and  blue  along  the  left  side  while 
the  reverse  is  uniformly  and  deeply  toned,  but  without  affecting  the 
underlying  proof  brilliance.

5927  1899  PR  65  NGC.  Strong  reflectivity  under  some  very  light  milky- 
golden  patina  on  both  sides.  Just  1 1  PR  65  specimens  have  been  so 
graded  at  NGC,  the  lowest  among  proof  Barber  quarter  dates. 

5928  1904  PR  64  NGC.  The  watery  surfaces  are  silvery-gray  in  color  and 
display  little  in  the  way  of  field-to-device  contrast.  One  of  670 
proofs  struck. 


5929  1906  PR  66  NGC.  The  sparkling  mirror  surfaces  are  drenched  on 
both  obverse  and  reverse  in  lovely  bluish-green  and  golden-violet 
iridescence.  A  pristine  survivor  from  a  mintage  of  just  675  proofs. 

5930  1915  PR  65  NGC.  Essentially  brilliant,  with  only  the  obverse  lay¬ 
ered  in  a  thin  film  of  milky  patina.  Final  year  and  scarcest  proof 
issue  of  the  type,  one  of  just  450  pieces  struck.

5934  1917  Type  One  AU  50  Full  Head  NGC,  deeply  toned;  and  a  1920 
AU  58  NGC,  sharp  with  some  moderate  gray  toning.  (Total:  2 
coins) 

5935  191 7-D  Type  One  AU  53  Full  Head  PCGS.  Mostly  white  and 
untoned. 

5936  1917-D  Type  One  MS  65  Full  Head  NGC.  Typically  sharp  with 
mottled  golden-violet  and  bluish-green  toning  covering  both  sides.

5938  1918/7-S  VF  30  AN  ACS.  A  choice  example  of  this  incredibly  elu¬ 

sive  date,  with  burnt-gold  toning  resting  atop  nicely  detailed  sur¬ 
faces.  Other  than  the  normal  light  circulation  marks,  this  piece  is 
very  clean  and  free  of  problems.  The  entire  date  is  bold  and  the 
overdate  is  crystal  clear,  even  to  the  naked  eye.  The  rarity  of  this 
variety  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  all  of  the  examples  struck 
were  released  into  circulation  before  the  overdate  was  discovered, 
thus  very  few  were  saved  in  any  condition. 


5939  191 9-D  AU  58  ANACS.  Attractively  toned  in  speckled  shades  of 

steel-blue  over  lustrous,  unmarked  surfaces.  Just  a  trace  of  friction  is 
noted  on  the  extreme  highpoints. 


5940  1919-D  MS  65  Full  Head  NGC.  One  of  the  finest  full  head  1919- 
D  quarters  certified  by  NGC  (8/95).  Only  1  example  has  earned  the 
MS  65  Full  Head  designation  (this  piece),  and  one  other  has  earned 
the  MS  66  Full  Head  designation.  Both  sides  of  this  gem  display  an 
even,  satiny,  golden  color  that  is  both  original  and  visually  appeal¬ 
ing.  This  coin  presents  a  good  illustration  of  the  importance  of 
strike.  With  a  flat  head,  the  1919-D  is  relatively  common  in  mint 
state,  perhaps  by  a  factor  of  five  to  one  over  the  full  head  versions. 
With  a  full  head  and  the  MS  65  grade,  this  date  ranks  as  one  of  the 
rarest  of  all  Standing  Liberty  quarters. 

5941  1919-S  AU  55  ANACS.  Milky  toned  over  satiny  surfaces,  with 
some  rose  highlights  noted  on  the  upper  right  reverse.  Well  struck 
and  only  very  lightly  worn  (so  lightly,  in  fact,  that  many  would  call 
this  coin  mint  state).  A  nice  example  of  this  condition  rarity. 

5942  1921  AU  55  ANACS.  Fully  lustrous,  minimally  worn  and  toned  in 
a  delicate  layer  of  golden  color.  The  reverse  sports  some  steel-blue 
colorations,  as  well. 

5943  1923-S  AU  55  ANACS.  Both  sides  display  a  normal  strike,  above 
average  luster  for  the  grade,  and  a  thin  layer  of  steel-blue  color  in 
the  fields.  A  wonderful  alternative  to  the  expensive  mint  state 
examples  of  this  date.

5951  1929-S  MS  66  PCGS.  Superb  mint  luster  with  just  the  slightest 

touch  of  color.  The  head  detail  is  nearly  complete,  making  this  an 
excellent  value  as  a  non-Full  Head  coin. 


5944  1924-D  MS  67  PCGS.  An  impeccable  quality  ‘24'D,  tinted  a  nat¬ 
ural  silvery-gray  and  well  struck  save  for  the  normal  softness  on 
Liberty’s  head.  This  superlative  example  is  most  likely  from  the 
incredible  Museum  of  Connecticut  History  run  sold  last  summer. 

5945  1926-S  AU  50  ANACS.  Softly  struck  on  the  highpoints,  but  with 
nice  luster  and  attractive,  original  toning  consisting  of  speckled 
golden  and  blue  colorations.  Normally,  circulated  examples  of  this 
date  do  not  have  such  nice  eye  appeal. 

5946  1927  AU  58  ANACS.  Uniformly  lustrous,  with  only  slight  breaks 
on  the  highpoints,  where  light  friction  has  dulled  the  brilliance. 
The  strike  is  good  to  slightly  above  average  and  the  overall  eye 
appeal  is  excellent.  Both  sides  feature  scattered  flecks  of  steel-blue 
color. 

5947  1927  MS  64  Full  Head  NGC.  Clean  and  lustrous,  displaying  only  a 
whisper  of  milky*patina.

5953  1934  Doubled  Die  MS  65  NGC.  The  doubling  in  the  motto  is

5958  1950-S/D  MS  65  PCGS.  This  significant  mintmark  error  has  finally 
come  into  full  recognition.  This  is  an  untoned  example  of  this  pop¬ 
ular  variety  with  very  clear  definition  of  both  the  D  and  S. 
Population  32  in  65,  5  finer  (8/95). 

EARLY  HALF  DOLLARS 

5959  1795  Fine  15  PCGS.  0-112,  R.4.  Lovely,  green-gold  field  toning 
complements  the  lilac  toned  highpoints  on  this  attractive  example. 
A  few  light  circulation  marks  are  noted  but  these  are  normal  for  the 
grade  and  do  not  detract  from  the  overall  appearance.  No  adjust¬ 
ment  marks  are  noted  on  either  side.  This  piece  is  significant  in  that 
it  falls  at  the  tail  end  of  the  condition  census  enumerated  in 
Overton’s  third  edition.

Not  quite  condition  cen¬ 
sus,  but  very  nice  and  pleasing  for  the  variety.  Both  sides  are  essen¬ 
tially  white  and  untoned,  with  copious  amounts  of  original  luster 
still  blazing  forth.  Struck  from  worn  dies,  with  some  of  the  stars  and 
lettering  drawn  toward  the  edges,  leading  us  to  believe  that  this  is 
an  even  later  die  state  than  O-102a  (although  the  die  crack  con¬ 
necting  the  1  and  2  of  the  date  is  barely  visible).

Struck  from  old  dies,  with  heavy,  multiple  clash  marks  noted  on 
both  sides.  A  very  choice  example  of  the  date  and  variety.

5963  1818/7  MS  63  PCGS.  0-101,  R.l.  Sharply  defined  on  all  hut  the 

highest  points  of  the  eagle  where  only  minimal  softness  is  noted. 
The  surfaces  are  toned  a  natural  steel-violet  with  deeper  overlays  of 
antique-gold  and  sea-green  visible  about  the  outer  portions. 


5964  1821  XF  45  NGC.  O-lOla,  R.l.  Sharply  struck  in  most  areas  with 
an  abundant  overlay  of  charcoal-gray  toning  and  some  remaining 
luster  under  the  devices. 

5965  1821  AU  58  PCGS.  0-101,  R.l.  Soft,  milky-gold  and  olive  pastels 
cover  the  obverse  of  this  example,  while  the  reverse  tends  more 
toward  the  blue  and  green  end  of  the  spectrum.

Bright  and  flashy,  with  some 
prooflike  tendencies,  but  with  numerous  light  abrasions  in  the 
fields.

As  nice  as 
this  coin  is,  it  falls  just  below  the  condition  census,  which  is  report¬ 
ed  to  range  from  MS  64  to  MS  67.

The  reverse  has 
golden  centers  framed  by  the  same  green  peripheral  toning  as  on  the 
obverse.  Softly  struck  on  some  of  the  stars,  as  is  characteristic  of  this 
variety  This  piece  is  within  the  condition  census  listed  in  Overton’s 
third  edition,  which  shows  a  grade  range  from  MS  60  to  MS  65.

The  reverse  is 
mostly  golden  in  color,  with  a  fresh,  original  appearance.  The  strike 
is  good  except  on  some  of  the  stars,  where  a  weakness  (characteristic 
of  the  variety)  shows.  This  lovely  example  comes  very  close  to  mak¬ 
ing  the  condition  census  for  the  variety  (the  lowest  grade  of  the  top 
five  known  is  MS  63,  according  to  Overton’s  third  edition). 

5971  1827  AU  50  NGC,  attractive,  steel-gray  colorations;  and  an  1838 
Reeded  Edge  AU  53  NGC,  deep,  steel-gray  and  blue  toning  covers 
both  sides  of  this  original  piece.

5972  1828  MS  64  PCGS.  0-117a,  R.l.  A  silky-smooth,  premium  quality 

example  of  this  issue,  and  certainly  one  of  the  finest  known.  The  con¬ 
dition  census  in  Overton’s  third  edition  contains  4  MS  65s  and  one 
MS  63.  The  surfaces  of  this  piece  are  exceptionally  clean  and  present 
a  hard,  metallic  sheen  which  is  both  unusual  and  attractive.

Satiny-white,  with  a  thin  layer 
of  golden  toning  on  both  sides.  This  coin  falls  within  the  condition 
census  of  the  five  best  examples  known  to  the  editor  of  Overton’s 
third  edition  (the  grade  range  is  from  MS  60  to  MS  65),  thus  mak¬ 
ing  it  an  important  coin  for  the  variety  specialist. 

5975  1832  MS  63  NGC.  0-118,  R.l,  identifiable  by  the  double  left  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  shield  on  the  reverse.  Uniformly  toned  in  bright  lilac  and 
golden  shades.  The  underlying  surfaces  have  a  hard,  metallic  sheen 
and  few  disturbances,  but  one  small  mark  is  noted  on  Liberty’s  neck 
just  above  the  lowest  hair  curl.  The  condition  census  for  this  variety 
includes  an  MS  63,  so  this  example  may  be  considered  one  of  the 
finest  of  the  variety. 

5976  1834  MS  63  NGC.  0-105,  R.l.  Beautifully  toned  in  moderately 
deep  rose,  gold,  and  blue  colors,  all  of  which  become  very  flashy 
under  a  light  source.  Softly  struck  on  the  very  highest  points,  but 
sharp  everywhere  else.  This  beautiful  and  high  grade  example  is  one 
of  the  finest  known  of  the  variety;  Overton’s  condition  census 
ranges  from  MS  62  to  MS  65.

5979  1853  Arrows  and  Rays  XF  40  PCI.  Lustrous  silvery-gray  with  a  few 
darker  toning  specks  on  the  lower  portion  of  the  reverse. 

5980  1858  MS  64  PCGS.  Wonderfully  original,  with  creamy  mint  frost 
appearing  beneath  a  layer  of  delicate  golden  and  olive  toning.  Softly 
struck  on  the  upper  left  reverse  and  with  a  clash  mark  below  the 
eagle’s  left  wing.

5982  1875-S  MS  64  NGC.  Extremely  well  defined  with  a  layer  of  creamy- 
golden  patina  across  the  obverse  and  a  more  lustrous  reverse.

This 
piece  does  not  show  complete  detailing  on  the  peripheral  stars  on 
the  obverse,  a  common  occurrence  on  proofs  from  the  “non-com¬ 
mercial”  years  prior  to  1858.  Peripherally  toned  in  attractive  shades 
of  blue  and  gold  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  The  proof  mirrors  in 
the  fields  are  strong  and  flash  brightly  when  held  beneath  a  light, 
particularly  on  the  reverse.  This  represents  a  rare  opportunity  for 
the  collector  of  proof  19th  century  type  coins.

5987  1880  PR  65  NGC.  Cameo  contrast  on  the  devices  is  visible 

through  toning  in  shades  of  violet  and  gold.  Flashes  of  blue  irides¬ 
cence  are  seen  about  the  borders.  Choice  quality  for  this  low  total 
mintage  issue. 


5988  1885  PR  64  AN  ACS.  Toned  in  gray-gold  iridescence,  with  some 
deeper  lilac  colors  near  the  rims.

5992  1914  MS  64  NGC.  Fully  detailed  with  delicate  golden-gray 
accents.  The  low-mintage  1914  brings  a  premium  in  all  grades  and  is 
especially  scarce  in  uncirculated.

5993  1916  MS  65  NGC.  The  obverse  is  naturally  toned  in  pale  gray-vio¬ 
let  hues  while  deeper  golden,  sea-green,  and  russet  toning  blankets 
the  opposite  side. 

5994  1916-D  MS  65  NGC.  A  frosty-white  gem  with  an  above-average 
strike  and  very  clean  surfaces. 


Lustrous  Borderline  Gem  1916-S 


5995  1916-S  MS  64  PCGS.  The  surfaces  exhibit  intense,  satiny  luster 
and  are  untoned  except  for  a  few  faint  streaks  of  gold  on  the 
obverse.  Popular  first  year  date  and  by  far  the  scarcest  of  the  three 
1916  Walking  Liberty  issues. 

5996  1917  MS  65  NGC.  Frosty-white,  with  only  slight  traces  of  color 
appearing  on  either  side.  The  strike  is  good,  but  the  luster  is  the 
mosr  impressive  aspect  of  this  beautiful  coin.  Few  untoned  1917  half 
dollars  can  compare  with  the  eye  appeal  of  this  gem. 


5998  1918  MS  65  NGC.  The  1918  is  a  rather  plentiful  issue  in  less  than 

gem  condition.  Gems,  however,  are  quite  scarce  and  only  30  pieces 
have  been  so  graded  by  NGC  with  1  finer.  This  is  a  boldly  struck 
piece  that  has  shallow  detail  on  the  skirt  lines  as  is  often  the  case  on 
this  date.

A  light  golden  tone  is  faintly  visible  around  the  rims  while 
the  balance  of  the  coin  is  brilliant. 
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6000  191 9-S  MS  64  PCGS.  Population  data  has  proven  the  19 19-S  half 

dollar  to  be  on  equal  ground  with  the  better  publicized  1921-S  as 
the  stingiest  in  mint  state  availability  among  Walking  Liberty  issues. 
Ironically,  both  the  ‘19-S  and  ‘21-S  have  the  highest  mintage  of  the 
PDS  lineup  from  their  years  of  issue.  This  lustrous,  fully  brilliant 
specimen  is  uncommonly  bold  for  a  ‘19-S  and  appears  to  have  been 
struck  from  heavily  polished  dies,  clearly  visible  from  the  mushy 
striations  in  the  obverse  field.  A  bright,  borderline  gem  specimen  of 
this  important  early  S-mint  half  dollar  from  the  popular  and  beauti¬ 
ful  Walking  Liberty  series. 


6001  1920-S  MS  65  NGC.  Most  ‘20-S  halt  dollars  seen  are  softly  struck 

in  the  centers.  This  piece  is  sharply  defined  on  the  hand  of  Liberty, 
and  shows  only  the  slightest  weakness  on  the  head  and  skirt  lines.  A 
stone-white  coin,  the  left  obverse  field  shows  a  few  die  striations 
which  are  fairly  common  on  this  issue.  An  important  gem  example 
of  this  conditionally  rare  early  S-mint  Walker.  Population:  23  in  65, 
only  2  finer  (8/95).

Superb  MS  66  192 1-D  Half  Dollar 


6002  192 1-D  MS  64  PCGS.  One  of  the  widely  recognized  keys  to  the 

Walking  Liberty  half  set,  the  192 1-D  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  the 
series  with  a  mere  208,000  pieces  struck.  Mint  state  pieces  are  sel¬ 
dom  seen  as  few  were  saved  from  circulation.  This  is  a  well  struck 
coin  that  is  not  fully  brought  up  but  does  show  a  uniform  detailing 
over  the  devices  on  each  side.  Exhibiting  soft,  frosted  mint  luster, 
the  coin  appears  untoned  but  does  have  just  the  slightest  hint  of 
patina  when  closely  examined.  An  attractive  and  very  scarce  choice 
example  of  this  key  date  issue. 


6003  192 1-D  MS  66  NGC.  One  of  the  very  rarest  of  all  Walking  Liberty 

halt  dollars  in  this  lofty  grade.  Price- wise,  only  the  ultra-rare  1919-D 
and  1921-S  are  more  expensive  in  this  grade.  Of  course,  since  nei¬ 
ther  have  been  graded  at  the  MS  66  level  by  NGC  (8/95),  we’re 
comparing  apples  to  oranges.  Nevertheless,  the  rarity  of  this  coin  in 
high  grade  cannot  be  diminished.  This  example  shows  a  sharply 
defined  circular  area  in  the  center  of  the  obverse  that  is  completely 
untoned.  Surrounding  this  is  a  rich,  red-brown  patination  that  also 
includes  some  green  and  golden  pastels.  Under  a  light  source,  the 
flash  of  the  colors  is  dazzling.  The  reverse  is  completely  covered  in  a 
deep,  coal-gray  color  that  is  obviously  original  and  reminds  us  of 
coins  we  have  seen  that  have  been  stored  in  leather  pouches  for 
many  years.  In  addition  to  the  already  mentioned  colors  on  the 
reverse,  we  see  some  colorful  iridescence  as  the  eye  approaches  the 
outer  edges.  The  strike  on  both  sides  is  excellent,  decidedly  above 
average,  and  presents  all  of  the  important  details  to  a  high  degree  of 
definition.  It  is  the  overall  eye  appeal,  however,  that  sets  this  gem 
apart  from  its  competitors  as  one  of  the  best  known  of  the  date.  This 
lot  is  sure  to  see  some  of  the  most  spirited  bidding  in  the  entire  sale.

Evenly  toned  in  delicate  golden  hues 
and  showing  only  a  few  light  marks.  Remarkably  well  struck  for  a 
coin  of  this  issue  with  some  detail  evident  even  on  the  hand  of 
Liberty.

6005  1928-S  MS  65  NGC.  One  of  the  five  most  difficult  strike  rarities 

in  the  series,  the  ‘28-S  is  almost  always  found  weakly  struck  in  the 
centers.  This  piece  is  softly  defined  up  and  down  the  figure  of 
Liberty,  but  for  the  issue,  is  actually  above  average.  The  surfaces 
otherwise  are  exceptionally  clean  and  unquestionably  original.  The 
obverse  is  toned  a  slate-gray  with  blue  undertones,  the  reverse  is 
similar  with  the  addition  of  golden-rose  and  russet  colorations.

6019  1941  MS  61  PCI;  1941  MS  63  PCI,  delicate  golden  toning;  1943 
MS  61  PCI;  and  a  1944-D  MS  61  PCI.  (Total:  4  coins) 

6020  1 943-D  MS  64  NGC.  Untoned. 

6021  1943-S  MS  65  NGC.  Mostly  untoned  with  sparkling  mint  luster 
and  an  above  average  strike.  One  milling  mark  in  the  right  obverse 
field  prevents  a  higher  grade. 

6022  1943-S  MS  65  NGC.  Untoned  and  very  sharply  struck  with  full 
hand  and  skirt  line  details,  only  lacking  a  bit  of  definition  on  the 
head.

6031  1951-D  MS  65  NGC.  Incorrectly  labeled  as  a  1951  on  the  holder, 
an  originally  toned,  well  struck  example. 

6032  1951  -S  MS  66  NGC.  Deep  original  brown-gold  obverse  toning  is 
mixed  with  a  hint  of  crimson,  the  reverse  exhibits  a  deep  golden 
peripheral  ring  fading  to  a  light,  gray-green  center.  Population:  40 
in  66,  2  finer  (8/95). 

6033  1952  MS  66  NGC.  Boldly  struck,  virtually  unmarked,  and  display¬ 
ing  beautiful,  multicolored,  natural  toning  shades.  Population:  63  in 
66,  2  finer  (8/95). 


6034  1952  S  MS  PP  NGC.  Splendid  gray-green  toning  overlays  the 
obverse  ot  this  original  gem.  The  periphery  displays  a  partial  ring  of 
gold  and  crimson,  while  the  reverse  has  toned  spectacular  shades  ot 
reddish-gold.  A  “must  see”  Franklin  half  dollar  tor  the  toning  enthu¬ 
siast.

Franklin’s  head,  the  lettering,  and  the  Liberty  Bell  are  all 
deeply  frosted,  while  the  fields  are  undisturbed  mirrors  with  no  hair¬ 
lines  or  imperfections  of  any  kind.

Original,  High  Grade  1794  Dollar 
Ex:  Connecticut  Historical  Society 


6047  1794  AU  58  NGC.  Mint  records  indicate  that  only  1,758  silver  dollars  were  minted  in  the  initial  year  of  production,  1794.  Of  that  number  probably  no  more 

than  90-100  pieces  are  believed  extant  today  in  all  grades.  This  coin  has  very  little  actual  wear,  but  there  are  innumerable  adjustment  marks  around  each  side 
that  detract  from  its  overall  desirability.  The  digits  in  the  date  are  actually  well  defined,  but  the  stars  on  the  left  side  are  only  partially  brought  up  as  are  the 
peripheral  legends  on  the  reverse.  The  coin  is  toned  a  lovely  iridescent  gray  and  golden  with  much  underlying  mint  luster  evident. 

The  adjustment  marks  that  are  so  prevalent  were  commonly  done  in  the  early  days  of  the  mint  to  planchets  that  were  overweight.  A  file  was  drawn  across 
the  surface  and  excess  metal  removed  by  this  method  until  the  planchet  was  brought  down  to  the  desired  weight.  It  was  a  crude  method,  but  such  practices 
give  early  American  coins  an  undeniable  charm.  This  piece  is  most  readily  identifiable  by  a  toning  spot  in  the  exergual  area  above  the  space  between  the  1  and 
7  in  the  date.  The  unique  configuration  of  the  peripheral  adjustment  marks  also  help  identify  this  as  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society  specimen. 
LouisB.  Hungerford  was  the  first  owner  of  record  of  this  important  coin .  In  1926  he  donated  it  to  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society  where  it  resided  until  1983,  then:  Ex:

6048  1795  Flowing  Hair  VF  20  PCGS.  B-l,  BB-21.  Evenly  worn,  the 

surfaces  are  unquestionably  original  with  light  centers  and  darker 
peripheral  accents.  A  well  centered  coin,  the  only  detracting  ele¬ 
ment  is  a  series  of  adjustment  marks  across  the  forward  curls  of 
Liberty’s  hair. 


Toned,  Lustrous  1795  Flowing  Hair 


6049  1795  Flowing  Hair  XF  40  PCGS.  B-5,  BB-27.  Diagnostic  “bar”  in 

the  field  just  to  the  left  of  Liberty’s  middle  curl.  Originally  toned  in 
intermittent  shades  of  violet  and  sea-green,  with  generous  amounts 
of  underlying  luster  in  the  fields.  Adjustment  marks  are  minimal 
and  hardly  detract,  a  few  being  concealed  in  Liberty’s  hair,  one 
across  her  neck,  and  a  series  of  short  ones  on  the  obverse  edge 
around  stars  14  and  15.  Overall,  a  very  appealing,  high  grade  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  Flowing  Hair  type. 


1795  Flowing  Hair  Dollar  XF  40 


6051  1795  Flowing  Hair  AU  58  PCGS.  B-5,  BB-27.  Mostly  brilliant, 

although  traces  of  light  steely-gold  color  are  evident  over  each  side. 
There  are  significant  amounts  of  mint  luster  remaining  and  the 
devices  are  well  struck,  showing  only  a  tiny  area  of  flatness  on  the 
eagle’s  breast.  No  noticeably  distracting  features  are  noted,  includ¬ 
ing  a  total  lack  of  adjustment  marks.  Overall,  an  impressive  Flowing 
Hair  dollar. 


6050  1795  Flowing  Hair  XF  40  NGC.  B-5,  BB-27.  Bright  steely-gray 

surfaces,  well  balanced  overall,  though  typically  soft  in  Liberty’s 
middle  curls.  Pale  violet  and  golden  hues  cling  to  the  devices.  A  few 
adjustment  marks  are  noticed  across  the  eagle’s  breast. 


SEATED  DOLLARS 

r  6052  1841  AU  53  NGC.  Moderate  golden-gray  toning  over  lustrous, 

lightly  abraded  surfaces.  The  Liberty  Seated  dollar  series  is  one  of 
the  few  series  which  have  not  followed  the  general  decline  in  the 
coin  market.  Rather,  prices  for  these  coins  have  remained  high,  and, 
in  some  cases,  have  set  new  levels.  This  is  because  the  series  enjoys 
wide  collector  support. 


Beautifully  Toned  MS  64  1842 


6053  1842  MS  64  NGC.  Toned  an  original  gray-lilac,  with  reddish-gold 
highlights  and  blue  iridescent  colors  near  the  rims.  Struck  a  bit 
weakly  on  the  stars  and  on  the  eagle’s  head  and  right  shoulder,  hut 
sharp  otherwise.  The  underlying  surfaces  are  highly  lustrous  and 
even  show  some  prooflike  tendencies.  A  couple  of  iight  marks  in 
the  right  obverse  field  are  well-hidden  by  the  toning.  This  is  an 
important  condition  rarity,  as  none  have  been  graded  higher  by 
either  NGC  or  PCGS  (8/95). 

6054  1850  AU  55  PCGS.  A  scarce,  key  date  issue  with  an  original 
mintage  of  only  7,500  pieces.  A  substantial  but  undetermined  num¬ 
ber  of  these  business  strikes  were  melted  and  today  the  1850  is  a  rare 
coin  in  all  grades  with  fewer  than  200  available  altogether.  This 
piece  retains  some  of  the  original  semi-prooflike  surface.  The  strike 
is  generally  quite  good  in  all  areas  and  both  sides  have  taken  on  a 
rather  deep  gray  and  blue  toning.  There  are  a  number  of  small  han¬ 
dling  marks  on  each  side,  consistent  with  the  grade  of  the  coin. 


Dazzling  Prooflike  1857  Seated  Dollar 


6055  1857  MS  64  PCGS.  At  a  quick  glance,  one  might  mistake  this  as 
a  proof  issue  because  of  the  depth  of  the  mirrored  fields.  The  coin  is 
bright  and  lustrous,  showing  just  a  hint  of  toning.  The  details  are 
well  struck,  although  not  quite  full  on  the  stars  and  Liberty’s  head. 
A  few  inconsequential  hairlines  cannot  hide  in  the  highly  reflective 
fields.  A  very  choice  example  of  this  scarce  date. 

6056  1860  AU  50  NGC.  Delicate  golden  toning  appears  on  the  obverse, 
with  an  area  of  dirty,  red-gold  color  hiding  in  the  crevices  on  the 
reverse.  An  original  coin  that  does  not  appear  to  have  ever  been 
tampered  with. 
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1865  Seated  Dollar,  MS  64 


6057  1865  MS  64  PCGS.  A  very  scarce  Civil  War  issue  and  rarely  seen 

in  mint  condition,  especially  in  such  a  superior  state  of  preservation. 
The  coin  is  brilliant  and  shows  die  striations  on  each  side,  which 
impart  a  semi-prooflikeness  to  the  fields.  Sharply  struck  throughout 
with  only  minor  abrasions  in  the  fields.  A  truly  memorable  Seated 
dollar.  Population:  7  in  64,  none  are  finer  (8/95).

6058  1870-CC  MS  63  PCGS.  The  1870-CC  dollar  is  a  popular  collector  coin  for  two  reasons.  First,  it  is  the  first  year  of  issue  from  the  eminently  collectible  Carson 

City  mint.  Second,  only  1 1,758  pieces  were  struck.  While  the  mintage  is  low,  there  are  actually  quite  a  few  circulated  examples  examples  known.  Reliable  esti¬ 
mates  range  from  75-275  to  more  than  500  pieces  in  all  grades.  Mint  state  coins  are  quite  scarce,  hut  within  the  Seated  series  of  CC  dollars,  the  1870-CC  is  the 
most  frequently  encountered  date.  This  is  a  very  flashy  coin,  as  are  most  high  grade  ‘70-CC  dollars.  The  fields  have  a  bright  semi-prooflikeness  and  the  coin  is 
brilliant  throughout  except  for  a  tiny  grease  stain  (as  struck)  on  the  obverse  rim  at  10  o’clock  and  two  short  streaks  of  grease  that  were  struck  into  the  planchet 
over  the  U  in  UNITED.  Sharply  struck  throughout  with  no  mentionable  abrasions.  Population:  5  in  63,  none  are  finer  (7/95).  (See  Color  Photo)

Rare  1842  Proof  Seated  Dollar 


6059  1842  PR  60  NGC.  Proof  dollars  of  1842  were  issued  as  part  of 

proof  sets,  and  are  very  seldomly  encountered  today.  Of  the  20-30 
pieces  that  are  estimated  to  have  been  issued  originally,  only  7-14 
are  believed  extant  now.  This  piece  has  well  mirrored  fields  and 
wide,  squared  rims.  The  peripheral  stars  are  a  bit  soft,  but  all  other 
design  elements  are  fully  defined.  Each  side  is  covered  with  a  speck¬ 
led,  multicolored  iridescent  toning  that  is  quite  attractive,  and  con¬ 
ceals  the  hairlines  that  account  for  the  coin’s  grade.  Population:  1  in

Very  Rare  Proof  1847  Dollar 


6060  1847  PR  64  PCGS.  A  rare  proof  Seated  dollar  and  only  the  second 

we  have  offered  over  the  past  several  years.  It  is  estimated  that  only 
20-30  proofs  were  struck,  and  of  course,  far  fewer  exist  today.  A 
number  of  deceptive  prooflike  business  strikes  are  known,  and  the 
presence  of  these  pieces  clouds  the  estimated  number  of  proof  sur¬ 
vivors  as  many  of  these  prooflike  examples  have  been  offered  in  the 
past  as  legitimate  proof  strikings.  In  addition  to  being  certified,  this 
piece  “carries  its  own  credentials.”  It  is  an  unmistakable  proof  whose 
fields  are  deeply  reflective,  the  rims  are  broad,  and  all  striking 
details  are  fully  brought  up.  The  obverse  is  diagnostically  correct 
also  with  the  positioning  of  the  date  in  perfect  alignment  with  the 
dentils  as  listed  in  Breen  (1977).  The  diagnostic  die  scratch  is  not 
apparent  on  the  reverse,  but  this  was  probably  effaced  by  die  polish¬ 
ing  in  the  mint.  Deeply  toned  throughout  with  a  uniform  layer  of 
cobalt-blue  patina.  However,  when  held  beneath  a  light,  one 
notices  undertones  of  red  and  sea-green  coloration  faintly  visible. 
The  depth  of  color  tends  to  obscure  the  light  hairlining  one  sees 
with  magnification,  evidence  of  an  old  cleaning.  Of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  dollar  specialist  and/or  collector  of  pre-1858 
proofs.

6061  1850  PR  64  PCGS.  Open  5.  An  original  proof  striking  of  this  rare 

issue,  a  small  number  of  restrikes  were  later  struck  to  satisfy  early 
collector  demand  and  show  a  heavy  die  crack  through  the  top  of  the 
date.  It  has  been  estimated  that  20-40  of  these  original  proofs  were 
struck  along  with  a  mere  7,500  business  strikes,  many  of  which  were 
melted,  placing  the  1850  among  the  most  sought-after  dates  in  the 
Seated  Liberty  dollar  series.  The  specimen  offered  here  is  almost 
totally  brilliant,  being  only  barely  toned  in  two  short  blue  and  russet 
sections  along  the  obverse  edge.  The  watery  surfaces  are  quite 
impressive  to  the  eye  and  separated  from  gem  quality  only  by  wispy 
hairlines.

6062  1868  PR  62  AN  ACS.  Attractively  toned  in  nice,  violet-gray  colors. 
The  overall  appearance  of  this  piece  is  much  nicer  than  one  would 
expect  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  No,  the  coin  is  not  dull.  No,  the  coin 
is  not  heavily  hairlined.  No,  the  coin  is  not  heavily  marked.  Instead, 
it  has  a  pleasing,  original  appearance  indicative  of  a  higher  grade.

6063  1868  PR  64  PCGS.  A  lovely  two-toned  specimen,  tinted  a  milky 
steely-gold  on  the  obverse  and  almost  totally  brilliant  on  the  flashier 
reverse.

6064  1870  PR  61  AN  ACS.  Steel-gray  in  color,  with  some  rose  highlights 
noted  on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse.  Some  faint  hairlines  are  noted 
beneath  the  toning.

The  surfaces  are  a  natural  medium-gray 
color  and  totally  free  of  distractions  so  common  to  this  key  issue. 


6135  1889-0  MS  66  PCGS.  PCGS  Tour  Coin.  An  extraordinary  coin 

in  more  than  one  regard.  First,  the  striking  details  are  unusually 
bold,  and  while  not  completely  brought  up,  this  coin  is  better 
defined  than  any  ‘89-0  we  have  seen  in  the  past  several  years. 
Second,  the  mint  luster  is  completely  intact  and  exudes  a  warm, 
satiny  glow  throughout.  There  is  a  rich  russet-brown  patina  over 
most  of  the  obverse  with  a  small  brilliant  center,  but  just  a  bit  of 
light  peripheral  color  is  seen  on  the  reverse.

fully  brilliant,  key  date  Carson  City  date  exhibits  a  razor  sharp  strike  in  all  areas,  showing  fine  hair  detail  over  the  ear  of  Liberty  as  well  as  complete  feathers  on 
the  breast  of  the  eagle.  Also  exceptional  for  the  issue  are  the  smooth,  virtually  unblemished  surfaces  and  vibrant  cartwheel  luster.  There  are  just  a  few  of  the 
lightest  imaginable  contact  marks  in  the  fields  while  the  central  devices,  particularly  the  eagle,  have  avoided  all  but  the  most  trivial  blemishes.  Population:  5 
in  65,  none  higher  (8/95). 


C>147  1893-0  AU  50  AN  ACS.  A  well  struck  example  of  this  more  diffi¬ 

cult,  low-mintage  New  Orleans  dollar,  steely-gold  in  color  with  a 
slightly  lackluster  appearance. 

6148  1893-S  VF  25  PCI.  The  key  to  the  series  among  regular  issues,  this 

mid-grade  ‘93-S  is  without  any  mentionable  defects  and  is  toned  a 
light  gray  and  pinkish-gold.

The 
color  is  a  bright,  yellow-gold  and  the  surfaces  retain  their  original 
luster  and  brilliance.  This  is  an  excellent  opportunity  to  purchase  a 
nice  example  of  this  rare  issue,  which  has  been  appearing  less  fre¬ 
quently  in  recent  years.

6189  1867  MS  61  NGC.  A  prooflike  specimen,  as  is  the  typical  survivor 
from  a  mintage  of  just  5,200  business  strikes.  The  few  mint  state 
pieces  remaining  are  generally  fairly  choice,  making  this  a  rare 
opportunity  to  acquire  an  affordable  uncirculated  example  of  this 
elusive  gold  dollar  issue. 

6190  1871  MS  62  ANACS.  Gorgeous  pink  toning  graces  both  sides  of 
this  frosty  example  which  is  both  well  struck  and  conservatively 
graded  (in  our  opinion).  With  a  mintage  of  only  3,900  pieces  (plus 
30  proofs),  this  date  is  considerably  rarer  than  the  common  dates  in 
this  series,  yet  it  does  not  bring  a  price  high  enough  to  reflect  its 
true  rarity.

However,  in  mint  condition  it  certainly  cannot  be  con¬ 
sidered  common.  Rated  as  a  mid-R.7  in  mint  state,  with  an  estimat¬ 
ed  7-9  pieces  believed  extant,  this  piece  is  an  important  condition 
rarity  as  such.  The  center  of  the  obverse  is  sharply  defined  and  there 
is  only  slight  softness  on  the  reverse.  Light  gold  color  overall  with  a 
few  grade  limiting  field  marks,  the  most  obvious  ones  being  in  the 
field  around  the  eagle’s  head  of  the  eagle.

The  finest 
graded  by  NGC  are  two  PR  63s;  PCGS  has  graded  3  PR  63s  and  4 
PR  64s  (some  of  which  are  likely  to  be  duplicates).  This  example  is 
a  glittering  cameo,  with  excellent  contrast  between  the  watery  fields 
and  the  frosted  devices.  In  reality,  this  piece  has  very  little  in  the 
way  of  post-striking  flaws,  but  a  number  of  tiny  lint  marks  and  pin¬ 
point  planchet  voids  are  noted  in  the  fields,  and  even  on  the 
devices.  Naturally,  these  have  been  factored  into  the  grade,  but  in 
terms  of  original  appearance,  eye  appeal,  and  overall  quality,  this 
coin  is  a  gem.

Nice  strike  and  luster,  with  a  reasonably  dis¬ 
tinct  mintmark.  The  key  date  to  the  series  and  really  the  only  rare 
date  of  the  group. 

6203  1914-D  MS  62  NGC,  three  coins,  all  well  struck,  lustrous  examples 
of  this  scarcer  D-mint  Indian.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6204  1925-D  MS  62  NGC.  Lustrous  and  very  clean  overall  except  for  a 
noticeable  weakness  of  strike  in  the  centers. 

6205  1925-D  MS  62  PCGS.  Rich  orange  color  and  only  a  few  scattered 
marks  in  the  fields.  Fully  struck.

6207  1809/8  MS  60  PCGS.  Breen  1-A.  The  surfaces  are  a  frosty  green¬ 

ish-gold  with  the  only  distraction  being  a  tiny  spot  below  the  final 
star.  The  strike  is  exceptionally  bold  with  finely  detailed  hair  curls 
on  Liberty  and  complete  radials  on  all  the  stars.  One  of  the  more 
frequently  encountered  dates  of  the  John  Reich  design  for  half 
eagles,  the  1809  has  the  added  appeal  of  also  being  an  overdate, 
although  on  most  specimens,  including  this  high  grade  example,  the 
underdigit  is  only  visible  with  magnification. 


Bright  AU  50  1812  Half  Eagle 


6-08  1812  AU  50  NGC.  Wide  5  D.  Breen  1-B.  Well  struck  on  the 

obverse  with  the  usual  softness  of  feather  detail  on  the  eagle.  There 
is  a  good  bit  of  luster  still  remaining  around  the  devices.  Final  year 
of  the  type  and  one  of  the  more  commonly  seen  dates  of  the  type  as 
well. 


LIBERTY  HALF  EAGLES 

6209  1840-0  XF  45  NGC.  Narrow  Mill.  Quite  interesting  as  the  first  year 
New  Orleans  issued  half  eagles.  An  attractive,  sharply  struck  example. 

6210  1841  AU  50  NGC.  A  scarce,  early  five-dollar  Liberty  and  seldom 
found  in  this  grade.  Quite  lustrous  with  light  wear  and  no  notice¬ 
able  marks.  Only  a  handful  of  mint  state  examples  are  known. 

621 1  1846-D/D  XF  40  PCGS.  The  D/D  variety  is  not  a  significantly  rarer 
coin  than  its  normal  mintmark  counterpart,  but  it  is  certainly  an 
interesting  and  unusual  variety.  The  first  punch  was  too  high,  being 
buried  in  the  laurel  branch.  Little  effort  was  made  to  efface  the  first 
punch  and  a  second  punch  was  then  placed  lower,  in  the  normal 
position,  leaving  the  second  D  over  the  first  one.  This  is  an  original 
coin  with  noticeable  bits  of  luster  still  remaining,  and  some  darker 
reddish  color  on  each  side.

6212  1850  MS  61  NGC.  A  deceptively  difficult  issue  with  an  unimpres- 

sively  high  mintage  of  which  few  high  grade  examples  survive  today. 
This  the  first  mint  state  example  we  have  seen  in  some  time,  and  it 
is  one  of  only  four  pieces  in  uncirculated  condition  certified  by 
NGC.  Sharply  struck  on  the  obverse  with  some  softness  noted  on 
the  eagle  s  neck  on  the  reverse.  A  relatively  clean  coin  for  the  grade 
with  numerous  small  ticks  in  the  fields  and  just  a  bit  lackluster  to 
grade  higher.

6-  1  1852-C  MS  60  NGC.  One  of  the  more  common  Charlotte  half 

eagles,  but  perhaps  not  quite  as  common  as  once  thought.  In  AU 
the  52-C  is  rated  a  mid  R.7  with  an  estimated  7-9  pieces  believed 
extant.  This  coin  has  an  average  strike,  with  neither  weak  centers 
nor  fully  defined  features.  The  surfaces  overall  retain  a  surprising 
amount  of  mint  luster,  but  are  extensively  abraded.  Still,  a  rare  coin 
and  one  that  should  fall  somewhere  in  the  lower  range  of  the  condi 
tion  census  for  the  issue.

6214  1853-D  MS  60  NGC.  Only  rarely  are  Southern  gold  pieces  offered 
in  strict  mint  condition.  Not  only  are  they  extremely  rare  in  the 
absolute  sense,- hut  most  of  the  high  grade  specimens  are  locked  up 
in  major  gold  collections.  Usually  it  is  only  when  one  of  these  col¬ 
lections  is  dispersed  that  a  coin  such  as  this  comes  onto  the  market 
again  after  many  years.  Most  ‘53-D  fives  are  known  for  soft  central 
details,  and  this  piece  does  show  some  on  each  side.  Kept  in  the  MS 
60  category  by  the  presence  of  several  abrasions,  the  most  notice¬ 
able  being  between  stars  2  and  3,  4  and  5,  on  the  face  of  Liberty, 
and  a  mark  above  and  to  the  right  of  the  eagle’s  head. 

6215  1871-S  VF  30  NGC.  A  high-end  VF  specimen  and,  as  such,  slightly 
better  than  the  norm  for  this  conditionally  elusive  S-mint,  an  issue 
that  is  seen  more  often  in  Fine  than  in  AU.  Original  and  without 
any  noticeable  distractions. 

6216  1878  MS  63  PCGS.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  lustrous  with 
strong  definition  on  the  highpoints.  As  a  date,  the  1878  half  eagle  is 
fairly  elusive  in  uncirculated,  hut  virtually  all  of  those  grade  MS  60 
to  MS  62.  Choice  examples  are  very  scarce.  Population:  4  in  63,  3 
higher  (8/95). 

6217  1879  AU  58  PCGS.  Pleasing,  well  struck  surfaces  with  a  few  small 
abrasions  and  much  remaining  luster. 

6218  1879  MS  62  PCGS.  Lustrous  with  pinkish-gold  highlights  about  the 
borders.  A  scarcer  P-mint  half  eagle  that  hardly  ever  turns  up  in 
uncirculated  condition. 


6219  1879-S  MS  63  PCGS.  Minimally  abraded  with  shimmering  mint 

brilliance  throughout.  The  ‘79-S  five  is  relatively  obtainable  in  AU 
grades,  but  strict  mint  state  pieces  are  quite  scarce  and  almost  always 
heavily  abraded.  This  select  example  is  among  the  nicest  surviving 
examples  available  to  collectors.  Population:  1  in  63,  1  higher 
(8/95). 


6220  1881  AU  55  PCGS.  Sharply  struck  with  good  luster. 

6221  (4)  1888-S  AU  50  PCGS.  A  group  of  four  pieces  of  this  scarce  and 
underrated  date.  Usually  found  no  better  than  VF.  These  are  nice, 
problem-free  coins  for  the  grade.  (Total:  4  coins)

6222  1889  MS  61  PCGS.  A  seldom  offered  Philadelphia  half  eagle,  one 

of  just  7,520  pieces  struck.  The  surfaces  exhibit  the  frostiness  and 
originality  of  a  higher  grade  piece,  but  are  limited  by  numerous  light 
field  marks.  Population:  8  in  61,  11  higher  (8/95). 


High  Grade  189UCC  Five-Dollar 


6223  1891-CC  MS  63  PCGS.  The  popular  ‘91-CC  half  eagle  is  a  fairly 

obtainable  issue  in  grades  up  to  and  including  average  uncirculated. 
Choice  examples,  however,  are  few  and  far  between.  This  minimally 
abraded  specimen  is  struck  in  full  and  displays  the  usual  soft  reddish 
tint  over  the  frosty  surfaces.  Scarce  so  fine  and  very  rarely  seen  bet¬ 
ter. 


6224  1895  MS  62  NGC.  Fully  lustrous  with  attractive  pinkish-rose  color. 

6225  1901/0-S  MS  63  PCGS.  Lustrous  and  well  struck  with  a  few  bagging 
marks.  The  underdigit  is  especially  bold  with  a  distinct  inner  and 
outer  outline  of  the  top  right  portion  of  the  digit. 

6226  1902-S  MS  64  PCGS.  Attractive,  pink-gold  colorations  appear  on 
both  sides  of  this  satiny,  near-gem  example.  As  an  example  of  the 
type  and  grade,  this  lovely  piece  is  outstanding. 


7  1907  MS  62  NGC.  Fully  struck  with  bright  satiny  luster,  marred 

only  by  a  tew  minor  field  marks  to  the  right  of  Liberty.

6228  1880  PR  61  PCGS.  While  the  business  strikes  of  1880  are  among

Only  36  were  originally  minted  and  it  is  estimated  that  today  possi¬ 
bly  fewer  than  ten  survive  in  all  grades.  This  piece  has  exceptionally 
deep  mirrors  in  the  fields  with  high-contrast  devices  that  are  heavily 
frosted.

6231  191 5-S  MS  63  PCGS.  One  of  the  most  challenging  issues  in  the 

entire  series  of  Indian  half  eagles,  the  appearance  of  this  select,  lus¬ 
trous  191 5-S  represents  one  of  the  finest  pieces  obtainable.  It  is  very 
scarce  in  all  grades,  even  circulated,  with  Fine  or  Very  Fine  exam¬ 
ples  not  uncommon  among  the  few  pieces  that  are  extant.

6232  1838  AU  58  PCGS.  Production  of  ten-dollar  gold  pieces  ceased  in 

1804,  but  after  two  Congressional  acts  altered  the  weight  and  fine¬ 
ness  of  gold  coins  in  the  1830s,  the  mint  resumed  production  of  this 
denomination  in  1838.  The  obverse  was  designed  by  Christian 
Gobrecht  and  modeled  after  the  head  of  Venus  in  Benjamin  West’s 
painting  Omnia  Vincit  Amor.  Only  7,200  business  strikes  were  pro¬ 
duced  in  this  initial  year.  Very  few  examples  survive  today,  and  the 
1838  is  an  important  condition  rarity,  termed  “prohibitively  rare 
above  VF”  by  Breen.  This  is  a  mid-condition  census  coin  at  the  AU 
58  level.  Three  mint  state  pieces  have  been  certified  by  the  com¬ 
bined  staffs  of  PCGS  and  NGC,  the  finest  being  MS  62.  This  is  a 
reasonably  well  struck  coin  that  has  slight  softness  on  the  peripheral 
stars  and  the  left  (facing)  leg  of  the  eagle.  The  surfaces  have  a  pro¬ 
nounced  green-gold  color  and  virtually  all  of  the  original  mint  luster 
is  still  intact.  There  is  a  short  mark  between  stars  7  and  8  that  could 
be  used  as  a  pedigree  identifier  as  well  as  a  tiny  spot  below  star  8  just 
above  the  hair  bun.  Formerly  in  the  fabulous  type  set  of  Norman 
Stack  and  photographed  in  his  United  States  Type  Coins — An 
Illustrated  History  of  Federal  Coinage.  Subsequently  sold  by  Norman 
Stack  to  Eric  Streiner  and  eventually  placed  in  the  Warren  Miller 
Collection  of  Eagles.

For  pedigree  purposes,  the  most  distinctive  marks  present  are  a  thin  scratch  above  the  83  in  the 
date,  and  two  short  abrasions  between  the  tip  of  the  bust  and  star  1.  Three  die  cracks  are  noted  on  the  reverse.  An  extraordinary  coin  and  undoubtedly  the 
finest  known  example  of  the  Large  Letters  type.  This  coin  was  at  one  time  owned  by  Ed  Milas,  a  name  synonymous  with  finest  known  and  condition  census 
Coronet  half  eagles,  (bee  Color  rhoto)

6234  1839  Small  Letters  AU  50  PCGS.  An  above  average  example  of 

this  very  scarce,  first  year  type  coin.  Good  portions  of  mint  luster  are 
seen  surrounding  the  devices  and  the  green-gold  color  of  the  coin  is 
quite  pronounced.  Weakly  struck  on  the  hair  curls  around  Liberty’s 
face,  the  surfaces  are  extensively  bagmarked  with  small  abrasions. 
The  most  obvious  ones  are  a  milling  mark  by  star  13  and  a  scrape  by 
star  1 2  on  the  obverse.  A  few  abrasions  are  also  seen  on  each  side  of 
the  eagle’s  head.  A  condition  census  coin. 


Choice  AU  1839  Small  Letters  Ten-Dollar 
Possibly  Second  Finest  Known 


6235  1839  Small  Letters  AU  55  PCGS.  While  sharing  the  same  date  as 

the  Large  Letters  type,  this  is  a  separate  type  altogether,  and  as  an 
issue  the  Small  Letters  coins  are  even  scarcer  than  the  much  better 
known  Large  Letters.  Only  12,447  pieces  were  struck  and  examples 
are  rare  in  any  grade.  The  finest  grade  one  can  usually  expect  to 
locate  is  a  Choice  XF.  This  piece  is  tied  with  a  single  AU  55  as  the 
second  finest  certified  of  this  important  issue.  The  green-gold  color 
of  the  coin  shows  a  light  overlay  of  reddish  patina  that  gives  a  color¬ 
ful  accent  to  the  piece.  Reasonably  well  struck  in  the  centers  with 
the  often  seen  softness  on  the  peripheral  stars.  The  most  significant 
abrasions  for  tracing  the  pedigree  of  this  rare  coin  are:  a  scrape  in 
the  left  obverse  field  out  from  the  bridge  of  the  nose,  and  a  copper 
stain  by  star  6.  A  handful  (possibly  as  many  as  four)  mint  state 
pieces  have  been  cataloged  in  decades  past.  To  date  only  one  has 
been  certified — a  PCGS  MS  62.

Rare,  Low  Mintage  1841-0  Eagle 


6236  1841  MS  62  PCGS.  The  1841  becomes  an  important  condition 

rarity  above  XF  with  only  10-12  examples  believed  known  in  AU 
condition.  In  mint  state  the  1841  is  very  rare  with  only  three  pieces 
certified  by  the  two  leading  grading  services,  this  being  the  finest  of 
the  three.  The  surfaces  have  a  soft,  frosted  mint  luster  with  an  over¬ 
lay  of  rich  reddish  patina.  The  striking  details  are  well  brought  up 
with  especially  strong  definition  on  the  stars.  Only  the  hair  curl 
immediately  above  Liberty’s  ear  is  a  bit  soft.  Two  marks  angle 
toward  each  other  describing  an  inverted  ‘V’  on  the  lower  jawline  of 
Liberty,  this  being  the  most  readily  identifiable  marker  for  pedigree 
purposes. 


6237  1841-0  XF  45  NGC.  The  ‘41-0  is  one  of  the  premier  rarities  in 

the  No  Motto  series  of  tens.  Only  2,500  pieces  were  struck  and  all 
appear  to  have  been  liberally  used  in  the  channels  of  commerce  as 
the  average  specimen  is  both  low  grade  and  heavily  abraded.  The 
mintage  of  2,500  pieces  is  the  lowest  of  the  type  from  1839  to  1859, 
and  the  ‘4TO  has  the  third  lowest  mintage  of  any  eagle  struck  in 
the  New  Orleans  mint.  The  coin  has  bright  green-gold  surfaces. 
Remnants  of  a  prooflike  finish  are  just  faintly  visible  on  each  side, 
and  the  surfaces  are  extensively  abraded,  as  mentioned.  Softly  struck 
on  the  highpoints  of  the  design.

6238  1841-0  AU  55  PCGS.  At  the  time  Akers  wrote  his  auction  survey  of  the  ten-dollar  series  he  remarked  that,  ‘  ...the  1841-0  has  never  been  offered  in  AU  or 

uncirculated  condition  in  public  auction.”  This  is  the  finest  example  certified  by  either  of  the  major  services,  and  it  is  quite  atypical  for  this  issue  in  severa 
regards  The  fields  are  well  mirrored,  but  this  is  the  finish  usually  seen  on  this  issue.  The  striking  details  are  quite  uncommon  though,  being  fully  struck  and 
comparable  to  the  finest  products  of  the  Philadelphia  mint  in  the  1840s.  The  surfaces  are  also  unusually  clean  for  this  normally  heavily  abraded  issue.  This  is 
not  to  sav  it  is  a  perfect  coin,  but  the  abrasions  are  small  and  none  are  large  or  especially  detracting.  The  most  obvious  surface  flaws  one  could  use  for  pedigree 
purposes  are  a  milling  mark  in  the  field  out  from  star  5,  and  a  planchet  flake  out  of  the  upper  reverse  above  the  E  in  STATES.

39  1842  Large  Date  MS  64  PCGS.  A  scarce  and  valuable  early  ten  whose  mintage  of  81,507  pieces  belies  its  true  rarity.  In  lower  grades  there  is  little  difference 

in  rarity  or  price  between  the  Large  and  Small  Date  varieties,  but  in  AU  and  mint  state  the  Large  Date  is  significantly  rarer.  It  is  termed  “prohibitively  rare”  in 
Al  according  to  Breen.  This  is  unquestionably  the  finest  Large  Date  known.  In  fact,  it  is  the  finest  of  either  variety.  This  is  a  coin  that  cannot  fail  to  impress 
the  viewer.  The  mint  luster  is  full  and  rolls  around  the  surfaces  virtually  unimpeded  by  the  abrasions  that  lesser  graded  coins  show.  The  design  elements  are 
sharply  defined  on  each  side  with  only  a  trace  of  weakness  noted  on  several  of  the  stars  on  the  obverse.  There  are  no  singularly  important  or  mentionable  abra¬ 
sions  on  either  side  that  would  aid  in  tracing  the  pedigree  of  this  important  coin.  On  the  reverse  there  are  several  minute  copper  stains  around  the  figure  of  the 
eagle,  and  somewhat  larger  ones  on  either  side  of  TEN  D.  A  magnificent  coin  and  one  of  the  most  visually  impressive  eagles  in  the  Warren  Miller  Collection.

6240  1842  Small  Date  AU  58  PCGS.  The  Small  Date  1842  is  a  bit  less 

rare  than  its  Large  Date  counterpart,  but  is  quite  a  challenging  coin 
to  locate,  nevertheless,  and  one  that  is  especially  elusive  in  higher 
grades.  This  is  an  exemplary  coin  that  shows  just  the  slightest  fric¬ 
tion  in  the  fields.  The  striking  details  are  sharply  defined  for  a  coin 
of  this  era,  and  the  surfaces  show  almost  complete  mint  luster  with 
an  overlay  of  reddish  patina.  Minimally  abraded,  the  most  obvious 
marks  for  pedigree  purposes  are  in  the  field  below  TE  in  STATES 
and  AME  of  AMERICA.  This  piece  is  tied  for  second  finest  certi¬ 
fied,  this  being  the  second  highest  grade  given  hy  either  of  the 
major  grading  services,  exceeded  only  hy  a  PCGS  MS  60.

6241  1842-0  AU  50  PCGS.  The  1842-0  is  a  rather  common  coin  in 
VF  and  even  XF  condition.  It  does  not  become  rare  or  expensive 
until  the  AU  plateau  is  reached.  There  are  very  few  AU  pieces 
known,  being  judged  as  a  low  to  mid  R.7  piece  at  that  level  with 
fewer  than  a  dozen  pieces  believed  to  exist.  The  coin  has  a  distinc¬ 
tive  green-gold  color  overall  with  slight  remnants  of  mint  luster 
seen  surrounding  the  devices.  Some  weakness  is  noted  in  the  cen¬ 
ters,  as  is  usually  the  case,  and  the  coin  shows  minimal  abrasions. 
The  most  obvious  identifiers  for  pedigree  purposes  are  a  horizontal 
milling  mark  on  the  jawline  of  Liberty,  a  tiny  spot  by  star  4,  and  a 
slightly  discolored  area  next  to  the  left  side  of  the  eagle’s  neck. 

6242  1843  VF  30  PCGS.  Triple  Date,  Breen-6861.  Listed  by  Breen  as 
“very  rare.”  This  is  a  mid-grade  piece  whose  green-gold  surfaces 
show  numerous,  tiny  contact  marks  and  a  light  overlay  of  reddish 
patina. 

6243  1843  XF  45  NGC.  Double  Date.  A  conditionally  scarce  Coronet 
ten  that  is  especially  elusive  above  VF.  This  is  a  bright,  evenly  worn 
example  showing  only  a  few  modest  field  marks. 

6244  1843  XF  45  PCGS.  Doubled  Date.  Double  punching  is  noted  on  the 
bottoms  of  all  the  digits  in  the  date.  An  original  coin  (one  of  the 
signatures  of  the  Miller  Collection)  that  shows  moderate  golden- 
orange  color.  A  hit  weakly  defined  in  the  centers  with  only  one 
mentionable  scrape,  that  being  in  the  field  below  the  ES  of 
STATES.

6245  1843  AU  53  PCGS.  Triple  Date,  Breen-6861.  A  second  example 

of  this  rare  variety.  This  piece  is  finer  by  three  points  than  another 
high  grade  Triple  Date  that  we  offered  almost  two  years  ago,  and  it 
is  believed  by  the  consignor  to  be  the  finest  Triple  Date  in  exis¬ 
tence.  This  is  a  sharply  defined  piece  that  shows  good  remaining 
luster  surrounding  the  devices.  Rich  reddish-golden  color  with  dirty- 
gray  accents  on  the  highpoints  of  the  design  elements.

6246  1843-0  AU  53  PCGS.  Among  O-mint  tens,  the  1843-0  is  gener¬ 

ally  considered  a  common  date.  However,  in  AU  condition  it  is 
considered  an  R.7  issue  with  an  estimated  11-13  pieces  believed  to 
exist  in  this  grade  range.  This  is  one  of  the  few  coins  in  the  Warren 
Miller  Collection  that  falls  outside  the  condition  census  for  the 
issue — not  by  much,  but  the  fifth  finest  known  is  believed  to  be  an 
AU  58,  and  one  coin  (the  third  finest)  has  not  been  seen  since 
1965.  Sharply  struck  on  the  stars,  as  usual,  the  central  details  are 
just  a  bit  softly  struck.  The  fields  show  traces  of  prooflikeness  still, 
giving  an  added  brightness  the  surfaces  without  amplifying  the 
importance  of  the  few  abrasions  that  are  present. 


6247  1844  AU  50  PCGS.  The  1844  is  an  exceptionally  scarce  ten  with 

a  low  mintage  of  only  6,361  pieces;  a  mintage  that,  in  this  case,  is  a 
good  indicator  of  how  rare  this  date  really  is.  Part  of  the  reason  this 
issue  is  so  rare  is  because  of  the  hard  times  the  country  experienced 
from  1838-44,  years  of  unemployment  and  starvation.  The  1844  is 
considered  “prohibitively  rare”  in  XF  by  Breen.  Only  a  couple  of 
coins  are  known  in  mint  condition  and  AU  pieces  are  of  the  great¬ 
est  rarity  and  importance.  This  piece  has  bright  yellow-gold  surfaces 
with  a  slight  overlay  of  reddish  patina.  There  are  numerous,  small 
abrasions  scattered  about  each  side,  but  the  most  prominent  surface 
flaws  are  a  couple  of  long  but  shallow  planchet  depressions  that 
radiate  from  the  lower  portion  of  Liberty’s  head  toward  the  rim. 
One  ends  in  the  field  close  to  star  2,  while  the  other  terminates  at 
star  12

This  is  an  uncommonly  well  struck 
piece  that  has  strong  radial  details  on  the  stars  and  complete  central 
detailing  as  well.  The  fields  have  a  hit  of  semi-prooflike  glimmer 
and  the  coin  was  struck  on  a  reddish  tinged  planchet.

series,  “1  have  never  seen  a  strictly  uncirculated  1845  and  only  one 
or  two  that  graded  as  high  as  AU.”  With  that  as  a  preface,  the 
importance  of  this  coin  in  this  grade  is  immediately  apparent.

The  medium  green- 
gold  surfaces  are  peppered  with  numerous  small  abrasions,  the 
largest  of  which  is  a  long  scrape  in  the  left  obverse  field  and  a  couple 
of  nicks  to  the  right  of  the  second  S  in  STATES.

6255  1846  AU  55  PCGS.  A  much  scarcer  coin  than  even  the  low 
mintage  of  20,095  pieces  would  indicate.  The  1846  is  a  condition 
rarity  also  with  most  of  the  known  examples  only  in  the  VF  grade 
range.  XF  examples  are  quite  elusive.  At  the  AU  55  level  this  is  the 
finest  specimen  certified  by  either  PCGS  or  NGC,  and  in  the 
absence  of  a  published  condition  census  for  Philadelphia  coins  we 
would  assume  that  it  is  also  the  finest  known.  The  coin  has  deep 
orange-gold  color  with  several  copper  stains  on  each  side,  one  below 
the  4  in  the  date  and  several  scattered  in  the  reverse  fields  on  each 
side  of  the  eagle’s  neck.  The  fields  are  deeply  prooflike  and  this  adds 
considerably  to  the  overall  attractiveness  of  the  coin  in  spite  of 
rather  extensive  abrasions.  The  most  prominent  mark  is  in  the  left 
reverse  field  below  the  eagle’s  wing.  A  small  scattering  of  marks  is 
also  seen  in  the  field  behind  the  neck  and  lower  hair  of  Liberty.  An

The 
mintmark  is  positioned  above  the  space  between  the  N  and  D,  as 
seen  on  the  Normal  Date,  Thin  Stars  coins,  but  something  is  defi¬ 
nitely  going  on  in  the  date  area  that  precludes  it  from  being  a 
Normal  Date  coin.  Either  way,  this  is  a  rare  and  important  ten  for 
the  specialist.  Weakly  struck  in  the  centers,  as  usually  seen,  the 
weakness  is  especially  pronounced  on  the  eagle’s  left  (facing)  leg. 
Otherwise,  an  original  coin  that  is  minimally  abraded  for  the  grade.

such  on  the  insert.  This  is  the  more  commonly  encountered  over¬ 
date  of  the  year,  showing  part  of  the  knob  of  the  5  within  the  loop 
of  the  6.  Also,  the  mintmark  is  placed  over  the  EN  of  TEN.  While 
called  the  more  “common”  of  the  two  overdate  varieties,  this  use  of 
the  word  must  be  taken  in  context.  It  is  anything  but  common,  and 
is,  in  fact,  quite  rare.  It  is,  however,  the  more  frequently  seen  of  the 
two  varieties,  both  of  which  are  rare  in  the  absolute  sense.  A  mid¬ 
condition  census  coin.  The  surfaces  on  the  obverse  show  three 
planchet  laminations  that  radiate  outward  into  the  fields  from  the 
central  device  of  Liberty.  The  green-gold  surfaces  retain  much  of 
the  original  prooflike  finish  and  show  numerous,  small  abrasions. 
The  most  obvious  mark  is  in  the  upper  reverse  field  to  the  left  of  the 
eagle’s  beak.

A  scarce  and  underrated  date  among  P-mint 
tens,  and  an  issue  that  can  easily  be  lost  amid  the  towering  rarities 
that  surround  it.  At  the  AU  55  level  this  piece  is  tied  with  several 
other  issues  as  fifth  finest  known.  This  is  a  choice  example  of  the 
date.  The  fields  are  semi-prooflike  and  the  coin  overall  has  a  rich 
orange-gold  color.  Just  a  touch  of  striking  softness  is  noted  on  the 
highpoints.  The  only  mentionahle  surface  flaws  are  a  group  of  field 
marks  above  the  eagle  on  the  reverse. 

6262  1848-0  VF  30  PCGS.  A  typical  example  of  this  very  difficult  O- 
mint  No  Motto  eagle.  Akers’  average  grade  for  the  ‘48-0  was  VF  30, 
the  same  as  this  coin.  The  striking  details  are  softly  defined,  as 
always  seen.  Minimally  marked  surfaces  with  a  couple  of  shallow 
scratches  in  the  lower  right  obverse  field. 

6263  1848-0  VF  35  PCGS.  A  slightly  better  example,  the  surfaces  are 
original  and  show  a  deep  green-gold  coloration.  Softly  struck,  as 
usual,  the  only  marks  of  note  are  a  couple  of  old  scratches  in  the  left 
reverse  field  beneath  the  eagle’s  wing.

6264  1848-0  MS  62  PCGS.  The  ‘48-0  is  a  coin  that  is  difficult  to 

locate  in  all  grades.  It  also  may  well  be  the  poorest  produced  ten- 
dollar  struck  in  the  New  Orleans  mint  during  the  1840s.  This  is  pri¬ 
marily  because  of  the  softness  of  strike  seen  on  each  side.  This  piece 
is  typical  in  that  regard  with  some  weakness  noted  on  the  peripheral 
stars,  the  hair  curls  around  Liberty’s  neck,  and  on  the  eagle’s  left 
(facing)  leg.  However,  it  is  quite  atypical  to  find  this  issue  in  mint 
condition.  The  ‘48-0  is  considered  an  R.8  in  uncirculated,  and 
indeed  only  four  submissions  have  been  recorded  by  the  two  major 
services  (all  were  to  PCGS).  According  to  Warren  Miller  and  Jesse 
Lipka,  the  coins  listed  on  the  Population  Report  as  MS  60,  61,  and  62 
are  all  this  single  piece.  It  is  listed  in  Doug  Winter’s  book  on  New 
Orleans  gold  as  the  finest  known  example,  but  his  condition  census 
was  published  prior  to  the  James  Stack  coin  being  encapsulated  as 
MS  67,  making  this  piece  the  second  finest  known.

6265  1849  AU  58  PCGS.  Breen-6888.  The  overdate  of  1849  and  very 

rare  as  such.  The  digits  were  only  partially  effaced  from  the  previous 
year  and  1849  was  placed  a  hit  higher  and  to  the  right  than  1848, 
making  the  overdate  feature  quite  obvious.  Only  the  1  in  the  date 
does  not  show  any  trace  of  the  previous  year’s  date  punch.  The  8 
shows  a  sharply  defined  lunule  to  the  left  and  right  of  the  upper 
loop,  the  4  has  a  thick  shadow  to  the  left  of  the  stand  of  the  second 
punching,  and  the  9  again  shows  clear  partial  arcs  of  a  previously 
punched  8.  This  is  the  later  die  state  with  the  die  crack  from  the 
lower  obverse  rim  through  the  4  in  the  date,  terminating  at  the 
trailing  hair  curls  of  Liberty’s  hair.  Believed  by  Breen  to  be 
unknown  in  uncirculated,  the  Bebee  coin  actually  is  mint  state  and 
finer  than  this  piece,  but  it  is  cleaned.  So,  one  could  say  that  this  is 
the  finest  overdate  known  with  original  surfaces.  The  coin  is  very 
close  to  mint  state  with  near-complete  luster  throughout,  and  a 
moderate  reddish  patina  is  seen  over  both  sides.  Noticeably  weak, 
the  eagle’s  plumage  shows  the  most  conspicuous  area  of  softness.

6266  1849  MS  64  PCGS.  While  the  1849  has  the  reputation  of  being 

one  of  the  more  commonly  encountered  No  Motto  tens,  it  is  actual¬ 
ly  quite  elusive  in  mint  condition.  This  coin  is  illustrative  of 
Warren  Miller’s  relentless  pursuit  of  quality  in  the  building  of  his  set 
of  tens.  Miller  already  had  an  MS  62  coin,  and  for  most  collectors 
that  would  have  been  just  fine.  However,  John  Pasciuti  (NAONE) 
turned  up  this  coin  at  a  Gold  Show  a  few  years  ago.  Wyn  Carner 
knew  that  Miller  would  be  interested  and  he  bought  the  coin  from 
Pasciuti,  and  then  placed  it  with  Miller.  The  coin  is  accompanied 
by  a  letter  from  David  Akers  in  which  he  describes  the  coin  in 
detail  and  expands  on  the  overall  scarcity  of  this  date. 

The  surfaces  are  fully  lustrous  throughout.  There  is  also  faint  evi¬ 
dence  of  die  striations  in  the  fields,  which  lends  a  brightness  to  the 
surfaces  and  intensifies  the  mint  frost.  The  striking  details  are  not 
complete,  but  certainly  not  weak  either.  Star  2  is  flat  and  the  hair 
curls  around  the  face  of  Liberty  are  a  bit  softly  defined  as  are  the 
eagle’s  feathers  on  the  reverse.  Otherwise,  a  well  struck  coin.  The 
only  marks  of  note  are  three  tiny  ones  in  the  left  obverse  field 
around  star  2.  A  backward  L-shaped  lint  mark  is  noted  on  the  lower 
jawline  of  Liberty.

6267  1849-0  AU  55  PCGS.  The  1849-0  is  a  very  elusive  and  underap¬ 
preciated  New  Orleans  eagle.  Called  by  Doug  'Winter,  the  single 
most  underrated  eagle  from  this  mint. ..among  the  most  difficult 
dates  of  this  entire  type  to  locate  in  higher  grades.”  The  typical  '49- 
O  is  weakly  struck,  heavily  abraded,  and  VF  or  XF  at  best.  This 
piece  is  only  weakly  defined  on  the  peripheral  obverse  stars  and 
shows  remarkably  strong  definition  on  the  central  devices.  There 
are  surprisingly  few  abrasions  on  this  coin.  The  most  noticeable 
ones  are  located  on  the  obverse  between  stars  10  and  1 1  and  behind 
the  lower  back  of  the  neck.  On  the  reverse  a  milling  mark  is  noted 
running  parallel  to  the  top  of  the  eagle  s  left  (facing)  wing.

an  underlying  brightness  beneath  the  predominately  green-gold 
color  of  the  coin.  Light  reddish  color  is  noted  toward  the  margins. 
Peppered  across  each  side  with  small  abrasions,  a  scjuare^shaped 
grease  stain  (as  struck)  is  noted  in  the  upper  left  obverse  field,  and  a 
short  nick  is  located  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty. 


6269  1850  Large  Date  MS  63  PCGS.  The  more  frequently  encountered 

of  the  two  date  varieties,  but  still  a  scarcer  coin  and  one  that  is 
rarely  found  any  finer  than  AU.  In  mint  condition,  and  especially 
choice  mint  state,  this  coin  is  of  obvious  importance  to  both  the 
date  as  well  as  the  type  collector.  This  is  the  finest  example  certified 
by  either  of  the  major  grading  services,  and  it  has  stood  for  several 
years  as  the  only  MS  63  certified  by  either  of  the  major  services.

considerable  margin,  and  seldom  seen  any  finer  than  VF.  The  strike 
is  uniformly  weak  throughout  and  the  surfaces  are  bright  golden- 
orange  with  reddish  accents  at  the  margins.  A  heavy  die  crack  is 
seen  across  the  top  of  the  obverse  extending  from  stars  5  through  9. 
This  die  state  is  unlisted  in  Breen,  and  this  coin  may  well  present 
the  terminal  die  state  for  the  Small  Date  obverse.  It  also  suggests 
why  the  Small  Date  obverse  may  have  been  dropped.

A  pleasing  coin  for  the  grade  with  bright  yel¬ 
low-gold  color,  the  surfaces  are  minimally  marked  for  a  gold  coin  of 
this  grade.

6274  1850-0  XF  45  PCGS.  Choice  XF  examples  of  this  issue  are  consid¬ 
ered  a  high  R.6  with  only  20-22  pieces  believed  extant  in  the  the 
XF  40-45  grade  range.  This  piece  has  noticeably  soft  details  on  the 
hair  curls  around  the  face  of  Liberty  and  slightly  stronger  definition 
elsewhere.

6275  1850-0  AU  58  PCGS.  While  not  as  scarce  as  the  two  O-mint 

issues  that  precede  it,  the  ‘50-0  is,  nevertheless,  a  challenging  issue. 
It  is  especially  difficult  to  locate  in  AU  condition,  and  is  considered 
an  R.7  in  that  grade.  This  is  the  second  finest  example  of  this  scarce 
issue.  It  is  exceeded  only  by  the  Eliasberg  specimen  that  grades  MS 
64  by  NGC.  The  striking  details  on  this  coin  are  fairly  typical  for 
the  issue  with  mostly  flat  stars,  but  better  definition  (still  not  com¬ 
plete  though)  in  the  centers.  Rich  orange-gold  color,  there  are  gen¬ 
erous  portions  of  mint  luster  surrounding  the  devices.

Weakly  defined  on  the  peripheral  stars  hut 
sharply  struck  up  in  the  centers.  There  are  numerous  small  abrasions 
peppered  across  both  sides  that  account  for  the  grade,  but  none 
deserve  individual  mention.

6277  1851-0  MS  61  PCGS.  As  specialists  know,  the  1851-0  is  one  of 
the  more  easily  obtainable  O-mint  tens.  That  is,  in  VF  and  XF  con¬ 
dition.  But  in  AU  and  mint  state  it  is  only  marginally  more  avail¬ 
able  than  the  rarest  and  most  highly  respected  tens  from  this 
Southern  mint.  This  is  the  finest  ‘51-0  certified  by  PCGS,  and 
NGC  has  also  graded  only  a  single  piece  MS  61,  and  none  are  finer. 
Apparently  the  common  wisdom  is  true  about  coins  struck  in  the 
New  Orleans  mint — the  coins  were  truly  needed  for  commercial 
reasons,  they  went  into  circulation,  and  they  stayed  there. 
Strikewise,  this  piece  is  fairly  typical  for  the  issue.  The  peripheral 
stars  show  few  radial  lines,  hut  the  central  details  on  each  side  are 
quite  well  defined.  The  green-gold  color  of  the  coin  shows  a  slight 
orange  tinge,  and  the  mint  luster  is  complete.  There  are  a  few  dis¬ 
tinctive  marks  that  will  serve  to  identify  this  piece  in  the  future:  a 
scrape  is  seen  in  the  lower  right  obverse  field  out  from  stars  1 1  and 
12,  a  diagonal  mark  is  located  between  stars  8  and  9,  and  there  is  a 
thin  scratch  above  the  eagle’s  right  (facing)  wing.  All  in  all  a  splen¬ 
did  opportunity  to  acquire  a  condition  census  O-mint  ten

6278  1852  XF  40  PCGS.  Moderately  abraded  with  light  reddish  patina  at 
the  margins. 

6279  1852  AU  50  PCGS.  This  pleasing  AU  specimen  has  bright  yellow- 
gold  color  and  a  few  more  obvious  field  marks  on  the  obverse. 


6280  1852  MS  60  PCGS.  The  rarity  of  this  coin  is  actually  quite  surpris¬ 

ing  for  a  date  with  a  mintage  of  more  than  a  quarter  million  pieces. 
It  is  difficult  in  AU  condition,  and  virtually  unobtainable  in  mint 
state.  This  is  the  first  uncirculated  coin  we  have  offered  in  more 
than  four  years.

6281  1852  MS  62  PCGS.  Noticeably  finer  than  the  MS  60  above,  this 

coin  has  a  completely  different  “look”  as  well.  The  surfaces  lack  the 
rich  reddish-golden  color  on  the  MS  60.  Instead,  this  piece  has 
bright  yellow-gold  color  throughout,  and  the  mint  luster  is  high¬ 
lighted  by  a  faint  semi-prooflikeness.  Sharply  struck  on  most  of  the 
peripheral  stars,  hut  again  a  bit  weak  in  the  centers.  Minimally 
abraded,  the  only  mentionable  surface  flaw  is  a  scratch  from 
between  the  S  and  O  in  STATES  OF,  extending  downward  to  the 
juncture  of  the  eagle’s  wing  and  body.  Tied  for  second  finest  certi¬ 
fied.  Population:  1  in  62,  only  1  finer  (7/95)

6282  1852-0  AU  58  PCGS.  Very  rare  with  a  mintage  of  only  18,000 

pieces,  second  lowest  of  any  O-mint  ten  up  to  this  time,  the  ‘52-0  is 
a  long  overlooked  New  Orleans  rarity.  Quite  a  scarce  coin  in  any 
grade  above  VF,  the  ‘52-0  is  rare  in  XF  and  extremely  rare  in  AU. 
This  date  is  unknown  to  either  PCGS  or  NGC  in  mint  state.  One 
could  reason  that  if  someone  saved  one  of  the  18,000  originally 
struck  from  circulation,  it  has  not  yet  surfaced,  hut  the  odds  of  that 
are  rather  slim.  Even  though  a  total  of  18  AUs  have  been  submitted 
to  both  services,  the  actual  number  of  AU  pieces  extant  is  much 
lower  as  this  coin  has  been  multiply  submitted  in  hopes  of  attaining 
a  mint  state  grade.  This  piece  is  tied  for  finest  known  (and  presum¬ 
ably  finest  .certified)  with  two  NGC  coins.  This  is  quite  an  interest¬ 
ing  coin  from  a  numismatic  point  of  view.  The  obverse  appears  to 
have  a  dished  appearance,  hut  this  may  just  he  from  the  irregular  die 
polish  done  to  that  side,  giving  the  periphery  a  bright,  polished  look 
while  the  center  has  more  of  a  satiny  finish.  The  reverse  is  only 
slightly  reflective.  Rich  reddish-golden  color  throughout  with 
sharply  struck  central  details,  but  softly  defined  on  the  stars.  There 
is  a  horizontal  mark  on  Liberty’s  lower  cheek,  and  on  the  reverse  a 
nick  is  noted  above  the  head  of  the  eagle

6283  1853  MS  64  PCGS.  Once  again,  another  finest  known  example.  A 

total  of  21  mint  state  coins  of  this  date  have  been  certified  by  both 
of  the  major  services  according  to  their  July  statistics.  But  this  is  the 
only  MS  64,  and  it  has  been  so  recently  graded  that  it  is  not  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  July  figures.  This  is  an  absolutely  amazing  coin.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  so  clean  for  a  gold  coin  issued  during  this  time  period  that 
they  will  baffle  even  the  most  jaded  viewer.  The  striking  details  are 
very  well  brought  up,  especially  in  the  centers  of  each  side.  The  stars 
and  the  left  wing  tip  are  a  hit  ill-defined,  however,  but  these  are 
minor  considerations.  The  coin  has  an  even  orange-gold  color  and 
soft,  satiny  luster.  Because  the  surfaces  are  so  clean  it  is  difficult  to 
find  abrasions  that  are  long  enough  or  deep  enough  to  show  up  in 
catalogs  from  years  gone  by  (for  those  who  might  wish  to  trace  pedi¬ 
grees).  In  the  right  obverse  field  there  is  a  shallow  milling  mark 
between  star  12  and  the  back  of  the  neck.  On  the  reverse  a  small 
nick  is  seen  above  the  eagle’s  head,  another  just  to  the  right,  and  a 
tiny,  dot-like  nick  is  noted  beneath  the  eagle’s  left  (facing)  wing. 
Terrific  quality. 


6- 54  185  3/2  AU  50  PCGS.  A  very  scarce  issue  with  fewer  than  40 

pieces  known,  none  of  which  grade  mint  state.  This  is  a  moderately 
abraded  coin  that  shows  a  few  marks  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty  and  a 
small  group  in  the  field  behind  the  neck.  A  bit  softly  struck,  espe¬ 
cially  on  the  stars,  the  coin  overall  has  a  rich  reddish-golden  color 
that  is  quite  attractive.  The  downstroke  of  the  underdigit  is  faintly 
visible  without  magnification,  it  one  knows  exactly  where  to  look. 
With  magnification  it  is  plentifully  obvious,  and  there  is  even  a 
small  corner  of  the  base  of  the  2  visible  on  the  left  side  of  the  lower 
loop  of  the  3. 

6285  1853-0  XF  45  PCGS.  One  of  the  more  available  New  Orleans  No 

Motto  tens  but  rarely  seen  any  finer  than  this  piece.  Light  in  color 
overall  with  a  hint  of  prooflikeness  still  visible  under  the  stars  and 
on  the  reverse.

6286  1853-0  AU  55  PCGS.  Breen-6906,  Normal  Reverse.  While  one 

of  the  more  available  O-mint  tens,  in  AU  condition  the  ‘53-0  is 
quite  elusive  with  an  estimated  17-18  pieces  believed  to  exist  today 
in  that  grade  range.  This  issue  is  unavailable  in  mint  state  from 
either  of  the  major  grading  services.  There  are  two  varieties  of 
reverses  on  1853-0  tens.  One,  the  scarcer  of  the  two,  has  a  “nor¬ 
mal”  reverse  without  the  small  ring  atop  the  second  vertical  stripe. 
The  second  variety  does  show  the  small  circle  on  the  reverse. 
Typical  for  the  issue,  the  striking  details  are  somewhat  soft  on  the 
peripheral  stars  and  on  the  hair  curls  over  the  ear.  This  must  have 
been  one  dazzling  prooflike  coin  when  new.  It  still  has  most  of  the 
original  reflectivity  in  the  fields,  but  it  is  somewhat  subdued  now, 
not  only  from  brief  handling  but  also  from  a  light  layer  of  reddish 
patina  that  has  settled  over  both  sides.

6287  1853-0  AU  58  PCGS.  Breen-6908,  Hollow  Ring  Atop  Second 

Stripe.  A  second  high  grade  example  of  this  O-mint  condition  rari¬ 
ty.  This  piece  is  currently  tied  with  five  others  as  the  finest  certified 
by  the  two  major  services  (4  PCGS  and  2  NGC).  According  to  the 
condition  census  as  laid  out  in  Doug  Winter’s  book  New  Orleans 
Mint  Gold  Coinage,  1839-1909  there  are  three  uncirculated  pieces 
known,  including  one  that  may  be  a  branch  mint  proof.  The  centers 
of  this  coin  are  remarkably  well  defined  with  no  weakness  noted  on 
the  hair  curls  around  the  face  or  on  the  eagle’s  leg  or  breast.  The 
stars  are  weak,  however.  Significant  portions  of  mint  luster  remain 
on  each  side,  and  the  coin  overall  has  a  lovely  orange-gold  col¬ 
oration.  There  are  very  few  surface  flaws  that  can  be  used  as  identi¬ 
fiers  for  pedigree  purposes.  On  the  obverse  there  is  a  tiny  planchet 
void  by  star  5,  and  on  the  reverse  a  small  spot  of  die  polish  is  seen 
below  the  eagle’s  beak.

6288  1854  MS  60  PCGS.  Blundered  Date,  Breen-6911.  A  surprisingly 

scarce  issue  considering  the  mintage  was  a  hefty  54,250  pieces. 
While  relatively  available  in  lower  grades,  the  1854  is  quite  difficult 
to  locate  in  strict  AU  condition,  and  in  mint  state  only  2-3  pieces 
are  believed  known.  The  Blundered  Date  is  an  interesting  mis- 
punching,  no  doubt  attributable  to  James  Longacre  and  his  limita¬ 
tions  as  a  die  sinker.  The  base  and  part  of  the  upright  of  an  extra  1 
can  he  seen  just  above  the  denticles  below  the  left  side  of  the  8  in 
the  date.  Considered  “very  rare”  by  Breen.  This  is  a  mid-condition 
census  coin  that  has  unquestionably  original  surfaces.  Each  side 
exudes  a  warm  reddish-gold  color  with  darker  gray  accents  over  the 
highpoints..Good  luster  characteristics,  the  striking  details  are  well 
brought  up,  but  not  quite  full.  Most  readily  identified  by  a  long 
scratch  that  extends  from  star  2  to  the  point  of  the  bust  and  then 
angles  horizontally  above  the  18  in  the  date. 


6289  1854-0  AU  50  NGC.  Large  Date.  The  underlying  bright  surfaces 

give  added  life  to  the  basic  green-gold  color  of  the  coin.  Added  to 
that  is  a  soft  overlay  of  reddish  and  gray  patina.  A  bit  softly  struck, 
but  uniformly  so.  The  most  noticeable  abrasion  on  the  coin  is  an 
angling  mark  across  Liberty’s  temple  and  onto  the  hair  curls.  A 
scarce  grade  in  which  to  find  this  challenging  issue. 


Attractive  1854-0  Small  Date 


6290  1854-0  Small  Date  AU  50  PCGS.  The  more  common  of  the  two 

varieties  of  the  year,  but  not  by  as  large  a  margin  as  claimed  by 
Akers  (1980).  Taken  as  a  date,  the  ‘54-0  is  comparable  to  the 
1853-0,  and  relatively  available  in  lower  grades.  However,  in  AU 
condition  it  is  quite  scarce  and  a  desirable  issue,  rating  a  high  R.6  in 
that  grade  range.  This  is  an  attractive  example  of  the  Small  Date 
variety  that  shows  bright  green-gold  color  and  traces  of  mint  luster 
surrounding  the  devices.  A  bit  weakly  struck,  as  always.

varieties  ot  this  issue,  the  Large  Date  ‘54-0  is  distinctly  different  in 
size  than  the  Small  Date,  and  could,  in  fact,  be  called  the  “Huge 
Date.  The  larger  date  size  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  mint’s  using 
the  logotype  intended  for  silver  dollars.  This  piece  shows  the  usually 
seen  softness  of  details  that  is  common  to  all  coins  of  this  variety. 
While  not  as  scarce  as  it  was  once  thought  to  he,  the  Large  Date 
54-0  is,  nevertheless,  a  very  elusive  coin  in  AU  condition.  To  date 
U/95),  only  one  coin  is  finer,  a  single  MS  60  piece  certified  by 
PUGS  (see  next  lot).  Like  almost  all  the  coins  from  the  collection 
of  Warren  Miller,  this  piece  is  unquestionably  original.  The  orange- 
gold  surfaces  have  taken  on  an  even  layer  of  reddish  color,  a  patina 
earned  from  the  passage  of  the  decades  since  this  piece  was  pulled 
from  its  brief  stay  in  circulation.  The  signs  of  handling  are  slight, 
with  only  a  short  mark  above  the  eagle’s  head  worthy  of  mention. 
An  important  condition  rarity  among  No  Motto  eagles.

“common  date”  status  might  indicate.  To  date  (7/95)  only  one  mint 
state  piece  has  been  certified  by  the  combined  staffs  of  PCGS  and 
NC  iC2.  This  is  an  extraordinarily  clean  piece  that  has  even  orange- 
gold  color  over  both  sides,  and  a  strong  strike  throughout.

6294  1854-S  MS  60  NGC.  This  is  the  only  mint  state  example  certified 
of  this  issue,  and  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  it  is  also  the  finest 
example  known.  The  surfaces  are  bright  yellow-gold  in  color  and 
show  glowing  mint  luster.  Well  struck  in  the  centers,  the  peripheral 
stars  are  sdftly  struck,  hut  this  detracts  little  from  the  overall  eye 
appeal  of  the  coin.

6296  1855  MS  62  PCGS.  The  1855  is  one  of  the  few  No  Motto  issues 

that  can  occasionally  be  found  in  strict  uncirculated  condition.  It  is 
not  commonly  located  in  mint  state,  but  the  few  pieces  that  do  exist 
are  very  popular  with  collectors.  According  to  the  July  data  from 
PCGS,  this  is  the  only  MS  62  certified  by  PCGS  and  it  is  tied  as  the 
finest  certified  with  one  NGC  coin.  This  is  a  highly  lustrous  coin 
that  shows  slight  reddish-coppery  color  over  the  bright  yellow-gold 
surfaces.  Moderately  abraded,  as  one  would  expect  from  a  coin  in 
this  grade,  the  most  obvious  mark  is  a  long  one  in  the  field  in  front 
of  the  forehead  of  Liberty.  Two  other,  smaller  ones,  are  located  in

1855-0  AU  55  PCGS.  A  very  scarce  O-mint  No  Motto  ten  with  a 
mintage  of  only  18,000  pieces.  But  the  mintage  does  not  begin  to 
convey  the  true  rarity  of  this  issue.  There  are  very  few  ‘55-0  tens 
known  in  any  grade,  and  even  accurately  graded  XF  pieces  are  quite 
rare.  Only  one  coin  is  believed  to  exist  today  in  mint  state,  a  PCGS 
MS  61,  and  this  is  the  second  finest  example  certified.  It  is  also  list- 
ed  as  the  second  finest  known  in  Doug  Winter’s  condition  census. 
Unlike  most  ‘55-0  eagles,  the  centers  of  this  piece  show  only  slight 
softness  of  strike.  The  peripheral  stars  are  irregularly  detailed 
though.  The  surfaces  retain  much  of  the  original  mint  luster  and 
overall  the  coin  displays  a  rich  golden-orange  color.  The  most  dis¬ 
tinctive  marks  that  identify  this  piece  are  a  couple  of  small  nicks 
past  star  13.  As  mentioned  in  the  Norweb  catalog,  the  numerals  in 
the  date  all  show  slight  repunching  on  their  right  sides

VF  25.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  show  numerous  abrasions  scat¬ 
tered  across  each  side  with  a  long  arcing  scratch  in  the  field  above 
the  eagle’s  head.

6299  1855-S  AU  55  PCGS.  This  choice  AU  specimen  is  the  finest  cer- 
tified  by  either  of  the  major  services.  It  is  the  only  AU  55  graded  to 
date  (7/95),  and  the  only  coins  that  are  close  condition-wise  are  a 
couple  of  AU  53  pieces.  NGC  has  not  graded  a  single  ‘55-S  in  AU 
condition.  It  is  also  an  important  rarity  from  the  standpoint  of  avail¬ 
ability  in  any  grade.  In  his  important  reference  work  on  this  series, 
Akers  ranked  the  1855-S  in  the  top  quarter  of  all  tens  according  to 
frequency  of  appearance  in  major  auctions.  This  is  a  splendid  exam¬ 
ple  that  retains  much  of  the  original  mint  luster  and  shows  orange- 
gold  color  throughout.  The  striking  details  are  weakly  defined  over 
the  ear  of  Liberty  and  some  softness  is  noted  on  the  radials  of  several 
stars.  Otherwise,  the  eagle  is  well  brought  up  with  no  localized 
weakness  on  the  leg  or  wing  tip.  On  the  obverse  a  pair  of  milling 
marks  are  noted  on  the  chin,  and  on  the  reverse  the  most  notable 
abrasions  are  a  scratch  in  the  field  below  the  left  (facing)  wing  and  a 
tiny  dig  above  the  T  of  TEN.  Another  singular  opportunity  for  the 
advanced  gold  specialist.

6302  1856-0  AU  50  PCGS.  A  very  scarce  issue  and  an  important  con¬ 

dition  rarity  in  the  No  Motto  series  of  tens.  Three  pieces  have  been 
certified  at  the  AU  55  level,  with  none  finer,  and  this  original  coin 
is  tied  with  several  others  as  second  finest  known  at  AU  50.  Akers 
compares  the  ‘56-0  in  overall  rarity  to  the  1852-0  and  ‘55-0,  and 
is  nearly  as  elusive  as  the  ‘48-0  and  ‘49-0.  An  original  coin,  the 
surfaces  have  a  warm,  coppery  toning  over  both  sides.  Apparently 
copper  stains  are  quite  common  on  this  issue  as  two  of  the  coins  list¬ 
ed  in  the  condition  census  have  stains  either  behind  the  hair  bun  or 
behind  the  lower  curls  of  hair.  This  piece  has  an  almost  identical 
copper  stain  to  the  James  Carter  coin  (Stack’s  1/86),  but  other  fea¬ 
tures  distinguish  this  piece  from  that  one.  This  coin  is  somewhat 
softly  defined,  as  usual.  There  is  a  small  nick  in  the  upper  obverse 
field  in  front  of  the  forelock,  and  a  pair  of  milling  marks  are  noted 
in  the  right  obverse  field  in  from  star  1 1 .

Discovered  by  John  Clapp  before  1942,  the  Large  S 
coins  possibly  represent  the  last  of  three  deliveries  of  eagles  that 
year,  this  final  shipment  consisted  of  only  2,500  coins  delivered  in 
December.  Generally  ‘56-S  tens  are  not  found  finer  than  XF,  and  at 
the  AU  53  level  this  piece  is  tied  with  several  others  as  third  finest 
in  the  condition  census.  This  is  an  attractive  coin  that  has  bright, 
semi-reflective  fields  and  light  orange-gold  color  with  just  a  tinge  of 
red.  Numerous  small  abrasions  are  scattered  about,  the  most  obvious 
ones  are  an  angling  mark  in  the  field  out  from  Liberty’s  eye  and  a 
small  cluster  between  star  8  and  the  top  of  the  hair.

1857  AU  55  PCGS.  One  of  just  16,606  pieces  minted,  the  1857  is 
an  elusive  and  underappreciated  No  Motto  issue  that  has  very  few 
examples  known  in  high  grades.  In  fact,  at  the  AU  55  level  this  is 
the  second  finest  piece  certified  by  the  major  services.  The  finest 
known  is  apparently  an  AU  58  graded  by  NGC.  This  is  a  bright, 
goldeiyorange  coin  that  displays  occasional  portions  of  mint  luster 
around  the  devices.  Well  struck  in  general  with  no  single  area  of 
weakness  on  the  design  elements  on  either  side.  There  are  no  large 
abrasions,  just  a  couple  of  small,  V-shaped  scratches  in  the  upper 
reverse  field  below  the  O  in  OF.

This  is  an  original  coin  whose  green-gold¬ 
en  surfaces  show  a  thin  outline  of  charcoal-gray  incrustations  sur¬ 
rounding  the  stars.  Well  struck  for  an  O-mint  ten  from  this  era,  and 
minimally  abraded  as  well.

6306  1857-0  AU  58  PCGS.  Because  of  the  very  low  mintage  of  only 
5,500  pieces,  third  lowest  among  O-mint  No  Motto  tens,  the  1857- 
O  is  a  fairly  well  known  issue.  While  lower  grade  examples  can  usu¬ 
ally  he  found  for  a  price,  AU  coins  are  very  rare  with  nothing 
known  above  that  level.  This  piece  is  tied  with  one  other  as  the 
finest  certified  by  the  two  major  services.  The  surfaces  are  bright 
with  much  of  the  original  surface  remaining.  The  fields  are  semi- 
reflective  giving  the  coin  an  added  dimension  of  brightness. 
Reasonably  well  struck  for  an  O-mint  ten,  especially  in  the  centers, 
with  some  softness  noted  on  the  peripheral  stars.  The  most  notice¬ 
able  abrasion  is  in  the  field  between  the  forehead  and  star  5.  A  small 
group  of  milling  marks  are  also  seen  in  the  fields  on  each  side  of 
Liberty’s  neck. 

6307  1857-S  VF  25  PCGS.  A  scarcer  S-mint  ten  and  seldom  seen  above 

VF.  This  piece  is  reasonably  well  defined  for  the  grade  with  bright, 
minimally  abraded  surfaces.

6308  1858  AU  50  PCGS.  The  1858  is  one  of  the  legendary  rarities  of 

the  No  Motto  series  of  Coronet  tens.  Its  mintage  was  a  scant  2,521 
pieces,  and  this  combined  with  the  extensive  hype  given  this  date 
50  years  ago  by  Max  Mehl  have  made  the  1858  one  of  the  most 
widely  recognized  dates  in  the  entire  series.  Akers  estimates  that  as 
many  as  25-30  business  strikes  may  exist,  but  Breen  believes  that 
only  12-15  survive.  Diagnostically  correct  with  the  “floating"  hair 
curls  at  the  back  of  Liberty’s  neck  this  is  an  original  coin  that  has 
been  left  to  tone  a  moderate  reddish  color  over  the  years.  The  fields 
are  deeply  mirrored  and  the  striking  details  are  quite  strong  in  the 
center  of  each  side,  but  some  softness  is  noted  on  the  obverse  stars. 
The  most  obvious  surface  flaw  is  a  long  scratch  in  the  left  obverse 
field  below  the  chin  of  Liberty.  Otherwise,  the  fields  are  lightly 
marked  for  a  circulated  prooflike  coin.  An  important,  high  grade 
example  of  this  key  issue  in  the  Coronet  series  of  tens 
Ex:  The  October  Sale,  Part  II  (Stack’s,  10/8 9),  lot  1549.

Immaculately  Preserved  1858  Eagle 
The  Finest  Known  Example  of  This  Famous  Rarity 


6  509  1858  MS  64  PCGS.  When  this  coin  surfaced  more  than  twenty  years  ago  it  was  universally  considered  the  finest  1858  in  existence.  Today  it  is  still  regarded 

as  such,  unapproached  in  quality  by  any  other  coin  of  this  date  (the  NGC  64  is  this  same  coin). 

This  fabulous  coin  first  entered  the  marketplace  in  the  early  1970s.  Rits  and  pieces  of  the  story  have  been  told  previously,  hut  we  believe  this  is  the  first 
rime  it  has  been  told  in  its  entirety.  In  1972  a  man  entered  the  New  York  offices  of  Manfra,  Tordella  and  Brookes.  He  opened  a  small  chamois  pouch  and 
showed  Pam  Nugget  an  1858  eagle  The  coin  was  presented  face  up,  and  because  it  had  such  mint  bloom  he  naturally  assumed  it  had  to  be  an  O-mint.  To 
quote  Paul,  It  was  beyond  comprehension  that  an  1858-P  could  he  presented  over  the  counter  in  such  a  superior  state  of  preservation.”  Naturally  he  bought 
the  coin.  He  then  placed  it  in  the  collection  of  Frank  Bohren.  When  Bohren  died,  his  trust  fund  consigned  the  coin  to  Auction  ‘80  where  it  was  given  a 
lengthy  description  hy  David  Akers  and I  it  realized  $1 15,000.  It  next  passed  to  an  unnamed  intermediary,  from  whom  Andy  Lustig  eventually  purchased  the 
coin.  He  then  placed  it  with  Warren  Miller,  who  kept  it  as  one  of  the  cornerstones  of  his  extensive  collection  of  Liberty  tens. 

The  coin  is  truly  phenomenal,  and  would  be  an  impressive  piece  even  if  it  were  a  common  date.  According  to  the  man  who  originally  sold  it  to  Paul 
Nugget,  this  coin  resided  in  the  same  chamois  pouch  from  the  time  it  was  struck  until  1972.  The  design  elements  are  sharply  defined  in  all  areas.  The  mint  lus¬ 
ter  is  unparalleled  on  any  No  Motto  ten  we  can  remember  having  seen.  It  is  bright,  almost  semi-prooflike,  with  a  cartwheel  effect  similar  to  silver  dollars  from 
the  early  1 880s.  There  are  scattered  portions  of  coppery^reddish  patina  scattered  about  both  sides  and  a  small  grease  stain  is  noted  on  the  tip  of  the  eagle  s  left 
(facing)  wingfip.  Without  a  doubt,  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  prestigious  coins  in  all  of  U.S.  numismatics,  and  we  are  sure  it  will  realize  a  price  com¬ 
mensurate  with  its  rarity,  quality,  and  importance.

6310  1858-0  MS  62  PCGS.  The  1858-0  has  gained  the  reputation  in 

recent  years  as  one  of  the  more  common  mintmarked  No  Motto 
tens.  Prior  to  1985  it  was  considered  “a  rare  date  in  any  condi¬ 
tion.. .Uncirculated  specimens  are  extremely  rare.”  (Akers)  Then  in 
1985  a  small  group  of  somewhere  between  15  and  30  pieces  entered 
the  market  from  a  hoard  found  in  that  year  in  Jackson,  Tennessee. 
Some  of  these  coins  were  even  mint  state,  but  only  average  quality 
uncs.  This  is  an  exceptionally  pleasing  coin,  and  easily  the  finest 
‘58-0  we  have  seen  in  several  years.  It  is  even  possible  that  this  coin 
is  not  from  the  Jackson,  Tennessee  Hoard  as  the  surfaces  are  so  free 
from  abrasions.  If  it  is  a  hoard  coin,  then  it  certainly  is  the  finest 
piece.  The  coin  has  a  moderate  golden-orange  color  and  displays 
rich,  frosted  mint  luster  with  a  pale  gray  overlay  of  patina  from  the 
passage  of  time.  This  is  the  finest  example  known  of  this  popular 
date,  the  only  close  competitor  among  the  coins  certified  by  the 
major  services  is  an  MS  61  by  NGC. 


6311  1858-S  AU  50  NGC.  The  first  of  two  Almost  Uncirculated  1858- 

S  tens — an  extraordinary  opportunity  for  collectors  of  this  series. 
The  central  details  of  this  coin  are  sharply  struck  with  only  slight 
softness  noted  on  several  of  the  peripheral  stars.  Overall,  the  coin 
has  light  yellow-gold  surfaces  with  some  reddish  patina  clinging  to 
the  devices  and  the  recesses  of  the  design.  There  are  almost  no  han¬ 
dling  marks  or  abrasions  on  either  side,  at  least  none  that  could  be 
reliably  used  for  pedigree  purposes.

6312  1858-S  AU  53  PCGS.  The  ‘58-S  is  a  rare  issue  that  is,  in  fact, 

comparable  to  the  more  famous  1858  (but  nowhere  near  as  well 
known).  The  original  mintage  was  an  impressively  low  11,800 
pieces,  and  it  is  seldom  seen  in  any  grade.  Akers  rated  the  ‘58-S  in 
the  top  10%  of  the  entire  series  in  rarity  according  to  frequency  of 
appearance  in  auction.  Almost  all  surviving  specimens  are  VF  with 
a  few  XF  pieces  known,  but  in  AU  this  issue  is  extremely  rare.  Akers 
made  the  statement  in  his  book  on  the  ten-dollar  series  that  he  had 
neither  seen  nor  heard  of  an  AU  or  uncirculated  example.  This  is 
the  finest  example  known  of  this  rare  issue.  The  surfaces  are  unques¬ 
tionably  original.  The  coin  has  a  lovely  orange-gold  color  with  an 
overlay  of  rich  reddish  patina  that  enhances  the  appearance  of  the 
coin  even  more.  Quite  a  bit  of  the  original  mint  luster  remains,  and 
the  only  mentionable  surface  flaw  is  a  mark  between  stars  1  and  2 
Ex:  Stetson  University  Collection  (Bowers  and  M erena,  5/93),  lot 
2042. 


6313  1859  AU  55  PCGS.  The  1859  is  a  rare  date  in  all  grades  and  is 

considered  by  Breen  to  be  “prohibitively  rare  (in)  AU.”  Only 
16,093  pieces  were  struck  and  Akers  only  recorded  the  appearance 
in  auction  of  2  coins  in  AU  over  the  57-year  period  he  surveyed  for 
his  work  on  this  series.  This  is  a  mid-condition  census  coin  with  the 
finest  certified  an  MS  62.  The  surfaces  are  totally  original  and  dis¬ 
play  a  deep,  even,  golden-orange  patina  with  lilac  accents  on  the 
highpoints  of  the  devices.  Much  of  the  original  mint  luster  can  still 
be  seen  around  and  within  the  protected  areas  of  the  design.  Well 
struck  in  the  centers,  but  as  usual,  showing  softness  of  strike  on  the 
peripheral  stars.  While  there  are  a  number  of  field  marks  on  each 
side,  it  would  be  difficult  to  single  one  out  as  more  distinctive  than 
another.

6314  1  859-0  AU  53  PCGS.  The  1859-0  is  the  rarest  O-mint  eagle  and,  in  fact,  is  one  of  the  rarest  coins  in  the  entire  denomination  from  1795  to  1933.  Breen’s 

assertion  that  “fewer  than  12  survive”  may  be  too  low,  with  perhaps  30-35  pieces  being  a  more  accurate  accounting  of  the  total  number  extant.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  a  date  that  is  seldom  seen  in  any  grade  and  at  the  AU  53  level  this  is  easily  the  finest  example  known.  This  piece  is  certainly  above  average  for  an  issue  that 
is  typically  found  heavily  abraded  and  weakly  struck.  The  obverse  stars  are  ill-defined,  but  the  central  design  motifs  are  well  brought  up  with  little  weakness  on 
the  eagle’s  left  (facing)  leg.  Faint  remnants  of  semi-prooflikeness  can  still  be  made  out  beneath  the  rich  reddish  patina  that  covers  both  sides.  Minimally  abrad¬ 
ed  for  the  issue,  the  only  mentionable  mark  is  one  at  the  back  of  the  truncation  of  the  neck.

only  15,105  pieces.  The  1860  is  seldom  seen  any  finer  than  XF  with 
only  a  handful  of  AU  and  mint  state  pieces  known.  This  is  the  sec¬ 
ond  finest  grade  that  has  been  given  this  date  by  either  of  the  major 
grading  services.  The  fields  are  bright  and  flashy  and  the  surfaces 
have  a  warm,  reddish-golden  color  that  is  most  attractive.  The  stars 
are  irregularly  struck  with  some  better  defined  than  others,  and  the 
central  details  are  well  brought  up  on  each  side.  There  are  numerous 
abrasions  scattered  about,  the  most  obvious  ones  being  along  the 
jawline  and  across  the  nose  of  Liberty,  and  on  the  reverse  below  and 
to  the  left  of  the  eagle’s  head  with  one  scrape  between  the  tip  of  the 
olive  branch  and  the  D  in  TEN  D.  Population:  1  in  60,  only  2  finer 
(7/95).

6317  1860  MS  61  PCGS.  An  even  higher  graded  example  and  tied  with 

one  other  piece  as  the  finest  certified  and  presumably  finest  known. 
The  fields  are  bright  and  semi-reflective  with  a  subtly  variegated 
color  scheme.  Overall  the  coin  has  a  rich  reddish-golden  color  hut 
when  closely  examined  a  pale  lilac  patina  is  noted  in  the  fields, 
most  notably  on  the  reverse.  Sharply  struck  throughout  with  only  a 
couple  of  stars  showing  incomplete  radials.  Minimally  abraded  for 
an  MS  61  with  no  mentionable  abrasions  on  either  side. 


6318  1860-0  AU  58  PCGS.  A  few  nice  AU  1860-0  tens  have  surfaced 

over  the  past  decade,  suggesting  the  existence  of  a  possible  small 
hoard  of  this  issue,  probably  from  Jackson,  Tennessee.  Still,  an 
important  condition  rarity  with  only  12-13  pieces  believed  to  exist 
in  AU.  This  piece  is  tied  with  one  AU  58  graded  by  NGC  as  the 
finest  certified.  The  coin  itself  shows  multiple  layers  of  colors  with  a 
semi-prooflike  finish  to  the  fields.  This  underlying  brightness 
enhances  the  pronounced  green-gold  color  of  the  coin  as  well  as  the 
rich  reddish  patina  that  overlays  both  sides.  Generally  well  struck 
with  an  occasional  bit  of  localized  weakness.  The  surfaces  are  only 
moderately  abraded — a  thin  scratch  is  seen  in  the  left  obverse  field 
out  from  the  mouth  of  Liberty  and  there  are  a  couple  of  scuffs  on 
the  cheek.

6319  1860-S  AU  50  PCGS.  A  major  rarity  in  the  Coronet  series  of  tens. 

The  original  mintage  was  a  paltry  5,000  pieces,  and  of  the  few  sur¬ 
vivors  known  today  almost  all  are  clustered  in  the  VF-XF  grade 
range.  According  to  the  most  recent  data  from  the  grading  services 
(7/95),  only  one  other  AU  50  has  been  certified  and  the  finest  grad¬ 
ed  is  AU  53.  This  is  a  fine  looking  example  that  has  rich  orange- 
gold  color  and  faint  traces  of  an  original  prooflike  surface  outlining 
the  devices.  Well  struck  overall  with  only  slight  softness  noted  on 
the  hair  curl  above  Liberty’s  ear  and  on  some  of  the  stars.  Minimally 
abraded,  the  most  notable  marks  are  a  tiny  nick  above  star  1,  a  faint 
copper  stain  by  star  5,  and  a  shallow  scratch  between  stars  10  and  1 1 
Ex:  Stack's  (3/90),  lot  1195. 


6320  1861  AU  58  PCGS.  Rather  extensively  abraded  but  very  lustrous 

and  close  to  mint  state. 
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6321  1861-S  XF  45  PCGS.  The  first  of  two  examples  of  this  very  rare 

issue.  This  is  a  clean  example  of  this  important  absolute  and  condi¬ 
tion  rarity.  The  surfaces  are  a  bright  golden-yellow  with  very  small 
abrasions  seen  on  either  side.  The  only  mark  of  note  is  a  tiny  nick  in 
the  reverse  field  to  the  right  of  the  eagle’s  head.

6322  1861-S  AU  58  PCGS.  An  exceptionally  rare  issue  that  is  even 

more  elusive  than  its  mintage  of  1 5,500  pieces  would  suggest.  Even 
in  XF  Breen  termed  the  ‘6 1  -S  “prohibitively  rare.”  In  AU  only  a 
couple  of  pieces  are  believed  known,  and  none  are  certified  or  even 
rumored  to  exist  in  mint  condition.  This  piece  is  as  close  to  mint 
state  as  one  is  ever  likely  to  find.  It  is  so  close  to  mint  state  that  has 
been  multiply  resubmitted  to  the  services  in  hopes  of  attaining  a 
higher  grade.  As  a  result,  the  population  figures  for  AU  coins  are 
inflated,  but  make  no  mistake  this  is  a  very  elusive  issue  in  near¬ 
mint  condition.  This  is  a  truly  fabulous  example  of  this  rare  date. 
The  mint  luster  is  nearly  complete,  and  the  coin  does  indeed  appear 
uncirculated.  Unlike  most  ‘61 -S  tens,  the  striking  details  are  very 
well  brought  up  in  all  areas.  The  coin  has  a  lovely  reddish-golden 
color,  and  like  most  of  the  Warren  Miller  tens,  the  coin  is  unques¬ 
tionably  original.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  abrasion-free,  the  only 
reliable  markers  for  pedigree  purposes  being  spots  and  variation  in 
color.  On  the  lower  obverse,  near  the  denticles  below  star  1  is  a  tiny 
copper  spot,  and  on  the  reverse  a  faint  grease  stain  (as  struck)  is 
seen  from  the  eagle’s  lower  right  wing  to  the  top  of  the  arrows.

6323  1862  AU  50  PCGS.  An  elusive  issue  at  all  grade  levels  and  consid¬ 

ered  “prohibitively  rare  in  AU”  by  Breen.  Only  10,960  business 
strikes  were  produced  and  obviously  wartime  meltings  took  a  heavy 
toll  on  this  date.  This  date  is  so  elusive  that,  according  to  Akers,  the 
rare  proofs  are  easier  to  locate  than  high  grade  business  strikes.  This 
piece  retains  some  of  the  prooflike  finish  in  the  fields,  as  a  reminder 
of  past  glory,  and  the  reddish-golden  surfaces  have  taken  on  a  mild 
accent  of  lilac  in  the  fields.  Well  struck  in  general,  the  coin  shows 
several  larger  abrasions  that  can  be  used  as  identifiers  for  those  who 
research  pedigrees.  On  the  obverse  a  scratch  is  noted  in  the  field 
behind  the  hair  bun.  On  the  reverse  an  area  of  planchet  roughness 
is  seen  between  the  T  and  E  of  STATES  and  several  horizontal 
marks  are  present  in  the  field  above  the  eagle’s  head.

6324  1862  AU  55  PCGS.  This  coin  is  tied  with  two  others  as  the  finest 

certified — both  PCGS  and  NGC  have  each  certified  another  AU 
55.  The  fields  on  each  side  are  deeply  prooflike  and  this  depth  of 
reflectivity  enhances  the  numerous,  small  abrasions  that  are  pep¬ 
pered  across  each  side.  The  only  marks  that  stand  out  though  are 
one  below  the  eye  of  Liberty  and  another  on  the  cheek  behind  the 
mouth.  Sharply  struck  throughout.

6325  1862  AU  55  NGC.  A  third  example  of  this  scarce  issue.  This  piece 

is  not  quite  as  reflective  in  the  fields,  and  the  striking  details  are  also 
not  as  well  brought  up  as  on  the  PCGS  coin.  Otherwise,  a  compara¬ 
ble  coin  that  shows  light  reddish  patina  and  numerous  small  abra¬ 
sions.  The  most  obvious  marks  that  distinguish  this  piece  for  pedi¬ 
gree  purposes  are  a  vertical  scratch  in  the  right  obverse  field  by  star 
12,  and  a  diagonal  mark  on  the  lower  reverse  below  the  lowest 
arrowhead.  A  rare  opportunity  to  select  between  two  of  the  finest 
known  examples  of  this  important  issue.

6326  1862-S  XF  45  NGC.  One  of  the  more  elusive  San  Francisco  dates 

that  suffered  a  high  attrition  rate  from  heavy  circulation  in  the 
West  where  coinage  was  in  great  demand  for  commercial  transac¬ 
tions.  This  is  a  very  pleasing  example  that  has  bright  yellow-gold 
surfaces  with  slight  accents  of  reddish  patina  surrounding  the 
devices.  Softly  struck,  as  always,  there  are  very  few  abrasions  on 
either  side.  The  most  notable  one  is  seen  next  to  star  4-  Generous 
portions  of  original  mint  luster  remain  for  a  coin  that  has  seen  fif¬ 
teen  points  of  circulation.

6327  1862-S  AU  53  PCGS.  A  very  rare  coin  in  any  grade,  a  fact  only 

hinted  at  by  the  original  mintage  of  12,500  pieces.  This  low  mintage 
coupled  with  an  extremely  low  survival  rate  make  high  grade  pieces 
very  elusive.  In  this  case  “high  grade”  means  XF.  This  coin  seems  to 
be  the  second  finest  known,  being  bettered  only  by  four  coins  at  the 
AU  55  level  (one  PCGS  and  three  NGC).  There  are  apparently  no 
mint  state  survivors  known  today.  Characteristically  weakly  struck 
as  an  issue,  this  example  is  uniformly  soft  over  the  highpoints.  Rich 
orange-gold  color  throughout,  there  are  small  portions  of  mint  luster 
still  to  be  seen  surrounding  the  devices  on  each  side.  Lightly  abrad¬ 
ed,  the  most  noticeable  surface  flaw  is  a  scrape  in  the  right  obverse 
field  out  from  stars  1 1  and  12. 


6328  1863  AU  55  PCGS.  Extremely  rare;  only  1,218  business  strikes 

were  produced  and  as  one  might  imagine,  survivors  are  rarely  seen 
in  any  grade,  with  the  usual  grades  being  VF-XF.  AU  pieces  are 
extremely  rare  and  only  one  mint  state  example  is  known  (an  NGC 
MS  63).  We  believe  this  coin  is  tied  for  second  finest  known  with 
an  AU  55  piece  graded  by  NGC.  The  fields  are  bright  and  prooflike, 
and  we  can  find  no  fault  with  the  striking  details  anywhere  on  this 
piece.  The  surfaces  show  the  usual  abrasions  one  would  expect  from 
a  lightly  circulated  gold  coin  with  prooflike  fields;  the  most  obvious 
marks  that  one  could  use  for  tracing  the  coin’s  pedigree  is  a  nick  in 
the  field  out  from  star  5,  a  scrape  on  the  lower  jawline  of  Liberty, 
and  a  milling  mark  on  the  upper  left  portion  of  the  neck  of  Liberty. 
This  is  a  very  rare  opportunity  to  acquire  a  coin  that  has  been  miss¬ 
ing  in  high  grade  from  most  advanced  gold  collections  assembled

The 
surfaces  are  clean  and  relatively  problem-free,  displaying  some  red¬ 
dish  color.  The  hair  curls  are  well  defined  hut  there  is  slight  softness 
of  strike  noted  on  the  stars  and  the  eagle’s  neck.

6330  1863-S  MS  61  PCGS.  A  true  scarcity  in  the  No  Motto  series  of 

eagles,  both  in  an  absolute  sense  as  well  as  in  terms  of  condition  rar¬ 
ity.  Just  10,000  pieces  were  struck  during  the  height  of  the  Civil 
War,  with  perhaps  fewer  than  one  percent  of  those  surviving  today, 
most  in  well  circulated  grades.  When  David  Akers  commented  on 
this  issue  in  his  book  on  tens  he  wrote,  “When  looking  for  this  very 
rare  date,  one  will  have  to  be  satisfied  with  a  well  worn  example 
because,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  that  is  all  there  is.”  At  the 
time  he  also  was  unaware  of  the  presence  of  any  examples  that  were 
better  than  XF.  This  is  the  finest  example  known  and  certified. 
Only  one  other  piece,  a  PCGS  MS  60,  is  close.  The  rich  orange- 
gold  surfaces  have  a  satiny  texture  and  the  design  elements  are 
almost  fully  struck.  All  in  all  this  coin  is  closer  in  appearance  to  a 
Philadelphia  product  of  the  period  rather  than  one  from  the  San 
Francisco  facility.  The  only  marks  of  any  note  are  a  small  nick 
below  the  first  T  in  STATES  and  a  long,  shallow  V-shaped  scratch 
between  the  upper  berry  on  the  wreath  and  the  E  in  UNITED

6331  1864-S  AU  50  PCGS.  An  extremely  rare  Coronet  ten  that  is  even 

rarer  than  its  mintage  of  2,500  pieces  would  suggest.  Breen  estimates 
that  only  10-12  coins  are  known,  and  using  current  population  data 
(7/95)  as  a  guide,  this  piece  is  tied  with  one  other  AU  50  as  the 
finest  known.  In  Akers  survey  done  some  years  ago,  the  1864-S  was 
tied  for  first  place  in  the  entire  series  in  rarity  according  to  average 
grade  and  was  second  in  rarity  according  to  frequency  of  appear¬ 
ance.  Like  an  XF  40  that  we  offered  almost  two  years  ago,  the  sur¬ 
faces  of  this  piece  are  rather  heavily  abraded  and  show  deep  reddish 
patina  around  the  margins.  The  most  obvious  mark  on  the  obverse 
is  a  long  scratch  along  the  baseline  of  the  truncation  of  the  bust.  On 
the  reverse  there  are  a  series  of  angling  marks  below  S(TATES). 
Softly  struck  in  most  areas  but  most  pronounced  on  the  neck  of  the 
eagle.  An  important  coin  for  the  advanced  gold  specialist. 


6332  1865  AU  55  PCGS.  An  impressive  Civil  War  issue,  the  1865  had 

a  mintage  of  only  3,980  business  strikes.  On  the  odd  occasion  when 
an  1865  is  offered,  it  is  usually  only  VF  or  perhaps  XF  at  best.  Akers 
made  the  comment  in  his  book  on  the  ten-dollar  series  that  he  had 
never  seen  an  1865  above  XF.  Judging  from  the  population  data, 
this  specimen  is  the  third  finest  example  known  and  is  really  quite 
close  to  mint  condition.  The  surfaces  are  extensively  abraded  with 
small  marks,  hut  perhaps  these  are  magnified  unfairly  by  the  reflec¬ 
tive  nature  of  the  fields  on  each  side.  Rich  reddish  color  is  noted, 
and  the  striking  details  are  generally  strong  except  for  softness  over 
the  ear  of  Liberty.  The  most  obvious  surface  flaws  are  around  star  2, 
between  star  4  and  the  face  of  Liberty,  and  a  long  milling  mark 
above  the  head  of  the  eagle.  A  mid-condition  census  example  of 
this  important,  low  mintage  issue.

6333  1865-S  XF  40  PCGS.  Struck  from  the  normal  date  dies,  and 

scarcer  than  the  inverted  date,  the  reverse  is  slightly  doubled,  appar¬ 
ently  struck  from  a  rehubbed  die.  This  is  a  very  rare  issue  and  one  of 
the  most  ifnpressive  condition  rarities  we  have  ever  encountered  in 
any  series.  It  may  well  be  that  the  Normal  Date  1865-S  is  the  rarest 
S-mint  in  the  series,  including  the  1864-S.  At  the  XF  40  level,  this 
coin  is  tied  with  four  other  pieces  (all  NGC  certified)  as  the  finest 
known.  The  only  coin  ever  cataloged  finer  was  the  Miles  specimen 
and  it  has  not  been  seen  since  1968.  Typically  struck,  the  devices 
are  weakly  impressed  on  each  side.  The  surfaces  are  quite  free  from 
post-striking  impairments,  the  only  ones  of  any  note  being  a  curved 
dig  in  the  center  of  Liberty’s  cheek,  a  nick  above  the  eagle’s  head, 
and  another  on  the  eagle’s  neck.  Bright  orange-gold  color  overall, 
there  are  noticeable  bits  of  mint  luster  still  in  evidence  surrounding 
the  devices. 


6334  1865-S  865  Over  Inverted  186  XF  40  PCGS.  A  very  interesting 

“overdate”  that  has  the  first  three  digits  of  the  date  logotype 
punched  upside  down  in  the  exergual  area.  While  not  a  unique 
occurrence,  such  upside  down  punches  are  rarely  encountered.  The 
inverted  date  is  very  scarce,  but  actually  not  as  infrequently  seen  as 
the  normal  date.  Normally  only  seen  in  Fine  or  Very  Fine  condi¬ 
tion,  this  piece  is  far  above  average  and  it  is,  in  fact,  tied  with  one 
other  piece  as  third  finest  certified  (and  presumably  third  finest 
known).  The  finest  is  an  NGC  AU  53  that  was  sold  in  our  February 
‘95  Long  Beach  Sale.  Softly  struck  in  the  centers  on  each  side,  the 
coin  has  rich  reddish-orange  color  throughout.  It  is  distinguished  by 
a  milling  mark  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty  and  a  small  group  of  abra¬ 
sions  around  star  5

6335  1866-S  No  Motto  VF  20  PCGS.  A  lower  grade,  yet  highly  col¬ 

lectible,  example  of  this  rare,  final  year  of  issue  for  the  No  Motto 
type.  This  coin  has  a  certain  charm  even  though  in  a  low  grade,  as 
the  surfaces  are  extraordinarily  clean  for  a  piece  that  has  seen  forty 
points  of  wear.  A  bit  softly  struck,  but  this  matters  less  on  this  coin 
as  the  surfaces  have  been  evenly  worn  from  circulation.  Light  red¬ 
dish  patina. 


6336  1866-S  No  Motto  XF  45  PCGS.  An  extremely  rare  Coronet  ten 

whose  original  mintage  of  8,500  pieces  does  not  begin  to  convey  the 
true  scarcity  of  this  date.  It  is  an  absolute  rarity  with  perhaps  no 
more  than  12-14  pieces  extant  in  all  grades  as  well  as  a  condition 
rarity  with  several  other  XF  45  coins  known,  but  only  two  AU 
pieces  certified  to  date  (7/95).  This  piece  is  a  bit  softly  struck,  as 
were  the  few  other  examples  we  have  seen  in  the  past.  The  reddish- 
golden  surfaces  show  very  few  field  marks,  but  a  couple  of  smaller 
abrasions  are  noticeably  located  on  the  face  of  Liberty.  A  small, 
dark  spot  is  seen  on  the  obverse  rim  between  stars  6  and  7,  and 
another,  large  one,  covers  the  denticles  below  T(EN)  on  the 
reverse. 


6337  1866-S  No  Motto  AU  58  PCGS.  This  is  a  coin  that  combines 

absolute  rarity  that  is  recognized  even  beyond  gold  specialists  with 
unsurpassable  condition.  According  to  Akers’  auction  survey  done 
fifteen  years  ago,  he  ranked  the  ‘66-S  No  Motto  as  third  in  rarity 
according  to  frequency  of  appearance  at  auction,  trailing  only  the 
1875  and  1864-S.  No  AU  coins  were  recorded  in  his  comprehensive 
survey.  This  is  the  only  AU  58  certified  by  PCGS  (7/95),  and  while 
the  NGC  Census  Report  (7/95)  shows  an  AU  58  graded  also,  it  is 
actually  this  same  coin.  Just  a  shade  or  two  lighter  than  the  XF  45 
coin  above  and  a  bit  brighter  overall  as  well,  the  surfaces  show 
noticeable  bits  of  mint  luster  around  the  devices.  Rather  sharply 
struck  for  the  issue,  the  only  weakness  being  that  several  of  the 
peripheral  stars  are  flat  or  show  weakened  radial  details.  For  pedi¬ 
gree  purposes,  the  most  obvious  flaws  are  a  short  nick  on  the  face  of 
Liberty  in  front  of  the  ear  lobe,  and  a  scrape  in  the  field  above  and 
to  the  right  of  the  D  in  TEN  D.

6338  1866  AU  50  PCGS.  Doubled  Date.  A  very  rare  date  with  an 

impressively  low  mintage  of  only  3,750  business  strikes.  This  is  one 
of  the  finest  pieces  known,  most  likely  a  mid-condition  census  coin, 
with  one  mint  state  coin  perhaps  extant  (mentioned  in  Akers’ 
book)  but  none  certified  by  the  two  major  services.  As  with  virtual¬ 
ly  all  the  coins  from  the  Warren  Miller  Collection,  originality  is  of 
paramount  importance.  This  piece  is  unquestionably  original  with 
medium  reddish-golden  surfaces  whose  highpoints  are  accented  by 
deeper  gray  patina,  this  being  especially  noticeable  on  the  wingtips 
of  the  eagle.  Overall  there  are  very  few  marks  on  either  side,  but  a 
larger  one  figures  prominently  on  the  obverse — a  long  vertical  abra¬ 
sion  at  the  end  of  the  point  of  the  truncation  of  the  bust. 


6339  1866-S  Motto  AU  50  PCGS.  The  first  of  two  examples  ot  this 

very  rare  initial  issue  of  the  With  Motto  series.  This  is  a  colorful  and 
obviously  original  example  that  shows  rich  reddish-golden  color 
with  significant  portions  of  lilac  intermixed  in  the  fields.  Well 
struck  in  general,  the  most  obvious  surface  features  that  could  be 
used  for  tracing  the  provenance  of  this  piece  are  two  grease  stains 
that  were  struck  into  the  planchet:  one  at  the  top  of  the  hair  below 
star  8,  and  the  other  on  the  hair  curls  below  the  B  in  LIBERTY.

6340  1866-S  Motto  AU  53  PCGS.  An  exceptionally  rare  and  valuable 

eagle.  In  Akers’  auction  survey  he  conducted  several  years  ago  this 
issue  was  tied  with  several  others  for  seventh  place  in  rarity  accord¬ 
ing  to  average  grade,  and  it  ranked  in  the  top  25%  of  the  series  in 
overall  rarity.  While  two  AU  examples  were  recorded  in  his  survey, 
it  was  suspected  that  these  coins  would  not  hold  up  to  today’s  grad¬ 
ing  standards  as  they  were  sold  in  1968  and  1978.  And  indeed,  as 
recently  as  three  years  ago,  no  AU  examples  had  been  certified. 
Today  three  AU  50  pieces  have  been  graded  (two  PCGS  and  one 
NGC).  This  is  the  finest  certified  and  presumably  the  finest  known. 
Thi  s  is  a  bright  orange-gold  coin  that  shows  good  portions  of 
remaining  luster  around  the  devices.  The  striking  details  are  a  bit 
weak  with  the  peripheral  stars  showing  the  least  definition.  Both 
sides  are  extensively  abraded,  but  the  most  noticeable  marks  are  on 
the  obverse — on  Liberty’s  cheek,  above  the  hair,  and  in  the  field  in 
front  of  the  neck.

6341  1867  AU  55  PCGS.  Very  rare  in  any  grade,  the  1867  is  an  issue 

with  an  impressively  low  mintage  of  only  3,090  pieces.  Attrition  has 
taken  a  heavy  toll  on  this  issue  and  it  is  virtually  an  unknown  coin 
today  to  all  but  specialists  in  this  series.  This  piece  is  tied  for  finest 
known  honors  with  an  AU  55  coin  graded  by  NGC  (a  coin  we  sold 
in  the  FUN  Bullet  Sale,  1993).  The  two  pieces  have  similar  charac¬ 
teristics  as  they  both  were  rather  extensively  abraded  over  prooflike 
fields.  This  piece  is  quite  sharply  struck,  except  on  the  stars,  and 
shows  attractive  orange-gold  color.  The  most  apparent  marks  that 
could  be  used  for  pedigree  purposes  are  a  milling  mark  above  the  7 
in  the  date,  two  short  nicks  on  the  jawline  of  Liberty,  and  a  field 
mark  above  the  bun  in  the  hair.

6142  1867-S  XF  40  PCGS.  Even  at  the  XF  40  level,  the  ‘67-8  is  consid¬ 

ered  an  important  condition  rarity,  being  twenty  points  finer  than 
the  average  grade  encountered.  This  is  a  bright,  yellow-gold  coin 
that  shows  only  faint  traces  of  mint  luster  around  the  devices.  A  bit 
weakly  struck,  as  usually  found,  the  fields  are  moderately  abraded 
with  no  large  or  singularly  distracting  blemishes.

6343  1867-S  AU  55  PCGS.  An  extremely  rare  With  Motto  ten  whose 

mintage  of  only  9,000  pieces  goes  a  long  way  toward  explaining  the 
rarity  of  this  issue.  It  is  such  a  dramatic  condition  rarity  that  when 
Akers  compiled  and  wrote  his  book  on  the  ten-dollar  series,  he 
made  the  statement  that  he  had  never  seen  a  ‘67'S  that  graded  a  full 
XF.  He  ranked  it  as  the  sixth  rarest  issue  in  the  entire  series  by  fre¬ 
quency  of  appearance  in  public  auctions.  No  mint  state  pieces  have 
been  certified  by  either  of  the  major  services.  This  is  the  finest 
example  certified  and  we  would  assume  it  is  also  the  finest  known. 
This  is  an  unquestionably  original  coin  that  shows  dusky  reddish- 
gray  patina  scattered  over  each  side  and  good  portions  of  mint  luster 
are  still  to  be  seen  around  and  within  the  devices.  The  surfaces  are 
moderately  abraded  with  the  most  obvious  marks  being  one  across 
the  highpoint  of  the  cheek  and  a  small  cluster  in  the  lower  right 
obverse  field  below  the  hair  bun. 


6344  1868  AU  55  PCGS.  While  not  as  difficult  as  previous  Philadelphia 

Mint  issues,  only  10,630  business  strikes  were  produced,  making  this 
an  elusive  date  among  With  Motto  tens,  especially  in  higher  grades. 
The  majority  of  survivors  are  in  the  VF  and  XF  grade  range,  this 
piece  being  25  points  finer  than  the  average  grade  usually  seen.  The 
1 868  becomes  a  significant  collector  item  at  the  AU  grade  level  with 
very  few  coins  known.  This  piece  is  tied  for  finest  known  with  one 
other  AU  55,  that  coin  being  certified  by  NGC.  The  fields  show  the 
prooflike  finish  often  seen  on  surviving  high  grade  1868s.  The  strik¬ 
ing  details  are  uncommonly  bold  with  finely  detailed  radials  to  all 
the  stars,  only  the  curl  over  the  ear  shows  any  softness.  Moderately 
abraded  throughout  with  a  long  scratch  seen  below  the  868  of  the 
date,  and  several  marks  prominently  placed  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty.

6345  1868-S  XF  40  ANACS.  The  first  of  three  pieces  of  this  scarce  S- 

mint  eagle.  This  coin  shows  deep  peripheral  patina  with  strong 
underlying  brightness.  Minimally  abraded.

6346  1868-S  AU  50  PCGS.  “Better  than  EF,  it  is  unknown  to  the  best 

of  my  knowledge.”  That  was  how  Dave  Akers  described  the  1868-S 
in  his  comprehensive  survey  of  ten-dollar  gold  pieces.  This  is  a  solid 
AU  coin  and  a  mid-condition  census  example.  A  mere  13,500 
pieces  were  struck  and  only  a  couple  of  handfuls  survive  today  in  all 
grades.  This  coin  has  bright  underlying  surfaces  beneath  a  light 
ruddy  overlay  of  patina  that  covers  both  sides  and  darkens  consider¬ 
ably  around  the  peripheral  devices.  Good  portions  of  mint  luster 
remain,  especially  in  the  more  protected  areas  of  the  devices. 
Noticeably  abraded,  the  most  obvious  marks  are  on  the  obverse  with 
a  pair  of  scratches  between  stars  5  and  6,  and  a  nick  to  the  right  of 
star  6.  A  bit  softly  struck,  but  uniformly  so  throughout.

6348  1869  XF  45  NGC.  An  unprecedented  opportunity  is  present  in 

this  auction  with  the  offering  of  three  high  grade  1869  tens.  The 
appearance  of  three  coins  in  one  sale  does  not  diminish  the  rarity  of 
this  date,  it  simply  means  that  when  a  near-complete,  high  grade 
collection  such  as  that  of  Warren  Miller’s  is  offered  it  has  a  tenden¬ 
cy  to  draw  similar  coins  into  the  same  sale,  other  consignors  hoping 
for  a  “coattail’s  effect”  from  the  primary  collection  being  offered.  As 
with  all  known  examples  of  this  rare  date,  the  fields  show  evidence 
of  heavy  die  polish  and  subsequent  prooflike  mirroring.  Even  after 
15  points  of  wear  the  reflectivity  is  still  apparent.  Otherwise,  the 
surfaces  are  light  in  color  with  numerous  abrasions  scattered  about. 
The  most  obvious  marks  are  a  couple  of  scratches  in  the  field  above 
the  head  of  Liberty,  a  tiny  darker  spot  of  color  above  the  8  in  the 
date,  and  a  long  grease  stain  (as  struck)  in  the  left  reverse  field.

6349  1869  AU  55  PCGS.  An  extremely  rare  date  with  a  mintage  of 

only  1,830  pieces,  the  1869  is  one  of  the  premier  rarities  in  the 
With  Motto  series  and  indeed  among  all  Coronet  tens.  In  fact,  its 
rarity  is  such  that  in  the  past  1869-S  tens  with  a  weak  mintmark 
have  been  offered  as  Philadelphia  coins  and  proofs  have  been 
offered  as  the  rarer  business  strikes.  Rather  surprisingly,  at  the  AU 
55  level  this  piece  is  tied  for  only  the  fourth  finest  known.  It  is 
exceeded  in  grade  by  two  AU  55s,  a  PCGS  MS  62  (see  next  lot), 
and  an  unbelievable  NGC  MS  63  as  the  finest  known.  As  with  all 
1869  tens  the  fields  are  deeply  prooflike,  yet  this  is  definitely  not  a 
proof  as  star  11  shows  diagnostic  repunching  on  several  points  (not 
seen  on  the  proofs).  Sharply,  but  not  quite  completely,  struck  up, 
but  a  well  defined  and  well  balanced  coin.  Peppered  with  numerous 
small  abrasions,  the  most  obvious  ones  are  seen  on  the  reverse  above 
and  below  the  arrowheads.

The  Second  Finest  Known 


6350  1869  MS  62  PCGS.  A  third  example  of  this  rare,  low  mintage,  key 

issue  in  the  series  of  Coronet  tens.  This  is  the  second  finest  certified, 
being  bettered  only  by  a  single  NGC  MS  63.  It  is  truly  an  impres¬ 
sive  coin.  Not  only  are  the  fields  deeply  prooflike,  as  always  seen  on 
this  low  mintage  date,  hut  the  surfaces  are  extraordinarily  free  from 
troubling  abrasions.  A  few  are  present,  as  one  would  expect  from  the 
grade,  but  these  are  mostly  located  in  the  fields  on  each  side  of  the 
neck  of  Liberty.  The  fields,  as  mentioned,  are  deeply  reflective,  and 
the  devices  are  rather  heavily  frosted  also,  yielding  a  two-toned 
cameo  appearance.  This  in  itself  makes  this  a  special  coin  as  such  a 
white  on  black  contrast  is  usually  limited  to  proofs  only.  Yet,  there 
is  no  chance  this  is  a  proof  striking  as  one  can  tell  from  the  extra 
outlines  on  the  11th  star.

6351  1869-S  AU  50  PCGS.  Very  rare  with  only  a  handful  known  in  all 

grades,  the  1869-S  had  a  mintage  of  only  6,430  pieces.  Breen  terms 
this  date  “prohibitively  rare  EF.”  In  Akers’  survey  of  auctions  over 
almost  a  40-year  period  he  recorded  only  32  appearances  in  all 
grades,  only  one  of  which  was  an  AU  with  two  uncirculated  pieces. 
According  to  the  most  recent  data  from  the  major  certification  ser¬ 
vices,  this  piece  is  tied  with  several  others  at  the  bottom  of  the  con¬ 
dition  census  (if  one  considers  that  to  he  composed  of  the  top  five 
best  coins,  not  six).  This  is  an  unquestionably  original  coin  that  has 
rich  reddish  patina  surrounding  the  devices  on  each  side  with  tiny 
portions  of  mint  luster  still  in  evidence  as  well.  A  bit  softly  struck. 
The  surfaces  are  lightly  abraded,  the  most  obvious  mark  is  a  long 
scratch  below  the  left  (facing)  wing  of  the  eagle.

6352  1870  AU  50  PCGS.  A  rare  P-mint  eagle  in  any  grade,  only  3,990 

business  strikes  were  produced  with  the  vast  majority  of  pieces  in 
the  VF  and  XF  grade  range.  Pieces  grading  higher  than  XF  are  of  the 
greatest  importance  and  rarity.  Akers  notes  that  he  had  seen  “only 
one  that  graded  as  high  as  AU,”  and  no  uncirculated  pieces  have 
surfaced  in  the  last  fifty  years.

6353  1870'CC  XF  40  PCGS.  While  there  are  six  Carson  City  issues  in  the  eagle  series  that  have  lower  mintages,  none  are  rarer  than  the  legendary  1870'CC.  Only 

1 0'  1 2  pieces  are  estimated  by  Breen  to  exist  today  in  all  grades,  and  in  fact,  the  ‘70'CC  is  comparable  in  rarity  to  the  even  more  famous  ‘70-CC  double  eagle. 
This  piece  is  tied  with  several  others  at  the  XF  40  level  as  fourth  finest  known.  While  the  pedigrees  of  many  of  the  other  condition  census  coins  may  he  known 
or  traceable,  this  is  the  first  time  this  coin  has  been  offered  at  public  auction.  It  was  discovered  in  Europe  several  years  ago  and  sold  to  Mark  Yaffe,  who  in  turn 
placed  it  with  Warren  Miller.  It  should,  however,  be  easy  to  trace  in  future  auctions  because  of  several  prominent  abrasions  on  each  side.  On  the  obverse  a 
scratch  extends  from  below  the  nose  of  Liberty  to  the  underside  of  star  4,  and  a  dense  cluster  of  milling  marks  is  located  in  the  right  field  out  from  star  1 1.

Condition  is 
naturally  a  problem  with  this  date  and  most  survivors  are  VF  or  XF 
at  best.  Only  one  mint  state  piece  has  been  certified,  and  this  AU 
50  is  tied  with  several  others  at  the  lower  end  of  the  condition  cen¬ 
sus.  As  with  all  examples  we  have  seen  of  this  issue,  the  fields  are 
deeply  prooflike  (no  doubt  the  die  polish  never  had  a  chance  to 
wear  off  the  dies  with  only  1,790  strikes).  The  striking  details  are 
well  defined  also,  and  both  sides  exhibit  a  rich  overlay  of  reddish 
patina  that  does  little  to  diminish  the  flash  from  the  prooflike  fields.

6358  1871-CC  AU  55  PCGS.  A  significant  coin  for  the  specialist  for 
two  reasons.  First,  of  course,  it  is  a  key  issue  in  the  very  popular 
Carson  City  series  of  tens,  of  which  relatively  few  survivors  are 
known  from  the  original  mintage  of  only  7,185  pieces.  But  even 
more  importantly,  the  1871-CC  is  generally  found  only  in  well  cir¬ 
culated  condition,  with  a  low-end  VF  being  the  average  coin 
encountered.  That  places  this  choice  AU  close  to  the  top  of  the 
condition  census.  In  fact,  it  is  the  only  AU  55  certified  by  the  major 
services,  and  is  bettered  only  by  the  recently  discovered  MS  62  that 
came  from  Europe.  Contrary  to  the  appearance  of  most  ‘71-CC 
eagles,  this  piece  has  smooth,  clean  fields.  The  overall  appearance  is 
very  pleasing  with  good  amounts  of  original  mint  luster  remaining, 
and  light  reddish  patina  spread  over  each  side.

She  was  a  widow  and  had  returned  to  the 
States  after  living  in  Brazil  for  almost  forty  years.  Her  husband  had 
purchased  the  piece  in  the  1940s  and  kept  it  in  his  collection.

condition  rarities  as  well.  To  quote  David  Akers,  “There  are  a  num¬ 
ber  of  specimens  below  the  VF  grade  but  only  a  few  better.”  This 
date  has  been  well  known  to  collectors  as  a  major  rarity  for  many 
years.

6176  1875  XF  45  PCGS.  The  1875  ten-dollar  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins,  regardless  of  denomination.  Onh  100  business  strikes 

were  produced,  and  estimates  of  survivors  range  from  5-6  pieces  (Akers)  to  4-6  (Breen).  In  Akers’  comprehensive  auction  survey  he  found  that  the  1875  had 
fewer  auction  Appearances  than  any  other  date  in  the  denomination.  Of  the  few  surviving  pieces  of  this  date,  none  are  high  grade  At  the  XF  45  level,  this 
niece  is  tied  with  one  other  as  the  second  finest  certified,  these  two  only  being  bettered  by  a  single  AU  50  graded  by  NOC.  The  fields  of  this  piece  show  the 
remnants  of  a  deeply  reflective  finish,  and  both  sides  are  peppered  with  numerous  small  abrasions.  The  most  obvious  marks  are  a  long  one  ,n  the  upper  obverse 
fieTd  out  from  the  juncture  of  the  forehead  and  hair,  and  a  scratch  is  also  noted  below  star  1 .

any  grade  and,  in  fact,  was  tied  for  first  with  two  other  issues  in 
Akers’  survey  in  rarity  according  to  average  grade.  At  VF  25  this 
coin  is  actually  above  average  for  the  issue  with  the  average  grade 
being  only  VF  20.  Perhaps  because  of  the  grade,  this  piece  does  not 
show  the  weakness  of  detail  characteristically  seen  on  examples  of 
this  date.  There  are  a  few  minor  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  devices 
are  quite  clean  with  the  only  noticeable  blemish  being  a  short  mark 
at  the  front  of  Liberty’s  neck.

6379  1876  AU  55  PCGS.  The  1876  has  an  impressively  low  mintage  of 

only  687  business  strikes,  second  lowest  in  the  entire  Coronet  series, 
only  the  1875  has  a  lower  emission.  The  1876  is  even  rarer  than  the 
much  better  known  1858.  Only  12-15  pieces  are  believed  extant 
today,  and  most  survivors  are  only  VF  with  a  few  XF  examples 
known.  This  is  the  finest  1876  certified  by  PCGS  (7/95)  and  it  is 
tied  at  that  level  by  a  single  NGC  AU  55  (see  next  lot).  The  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  of  this  year  are  distinguished  from  proofs  by  the  lack  of 
rust  pits  on  the  neck  of  Liberty  and  by  the  presence  of  die  file  marks 
below  LIB  and  through  ERTY  in  LIBERTY.  The  fields  are  fully 
prooflike  with  attractive  pinkish-orange  color.  A  number  of  abra¬ 
sions  are  seen  on  each  side  which  are  unfairly  amplified  by  the 
depth  of  reflectivity  on  each  side.  The  most  obvious  marks  for  pedi¬ 
gree  purposes  are  a  horizontal  nick  in  the  lower  obverse  field  by  the 
truncation  of  the  neck  and  a  scrape  above  star  10.  On  the  reverse  a 
long  mark  is  seen  above  the  upper  arrowhead.  A  spectacular  rarity 
and  one  of  the  key  holdings  in  the  collection  of  Warren  Miller 
Ex:  1985  G.N.A.  Sale  (Mid' American,  5/85),  lot  1564;  Heck 
Dodson  Collection  (Mid' American,  5/92),  lot  397. 


6380  1876  AU  55  NGC.  A  second  example  of  this  important  rarity  in 

the  ten-dollar  Liberty  series.  Tied  with  the  previous  lot  tor  finest 
certified,  and  we  would  assume  also  tied  for  finest  known.  The  fields 
on  this  piece  are  nowhere  near  as  reflective  as  they  are  on  the  previ¬ 
ous  lot,  yet  they  do  show  a  bright,  semi-prooflike  glimmer.  Well 
struck  but  not  showing  quite  full  detailing,  with  just  a  bit  of  high- 
point  definition  missing  on  the  hair  curl  over  Liberty’s  ear.  The  sur¬ 
faces  show  a  bright  yellow-gold  color  with  a  few  more  obvious  abra¬ 
sions  scattered  about.  The  most  noticeable  marks  for  tracing  the 
pedigree  of  this  important  coin  are:  a  long  scratch  along  the  baseline 
of  the  truncation  of  the  neck,  three  short  nicks  in  the  left  obverse 
field  in  front  of  the  neck,  and  a  nick  in  front  of  the  nose  on  the 
obverse.

6381  1876-CC  AU  50  PCGS.  A  rare,  key  date  Carson  City  issue  that  is 

one  of  the  scarcest  of  all  CC  gold  coins.  Only  4,696  coins  were  pro¬ 
duced  and  very  few  are  extant  today  in  any  grade,  with  few  exam¬ 
ples  known  above  the  VF  grade  level.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  pieces 
known,  and  is  ranked  at  the  bottom  of  the  condition  census.  The 
surfaces  are  totally  original  and  show  rich  reddish-coppery  color 
with  gray-lilac  accents  over  the  more  exposed  areas  of  the  coin. 
Weakly  struck,  as  always,  with  a  couple  of  distinctive  marks  for 
pedigree  purposes.  There  is  a  darker  colored  vertical  scrape  in  the 
left  obverse  field  out  from  stars  3  and  4,  and  two  small  milling  marks 
are  seen  in  front  of  the  point  of  Liberty’s  chin.  An  obviously  origi¬ 
nal,  high  grade  example  of  this  important  CC  ten. 


6382  1876-CC  AU  58  PCGS.  This  piece  is  listed  as  the  finest  known  on 

the  condition  census  in  the  Winters-Cutler  reference  on  Carson 
City  gold.  There  is,  however,  a  second  AU  58 — an  NGC  coin — but 
we  have  no  way  to  rate  that  coin  in  comparison  to  this  one,  and  will 
assume  this  piece  remains  the  finest  known.  In  terms  of  absolute  rar¬ 
ity,  the  ‘76-CC,  with  its  mintage  of  4,696  pieces,  is  virtually  on  a 
par  with  the  1870-CC,  of  which  only  5,908  pieces  were  struck.  The 
fields  are  bright  and  prooflike,  this  finish  giving  the  rather  deep  red- 
dish-golden  color  of  the  coin  an  added  dimension  of  brightness  and 
eye  appeal.  Softly  struck  on  the  hair  curls,  as  always,  but  quite  well 
defined  on  the  peripheral  stars  as  well  as  on  the  eagle’s  plumage. 
Distinguished  by  a  short,  diagonal  scratch  up  from  star  1  on  the 
obverse,  a  short  mark  above  the  T  in  TEN  on  the  reverse,  and  a 
couple  of  darker  toning  spots  in  the  reverse  fields.  A  memorable 
offering  of  this  rare  and  highly  respected  Carson  City  issue

6383  1876-S  VF  20  PCGS.  A  rare  and  underappreciated  With  Motto 

ten  whose  mintage  of  5,000  pieces  is  the  second  lowest  among  S- 
mint  tens  (second  to  the  1860-S).  It  is  also  one  of  the  unsung  con¬ 
dition  rarities  in  the  series  with  very  few  pieces  known  above  VF. 
This  is  an  original  piece  that  has  evenly  worn  devices  and  consider¬ 
able  reddish  color  on  each  side.  A  milling  mark  is  noted  behind  the 
nose  of  Liberty,  but  nothing  else  on  the  coin  is  worthy  of  mention. 


6384  1876-S  AU  50  PCGS.  The  mintage  for  this  issue  was  only  5,000 

pieces,  the  second  lowest  for  any  San  Francisco  eagle,  trailing  only 
the  1864-S  and  tied  in  that  regard  with  the  1860-S.  As  might  be 
expected,  this  coin  is  considered  rare  in  any  condition,  this  piece 
being  a  mid-condition  census  specimen  with  only  two  pieces  certi¬ 
fied  in  higher  grades,  a  PCGS  AU  53  and  an  NGC  AU  55.  In  terms 
of  condition  rarity,  Akers  ranked  the  ‘76-S  near  the  top  of  the 
series,  in  the  top  10%  of  all  ten-dollar  issues.  This  is  a  distinctive 
coin  that  has  much  to  recommend  it  visually  in  spite  of  a  few  abra¬ 
sions.  Significant  portions  of  mint  luster  are  present  around  and 
within  the  devices,  and  the  coin  overall  has  a  pleasing  reddish-gold¬ 
en  appearance.  The  most  obvious  surface  flaws  are  two  parallel 
milling  marks  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty,  one  beginning  behind  the 
nose  and  the  other  behind  the  mouth.  On  the  reverse  a  nick  is 
noted  between  the  S  and  O  in  STATES  OF,  and  another  is  located 
in  the  field  out  from  the  E  in  AMERICA.  Just  a  bit  softly  struck.

6385  1877  AU  53  PCGS.  As  a  date,  1877  carries  a  certain  cachet  across 

all  denominations  as  there  are  so  many  rare,  low  mintage  issues  from 
this  year.  This  is  a  very  rare  ten-dollar  Liberty.  Only  797  business 
strikes  were  originally  produced,  making  it  one  of  the  rarest  issues  in 
the  entire  series.  Only  the  1875  and  1873  are  scarcer  among 
Philadelphia  dates.  Most  of  the  few  surviving  business  strikes  are 
evenly  distributed  among  the  VF  and  XF  grades.  At  the  time  he 
wrote  his  book  on  this  series,  Akers  had  only  seen  one  AU  and  one 
uncirculated  example  of  the  1877.  Today  no  mint  state  pieces  have 
been  certified,  and  at  the  AU  53  level  this  specimen  is  tied  with 
one  other  as  second  finest  certified  (an  NGC  coin)  and  it  is  bettered 
only  by  an  NGC  AU  55.  As  with  all  1877  tens,  the  fields  are  deeply 
reflective.  In  the  past  there  has  been  some  confusion  between 
prooflike  business  strikes  and  proofs,  but  in  Breen’s  1988  opus  he 
published  the  diagnostics  for  business  strikes  that  includes  weak  out¬ 
lines  to  the  scroll,  and  a  weak  second  stripe  at  top  and  bottom.  The 
surfaces  show  numerous  small  to  moderate  sized  abrasions,  the  most 
notable  of  which  are  by  star  5  and  close  to  star  1 1.  There  are  also 
deep  coppery-red  and  blue  stains  between  the  top  of  the  hair  and 
star  8  and  by  the  denticles  between  stars  1  and  3.  On  the  reverse  a 
few  small  marks  are  clustered  in  the  field  below  the  eagle’s  left  (fac¬ 
ing)  wing.  Reasonably  well  struck  throughout. 


6386  1877-CC  AU  55  PCGS.  A  rare  and  highly  desirable  Carson  City 

ten  with  a  mintage  of  only  3,332  pieces,  third  lowest  of  any  eagle 
from  this  mint.  This  issue’s  overall  rarity  is  rated  a  low  to  mid  R.5, 
but  in  AU  it  is  significantly  higher  with  only  5-6  pieces  believed 
extant,  making  it  a  high  R.7  in  this  lofty  grade.  This  is  the  finest 
example  certified.  It  is  listed  as  the  second  finest  known  on  the 
Winters-Cutler  condition  census,  being  exceeded  by  a  coin  David 
Akers  saw  more  than  twenty  years  ago,  but  is  now  untraced.  This  is 
an  extraordinarily  pleasing  example  that  is  refreshingly  free  from  the 
abrasions  that  usually  plague  this  issue.  The  natural  green-gold  color 
of  the  coin  has  taken  on  a  rich  coppery  overtone  that  is  most  evi¬ 
dent  toward  the  rims.  The  central  details  are  softly  defined,  as 
always.  Identifiable  for  pedigree  purposes  by  reddish-coppery  patina 
on  the  obverse  rim  from  3  to  5  o’clock,  a  scrape  in  the  field  behind 
the  head  of  Liberty,  and  several  small  abrasions  clustered  in  the  field 
left  of  the  eagle’s  neck

6387  1877-S  XF  45  PCGS.  A  very  rare  and  underappreciated  issue,  the 

1877-S  is  of  comparable  scarcity  to  the  1876-S,  hut  perhaps  not 
quite  as  well  known.  At  the  XF  45  level,  this  piece  is  far  above  aver¬ 
age  for  the  issue  with  the  average  grade  recorded  hy  Akers  as  VF  25. 
This  is  an  obviously  original  coin  whose  surfaces  show  deep  reddish 
color  (more  so  on  the  reverse)  with  accents  of  dull  gray  patina  on 
the  highpoints  of  the  design  elements.  Well  struck  on  the  obverse 
but  showing  considerable  softness  on  the  eagle’s  plumage  on  the 
reverse.  Minimally  abraded.

6388  1877-S  AU  55  NGC.  A  significant  condition  rarity  at  the  AU 

level,  there  are  no  mint  state  coins  certified  and  none  were  auc¬ 
tioned  as  such  in  any  of  the  major  gold  sales  Akers  surveyed  over  a 
forty-year  period.  This  coin  is  tied  for  finest  certified  with  another 
AU  55,  a  coin  graded  hy  PCGS.  This  is  a  bright,  well  struck  piece 
that  shows  significant  portions  of  mint  luster  around  the  devices. 
Lightly  marked  in  the  left  obverse  field  and  showing  a  couple  of 
minor  abrasions  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty  as  well. 


6389  1877-S  AU  58  PCGS.  A  rare  and  underappreciated  issue  among 

With  Motto  tens,  the  ‘77-S  had  a  mintage  of  only  17,000  pieces  and 
the  vast  majority  of  survivors  are  VF  with  a  few  XF  coins  known.  In 
AU,  this  date  is  a  major  condition  rarity  and  comparable  to  the  bet¬ 
ter  known  1876-S  (but  priced  significantly  lower).  This  piece  is  tied 
with  several  others  at  the  AU  58  level  as  the  finest  certified,  and 
this  small  group  is  presumably  also  tied  for  finest  known  as  no  mint 
state  pieces  have  been  certified  and  none  were  recorded  in  Akers’ 
auction  survey  data.  This  is  a  piece  that  will  undoubtedly  be  appre¬ 
ciated  for  its  original  surfaces  as  well  as  its  high  grade.  The  coin  has 
almost  complete  mint  luster,  and  might  actually  pass  for  mint  state 
but  for  slight  friction  seen  in  the  fields.  The  underlying  bright,  frost¬ 
ed  yellow-gold  surfaces  have  taken  on  a  slight  overlay  of  reddish 
patina  that  assures  the  viewer  of  the  original  nature  of  this  piece. 
Just  a  bit  soft  on  the  hair  curls  around  the  face,  the  peripheral  stars 
are  uncommonly  well  defined.  The  most  obvious  marks  that  can  be 
used  for  pedigree  purposes  are  a  long,  thin  scrape  in  the  lower  right 
obverse  field,  a  short  nick  in  the  center  of  Liberty’s  cheek,  and  a 
short  field  mark  above  the  dot  left  of  TEN  D.

6390  1878  MS  64  PCGS.  An  uncommon  date,  the  1878  is  a  condition 

rarity  among  the  later  issues  in  the  Coronet  series,  being  especially 
elusive  in  mint  state.  This  lovely  piece  is  tied  for  finest  certified 
with  a  single  NGC  MS  64  coin.  The  surfaces  are  truly  extraordinary 
on  this  piece.  Bright,  satiny  mint  luster  and  tully  struck  throughout, 
the  only  mark  that  keeps  this  coin  from  the  gem  classification  is  a 
short  one  on  the  back  of  Liberty’s  jawline.

6391  1878-CC  AU  55  PCGS.  A  very  rare  Carson  City  ten  that  has  an 

impressively  low  mintage  of  only  3,244  pieces.  From  the  original 
mintage  one  can  immediately  deduce  that  this  is  an  important  rari¬ 
ty,  but  it  is  also  a  significant  condition  rarity  that  is  seldom  seen 
above  VF  (when  seen  at  all).  In  AU  the  ‘78-CC  is  considered  a 
high  R.7  issue  with  an  estimated  4-5  pieces  believed  extant.  Using 
the  current  (7/95)  data  from  PCGS  and  NGC,  this  piece  is  tied  for 
second  finest  known  with  an  NGC  coin.  Both  are  exceeded  in  grade 
by  an  NGC  MS  63.  The  bright  semi-reflective  green-gold  surfaces 
are  minimally  abraded  for  a  coin  that  spent  brief  time  in  the  chan¬ 
nels  of  commerce.  The  diagnostic  “bar”  is  seen  on  the  lower  neck  of 
Liberty  as  well  as  the  die  clash  marks  on  the  reverse — all  assurances 
of  the  coin’s  status  as  a  product  from  the  Carson  City  mint.  A  short, 
vertical  mark  is  noted  at  the  back  of  the  truncation  of  the  neck  of 
Liberty  and  there  is  also  a  slightly  darker  spot  of  color  to  the  left  of 
star  13.  Just  a  bit  softly  struck,  as  usually  seen  on  this  issue.  An 
important  Carson  City  issue.

6394  1878-S  XF  40  PCGS.  A  third  example  of  this  scarce  With  Motto 

eagle.  This  piece  is  similar  to  the  other  XF  40  in  that  both  are 
unquestionably  original,  untampered  coins.  The  surfaces  have  a  pro¬ 
nounced  reddish-coppery  tone  with  “dirty  gray”  patina  overlaid  on 
the  devices.  A  bit  softly  struck  in  the  centers  with  less  detailing  on 
the  peripheral  stars. 


6396  1878-S  AU  58  PCGS.  Very  rare  in  any  condition  and  seldom 

available  any  better  than  XF,  today  the  ‘78-S  is  one  of  the  most 
respected  condition  rarities  in  the  series  of  With  Motto  tens.  Over 
the  past  ten  years  this  date  has  really  come  into  its  own.  This  was 
due  in  large  part  to  Akers  glowing  account  of  its  rarity  in  all  grades, 
where  he  wrote  in  part:  “...I  can  think  of  no  U.S.  gold  coin  of  com¬ 
parable  rarity  that  has  been  more  ignored  and  lightly  regarded  than 
the  1878-S  eagle.”  This  piece  shows  even  reddish  color  over  both 
sides  with  bright  underlying  surfaces,  and  slight  softness  of  strike  on 
the  highpoints  of  the  design  elements.  The  most  obvious  surface 
flaws  are  a  long  abrasion  in  the  lower  right  obverse  field  beneath  the 
hair  bun,  and  on  the  reverse  a  short,  horizontal  mark  is  seen  above 
the  leftmost  leaf  on  the  olive  branch.  A  mid-condition  census  coin, 
most  likely  the  third  finest  known. 


6395  1878-S  XF  45  NGC.  The  ‘78-S  is  considered  scarce  as  an  issue  and, 

even  as  an  XF  45,  a  condition  rarity.  NGC  has  only  certified  one 
mint  state  example  of  this  issue.  Some  rich,  reddish-gold  patina  out¬ 
lines  the  devices  and  the  strike  is  certainly  respectable,  although  not 
quite  full.

6397  1878-S  MS  64  PCGS.  The  1878-S  ten-dollar  is  scarce  in  any  condition  and  is  seldom  available  better  than  XF.  In  AU  it  is  highly  prized  and  quite  a  pricey 

item.  This  is  the  only  mint  state  coin  certified  to  date  by  either  of  the  major  services,  and  it  has  been  seen  by  both  PCGS  and  NGC,  and  both  have  given  it  the  same 
grade.  It  is  far  and  away  the  finest  piece  known  and  will  undoubtedly  be  of  great  interest  to  many  collectors  of  this  series.  The  fields  are  fully  prooflike  on  both 
sides.  The  design  elements  are  fully  brought  up  also.  As  for  identifying  marks,  the  most  obvious  one  is  a  small  dig  in  the  upper  reverse  field  between  the  S  and 
O  in  STATES  OF.  There  is  also  a  shallow  scratch  in  the  field  below  TRUST.  On  the  obverse  there  is  a  mark  that  runs  roughly  parallel  to  the  front  of  the 
coronet.  We  have  to  wonder  where  this  coin  came  from.  Is  there  some  significance  to  the  polishing  evident  from  the  dies  and  the  fullness  of  strike?  Was  there 
some  special  person  or  occasion  that  prompted  the  striking  of  this  piece?  Sadly,  we  will  never  know.  But  we  are  left  with  the  tangible  object  that  remains  1 17 
years  after  the  fact  as  the  finest  example  known  of  this  scarce,  branch  mint  issue.  (See  Color  Photo)

6398  1879  MS  61  PCGS.  Overdate,  Breen-6993.  While  not  officially 

sanctioned  hy  either  of  the  major  grading  services,  this  is  a  fairly 
obvious  overdate.  The  lower  left  loop  of  an  8  is  plainly  evident 
within  the  lower  loop  of  the  9.  A  rare  variety  and  only  the  second 
or  third  piece  we  can  remember  having  seen.  According  to  Breen 
(1988)  only  two  mint  state  pieces  are  known.  The  coin  is  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  letter  of  authenticity  from  Walter  Breen,  dated  March  1, 
1991.  In  the  letter  he  states  this  overdate  was  struck  from  a  previ¬ 
ously  unknown  obverse  die.  He  renders  a  drawing  of  the  9/8  from  a 
view  done  at  20-power  magnification.  The  finest  we  have  seen  is  an 
MS  62.  This  is  a  fully  lustrous  example  that  is  well  struck  with  rich 
reddish-golden  color  overall.  A  scrape  and  a  few  small  blemishes  in 
the  left  obverse  field  account  for  the  grade.  A  copper  stain  is  noted 
on  the  upper  reverse  above  the  second  S  in  STATES.  Accompanied 
by  a  letter  of  authenticity  by  Walter  Breen  that  verifies  this  coin  as 
an  overdate.

(384,770  pieces),  the  1879  is  uncommon  in  mint  state  and  of  the 
greatest  rarity  in  near-gem  condition.  This  is  the  finest  PCGS  coin 
certified,  and  it  is  only  challenged  as  the  finest  known  by  a  single 
NGC  MS  64-  Fully  struck,  the  surfaces  have  a  rich  satiny  luster. 
There  are  very  few  marks  on  either  side,  and  the  coin  has  the  over¬ 
all  eye  appeal  of  a  full  gem.  A  short  mark  is  noted  to  the  right  of  star 
1  on  the  obverse,  and  a  horizontal  abrasion  is  seen  on  the  reverse 
below  the  eagle’s  right  (facing)  wing.

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Solid  Condition  Census  1879-CC  Ten-Dollar 


6400  1879-CC  AU  53  PCGS.  This  is  the  date  with  the  lowest  mintage  of  all  CC  Liberty  eagles  with  only  1,762  struck.  Even  though  it  is  considered  to  be  slightly 

less  rare  than  the  1870-CC,  it  is  a  date  that  is  next  to  impossible  to  acquire.  Most  of  the  pieces  that  have  been  offered  in  the  past  few  years  are  Fine  and  VF.  An 
estimated  35-45  pieces  are  believed  extant  in  all  grades  today.  In  AU  the  ‘79-CC  is  of  the  highest  order  of  rarity,  considered  a  high  R.7  with  only  4-5  pieces 
believed  known.  Listed  in  the  Winters-Cutler  reference  as  the  fourth  finest  known,  this  piece  might  actually  be  raised  in  the  condition  census  to  third  or  second 
if  a  side-by-side  comparison  were  made  with  this  piece  and  the  #2  and  #3  coins.  The  fields  retain  some  semi-reflectivity,  giving  the  orange-gold  color  of  the  coin 
an  underlying  brightness  and  added  eye  appeal.  Just  a  bit  softly  struck  on  the  hair  curls  and  on  the  left  side  of  the  eagle.  A  few  marks  distinguish  this  important 
coin.  A  hairline-thin  scratch  juts  from  the  top  of  Liberty’s  head,  a  vertical  mark  is  seen  in  the  middle  of  Liberty’s  cheek,  and  a  group  of  marks  are  noted  in  the 
field  out  from  star  12.  These  latter  abrasions  are  very  similar  to  the  plate  coin  in  Akers’  reference  hut  close  examination  reveals  their  arrangement  is  slightly  dif¬ 
ferent.  An  important  offering  for  the  Carson  City  specialist.

The  First  of  Three  Offered 


6401  1879-0  XF  40  PCGS.  Even  though  we  have  three  examples  of  this 

rare  issue  in  the  same  auction,  one  should  not  think  the  ‘79-0  is 
anything  less  than  a  very  rare  coin.  As  sometimes  happens  when  an 
important  collection  crosses  the  auction  block,  other  collectors  and 
dealers  consign  their  rarities  also,  hoping  for  a  “coattail’s  effect” 
from  the  primary  collection  being  offered.  As  the  first  New  Orleans 
ten-dollar  of  the  type  (and  an  eminently  collectible  coin  as  such), 
there  surely  are  three  buyers  for  the  three  ‘79-0  tens  consigned. 
Akers  likened  the  ‘79-0  to  the  near  legendary  1883-0,  a  far  better 
known  coin  with  an  even  lower  mintage.  All  examples  of  this  rare 
date  are  prooflike  to  some  extent,  and  so  it  is  with  this  coin.  Even 
after  twenty  points  of  wear  the  fields  still  retain  a  reflective  sheen 
beneath  the  rich  reddish  patina  that  covers  both  sides.  A  bit  softly 
struck,  the  only  surface  flaw  one  might  use  for  pedigree  purposes  is  a 
small  milling  mark  just  to  the  right  of  the  9  in  the  date. 


6402  1879-0  XF  45  PCGS.  A  second  example  of  this  major  gold  rarity, 

this  piece  shows  even  more  of  a  prooflike  finish  in  the  fields.  The 
surfaces  have  a  bright,  yellow-gold  color  and  are  quite  well  struck. 
Minimally  abraded  for  fifteen  points  of  wear.  An  important  offering 
of  this  key  issue.

6404  1879-S  MS  62  PCGS.  A  common  coin  in  anything  less  than  mint 

state,  but  a  condition  rarity  in  uncirculated  grades.  This  is  the  finest 
piece  certified  by  either  of  the  major  services.  The  fields  are  bright 
and  semi-prooflike,  and  the  striking  details  are  fully  brought  up.  A 
couple  of  marks  on  the  reverse  keep  the  coin  from  an  even  higher 
grade:  a  large,  vertical  abrasion  in  the  field  below  ER  of  AMERICA, 
and  a  couple  of  smaller  ones  below  the  eagle’s  right  (facing)  wing. 
The  bright,  yellow-gold  color  has  a  pale  accent  of  reddish  patina  in 
the  fields,  and  a  copper  stain  is  noted  in  the  left  obverse  field  out 
from  the  base  of  the  neck.

6405  1880  MS  64  PCGS.  A  common  coin  in  uncommon  condition,  this 

is  the  highest  grade  given  by  either  PCGS  or  NGC  with  only  two 
others  certified  as  MS  64  (one  by  each  service).  An  unquestionably 
original  coin,  there  are  several  charcoal-gray  incrustations  noted 
around  the  denticles  on  the  obverse.  Fully  struck,  the  lustrous  sur¬ 
faces  are  minimally  abraded  and  exude  a  warm,  reddish-golden 
color. 


6403  1879-0  AU  55  PCGS.  An  extremely  rare  With  Motto  eagle.  The 

‘79-0  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  in  the  ten-dollar  series.  It  is  a  sig¬ 
nificant  coin  in  that  it  is  the  first  eagle  struck  in  the  New  Orleans 
mint  after  an  18-year  lapse  in  production  occasioned  by  the  Civil 
War  and  its  aftermath.  It  also  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any 
eagle  from  this  mint,  with  only  1,500  pieces  produced.  Possibly  only 
35-40  pieces  survive  in  all  grades  according  to  the  Winters-Cutler 
reference.  This  issue  was  missing  from  the  Garrett  Collection  and 
Amon  Carter  did  not  have  one  either.  Eliasberg’s  was  only  VF  20, 
and  Norweb  had  an  AU  50.  According  to  the  most  recent  (7/95) 
data  from  each  of  the  major  services,  this  is  the  second  finest  piece 
certified,  being  exceeded  by  two  at  the  AU  58  level.  The  fields  are 
prooflike,  as  this  issue  is  invariably  found,  and  the  medium  yellow- 
gold  color  has  a  rich  overlay  of  reddish  patina.  A  few  marks  are  seen 
on  each  side,  the  most  important  ones  being  a  group  of  tiny  nicks  in 
the  lower  obverse  field  from  below  the  chin  to  between  stars  2  and 
3,  a  thin  scratch  runs  from  above  star  5  to  the  coronet,  and  an 
angling  mark  is  seen  above  the  period  after  TEN  D. 


Second  Finest  Known  1880-CC  Eagle 


6406  1880-CC  MS  60  PCGS.  A  scarce  issue  overall  with  only  11,190 

business  strikes  produced.  Of  that  number  it  is  estimated  that  per¬ 
haps  120-140  pieces  are  extant  today  in  all  grades.  While  relatively 
obtainable  in  VF  and  even  XF  grades,  the  ‘80-CC  is  a  very  elusive 
item  in  AU  and  only  3-4  pieces  are  believed  known  in  strict  mint 
condition.  This  piece  is  listed  on  the  Winters-Cutler  condition  cen¬ 
sus  as  the  second  finest  known,  even  though  three  other  MS  60 
pieces  are  listed  on  the  NGC  Census  Report.  This  piece  has  bright, 
semi-prooflike  fields  and  is  unusually  well  struck  with  none  of  the 
usual  softness  encountered  over  the  ear  of  Liberty  or  on  the  periph¬ 
eral  stars.  The  surfaces  have  a  medium  orange-gold  color  with  gray 
overtones  of  patina  that  indicate  untampered  originality.  Minimally 
abraded  for  the  grade  with  the  most  noticeable  marks  in  the  left 
obverse  field  in  front  of  the  neck  of  Liberty. 


Sharply  Struck  AU  53  1880-0  Eagle 


6407  1880-0  AU  53  PCGS.  At  the  AU  53  level  this  piece  just  misses 

the  lower  range  of  condition  census  for  the  issue  with  the  fifth  finest 
example  listed  as  AU  55+.  Sharply  struck,  as  is  often  the  case,  this  is 
a  bright  golden-orange  coin  that  shows  significant  portions  of  origi¬ 
nal  mint  luster  around  the  devices.  A  long  scrape  is  noted  in  the 
upper  obverse  field  out  from  stars  4  through  6. 


6408  1880-0  AU  53  PCGS.  An  elusive  New  Orleans  ten,  one  of  just 

9,200  pieces  originally  produced,  and  a  coin  that  is  rarely  seen  in 
grades  above  XF.  This  well  struck  example  has  rich  orange-gold 
color  and  numerous  small  abrasions.  The  most  obvious  surface 
blemishes  are  a  longer  mark  on  the  bottom  of  Liberty’s  neck,  and  a 
spot  beneath  the  ER  in  AMERICA. 


6409  1881  MS  63  PCGS.  Fully  struck  with  even,  deep,  orange-gold 

color.

6410  1881  MS  65  PCGS.  Normally  considered  a  common  date,  the 

1881  is  conditionally  scarce  above  MS  63.  This  is  the  only  MS  65 
certified  of  this  date  by  either  of  the  major  services.  The  devices  are 
fully  struck  and  both  sides  have  a  rich,  satin-like  texture.  There  are 
no  mentionable  abrasions  or  spots  on  either  side  of  this  pristine 
gem.

641 1  1881-CC  MS  62  PCGS.  While  a  few  XF  and  AU  coins  have  sur¬ 

faced  in  Europe  over  the  past  ten  years,  the  existence  of  these  coins 
has  not  increased  the  availability  of  mint  state  examples  of  the  ‘81- 
CC.  This  is  still  a  rare  issue  in  uncirculated  grades  with  an  estimated 
9-10  pieces  believed  extant.  This  is  the  finest  coin  certified  by 
either  of  the  major  services  (7/95)  and  it  is  listed  as  the  #3  coin  on 
the  Winters-Cutler  condition  census.  Sharply  struck  throughout, 
the  coin  has  deep  orange-gold  surfaces  that  are  minimally  abraded 
for  the  grade.  In  fact,  there  are  no  singularly  distracting  or  even 
obvious  abrasions  on  either  side  that  could  reliably  be  used  for  pedi¬ 
gree  purposes. 


6412  1881-0  XF  40  NGC.  A  scarce  late  date  O-mint  and  one  of  just 

8,350  pieces  minted.  Original  green-gold  surfaces  with  several  char¬ 
coal-gray  incrustations  around  the  denticles. 


6413  1881-0  AU  55  PCGS.  A  mid-condition  census  example  of  this 

scarce  and  conditionally  challenging  O-mint  ten.  Rated  a  low  to 
mid-R.7  in  AU  condition  with  only  9-11  examples  believed  extant. 
This  is  a  fully  struck  coin  that  shows  deep  prooflike  fields  on  each 
side.  The  original  surfaces  have  a  deep,  even  reddish-gold  color,  and 
numerous  small  abrasions  are  peppered  across  both  sides,  none  of 
which  are  of  singular  or  mentionable  importance.

64H  1882-CC  AU  58  PCGS.  A  splendid,  near-mint  example  of  this 

rare  and  underrated  Carson  City  issue — the  scarcest  CC  eagle  struck 
after  1879.  While  three  mint  state  pieces  are  reported  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  census,  none  have  been  certified  by  either  of  the  major  services 
above  AU  58,  and  precious  few  in  that  grade.  This  piece  is  listed  on 
the  Winters-Cutler  condition  census  as  tied  with  several  others  as 
the  fourth  finest  known.  The  surfaces  have  a  bright  yellow-gold 
color  and  show  much  remaining  mint  luster.  Quite  well  struck  with 
only  minor  softness  noted  on  the  hair  curls  around  the  face  of 
Liberty.  Three  milling  marks  are  noted  in  the  lower  left  obverse 
field  and  another  extends  onto  the  neck  of  Liberty.  An  important 
absolute  as  well  as  condition  rarity  in  the  With  Motto  series. 


6415  1882-0  AU  50  PCGS.  A  very  scarce  O-mint  ten  and  seldom 

located  in  AU  or  better  condition.  This  piece  has  remnants  of  an 
original  prooflike  surface  on  each  side,  and  there  are  several  moder¬ 
ate  sized  handling  marks  on  each  side,  including  the  face  of  Liberty. 
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Choice  Prooflike  AU  1882-0  Ten-Dollar 


6416  1882-0  AU  55  PCGS.  A  very  scarce  date  and  an  important  con¬ 

dition  rarity  in  AU  condition  that  merits  a  high  R.6  rating  in  this 
grade.  This  piece  has  full  prooflike  fields  on  each  side  and  is  well 
struck  throughout.  Obviously  original,  the  coin  has  a  rich  overlay  of 
reddish  patina  with  several  charcoal-gray  incrustations  scattered 
around  the  peripheries.  A  copper  stain  is  seen  next  to  the  eagle’s 
head  on  the  reverse. 


6417  1882-0  AU  58  PCGS.  Most  survivors  of  the  1882-0  are  in  the  VF 

to  XF  grade  range.  Only  a  handful  of  mint  state  pieces  are  known, 
giving  this  lovely  borderline  uncirculated  example  real  merit  and  a 
condition  census  rating.  Once  again,  the  fields  are  prooflike  and  the 
coin  is  obviously  original  with  an  overlay  of  rich  reddish  patina  on 
each  side.  A  pair  of  intersecting  scratches  are  noted  in  the  left 
obverse  field,  and  there  are  several  small  grease  stains  at  the  top  of 
the  vertical  stripes  on  the  shield  on  the  reverse.

6418  1883  MS  63  PCGS.  A  rare  date  in  the  better  mint  state  grades,  the 

average  1883  is  only  XF  45  according  to  Akers.  This  is  one  of  the 
finest  examples  known  of  this  conditionally  scarce  issue  with  PCGS 
having  only  certified  another  five  pieces  in  MS  63  and  none  finer 
(7/95).  Superb  pinkish-golden  colored  luster,  the  surfaces  are  mini¬ 
mally  marked  for  the  grade,  and  the  design  elements  are  sharply 
struck  throughout.

6419  1883-CC  MS  60  PCGS.  An  important  condition  rarity  among 

Carson  City  tens.  The  ‘83-CC  is  a  high  R.7  in  mint  state  with  an 
estimated  4-5  pieces  known,  hut  only  this  and  another  MS  60  (grad¬ 
ed  by  NGC)  have  been  certified  in  mint  state.  This  is  the  #1  coin 
listed  on  the  Winters-Cutler  condition  census  for  Carson  City  gold. 
As  with  all  the  coins  in  Warren  Miller’s  collection,  originality  is 
important,  and  it  is  especially  evident  on  this  piece.  The  surfaces 
show  even,  reddish-golden  color  with  a  significant  overlay  of  gray 
patina  on  each  side.  Well  struck  and  minimally  abraded,  a  couple  of 
tiny  marks  are  evident  in  the  reverse  field  just  left  of  the  eagle’s  left 
(facing)  leg

6420  1883-0  AU  50  PCGS.  One  of  the  rarest  of  all  the  With  Motto 

eagles.  The  mintage  for  this  date  was  a  mere  800  pieces.  Contrast 
this  with  the  mintage  of  the  1883-0  dollar  (8,725,000  pieces),  the 
only  other  denomination  produced  at  New  Orleans  in  1883,  and  it  is 
easy  to  see  where  their  attention  was  focused.  As  a  result,  the  ‘83-0 
has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  New  Orleans  eagle.  It  only  trails  the 
1875  and  1873  for  the  lowest  mintage  in  the  entire  Coronet  series. 
This  piece  shows  just  the  faintest  trace  of  prooflikeness  in  the  fields. 
The  centers  are  well  struck  hut  the  peripheral  stars  are  weak,  as 
always.  Rich  orange-gold  color  is  seen  over  both  sides  with  an  out¬ 
line  of  lilac  around  the  devices.  There  are  several  surface  flaws  that 
help  identify  this  important  coin.  On  the  obverse  is  a  nick  at  the 
bottom  center  of  the  truncation  of  the  bust,  a  milling  mark  is  seen 
above  star  2,  and  another  is  located  behind  the  lower  truncation  of 
the  bust.  Struck  from  the  “Tilting  Left”  reverse  die,  a  die  variety  dis¬ 
covered  by  Ron  Guth  while  cataloging  the  1994  ANA  Sale. 


6421  1883-0  AU  58  PCGS.  This  is  the  finest  known  1883-0  ten-dol- 

lar.  It  is  listed  as  the  #1  coin  on  the  Doug  Winters  condition  census 
with  the  mention  that  it  “was  evidently  found  in  a  Savannah, 
Georgia  collection  and  was  later  sold  by  a  New  York  dealer  to 
another  collector.  It  may  possibly  be  the  Golden  1:2738  coin.”  The 
New  York  dealer  was  Winthrop  Carner  and  the  collector  he  sold 
the  piece  to  was  Warren  Miller.  The  surfaces  overall  are  bright,  and 
the  fields  are  prooflike,  giving  the  piece  an  element  of  eye  appeal 
missing  from  most  of  the  ‘83-0  tens  extant.  The  striking  details  are 
well  defined  in  the  centers,  with  the  usual  flatness  seen  on  the 
peripheral  stars.  A  small  mark  is  noted  on  the  jawline  of  Liberty, 
and  another  nick  is  seen  in  the  upper  obverse  field  at  the  tip  of  the 
coronet.  Rich  golden-orange  color  covers  both  sides  of  this  amazing 
rarity.  Only  30-35  pieces  are  believed  to  exist  in  all  grades,  and 
while  one  piece  was  sold  in  1962  as  uncirculated  (the  Golden  1 
piece  mentioned  above),  it  is  doubtful  that  any  of  this  issue  exist 
today  in  strictly  uncirculated  condition.  Like  the  AU  50  piece 
above,  this  coin  was  also  struck  from  the  “Tilting  Lett”  reverse  die. 


6422  1883-S  AU  58  NGC.  The  bright,  lustrous  surfaces  show  a  couple  of 

long  scratches  across  the  obverse.  Seldom  seen  finer  than  AU. 


Outstanding  1884  Eagle 


6423  1884  MS  64  PCGS.  This  date  can  best  be  summed  up  as  David 

Akers  did  in  his  1980  opus  on  the  ten-dollar  series:  “The  1884  is 
definitely  not  a  common  date.”  It  is  scarce  even  in  circulated  grades, 
and  really  quite  elusive  in  mint  condition.  At  the  MS  64  level,  this 
is  the  only  coin  so  graded  by  PCGS  and  is  tied  for  finest  known  by 
an  NGC  coin.

Warren  gave  Erik  a  list  of  dates 
he  needed  for  his  set  of  tens,  and  sent  him  out  hunting.  Soon,  he 
returned  with  the  news  that  he  had  located  one,  an  1884-  What  he 
found  was  this  fabulous  coin — the  only  mint  state  example  known 
at  the  time.  The  surfaces  are  nothing  short  of  amazing.  The  luster  is 
thick  and  heavily  frosted  and  the  color  is  bright  and  multi-hued 
with  piqkish-gold,  red,  and  lilac  interspersed  across  each  side.  The 
striking  details  are  fully  brought  up  throughout.  The  only  mark  of 
note  for  pedigree  purposes  is  a  short  nick  in  the  left  obverse  field  out 
from  the  chin  of  Liberty.

6424  1884-CC  MS  60  PCGS.  A  rare  Carson  City  ten  with  a  mintage  of 

only  9,925  pieces  and  a  condition  rarity  as  well,  being  seldom  seen 
above  the  VF-XF  level.  Very  few  high  grade  ‘84-CC  tens  are  known 
and  this  is  the  finest  we  have  seen.  Only  one  other  mint  state  piece 
has  been  certified  by  PCGS  with  another  MS  60  graded  by  NGC 
(7/95).  This  is  the  #2  coin  on  the  Winters-Cutler  condition  census, 
and  it  is  exceeded  only  by  Harry  Bass’  specimen  which  has  not  been 
seen  publicly  since  1969.

The 
most  apparent  surface  flaws  are  a  couple  of  marks  in  the  lower 
obverse  field  out  from  star  1,  and  another,  smaller  cluster  below  the 
hair  bun.  Struck  from  the  Breen-7019  dies,  which  are  distinguished 
by  a  pair  of  chisel  marks  on  the  neck  of  Liberty  and  a  widely  spaced 
CC  mintmark.  Even  though  Breen  states  a  second  variety  exists 
without  the  chisel  marks,  none  have  been  reported  to  date. 


6425  1884-S  MS  60  PCGS.  Well  struck  with  bright  mint  luster,  but  a  bit 

too  baggy  to  grade  any  higher.

Struck  from  heavily  striated  dies,  the  evidence  of  which  plainly 
shows  in  the  right  obverse  field. 
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Desirable  Gem  1922  Grant  with  Star 


6530  1922  Grant  with  Star  MS  65  PCGS.  The  surfaces  are  extremely 

well  struck  for  the  variety  and  show  a  lovely,  lustrous  sheen,  even 
beneath  the  gray  and  golden  toning  that  is  intermixed  over  both 
sides.  A  rare  high  grade  example  of  this  key  commemorative  half 
dollar. 


Superb  MS  66  Hudson 


6531  1935  Hudson  MS  66  NGC.  A  most  unusual  coin  to  locate  in 
grades  better  than  MS  64,  most  Hudson  halves  are  extensively 
abraded  and  very  few  attain  the  65  level,  much  less  this  lofty  condi¬ 
tion.  There  are  very  few  marks  that  interrupt  the  soft,  frosted  mint 
luster  of  this  coin,  and  the  centers  are  mostly  untoned  with  a  rich, 
golden-crimson,  peripheral  patina. 

6532  1946  Iowa  MS  66  PCGS,  two  coins,  both  high-end,  original  exam¬ 
ples  from  a  similar  source.  (Total:  2  coins) 


6533  1925  Lexington  MS  65  NGC.  Bright  and  flashy,  as  opposed  to  the 
satiny,  lackluster  examples  so  often  seen  of  this  issue.  Both  sides  are 
white  and  completely  untoned. 

6534  1920  Maine  MS  64  PCGS.  Bright  white  and  untoned. 

6535  1921  Missouri  2x4  MS  63  Scratched  PCI.  A  couple  of  long,  thin 
scratches  in  the  left  obverse  field  are  well  hidden  by  the  multicol¬ 
ored  toning  that  covers  them.  The  reverse  of  this  coin  has  a  more 
golden  appearance  and  is  relatively  defect-free.  In  reality,  this  piece 
looks  much  nicer  than  the  description  indicates. 

6536  1936  Norfolk  MS  67  NGC.  Stored  for  many  years  in  its  original  card 
of  issue,  as  evidenced  by  the  gorgeous  golden-russet  and  apple-green 
“tab”  toning.  As  this  issue  is  apt  to  come,  a  nearly  perfect  specimen. 

6537  1934-D  Oregon  MS  65  NGC.  Original  and  deeply  lustrous,  with 
occasional  russet  toning  about  the  borders. 

6538  1936  Oregon  MS  66  NGC.  Deeply  toned  in  rich,  golden-brown  and 
russet  shades.  This  is  a  well  struck  example  of  one  of  America’s  most 
popular  commemorative  types. 


Well  Preserved  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Half 


6539  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  MS  65  PCGS.  The  mint  luster  is  bright 

and  satiny  beneath  the  soft  reddish-gold  toning  that  gravitates  to 
the  edges.  A  lovely,  almost  mark-free  example  of  this  popular  and 
much-in-demand  commemorative. 


6540  1935-S  San  Diego  MS  65  NGC.  Satiny  with  pleasing  reddish-gold 
toning  framing  the  obverse. 

6541  1935-S  San  Diego  MS  65  NGC.  Excellent  luster  and  showing  some  gold¬ 
en-crimson  peripheral  toning.  Minimally  abraded  on  the  highpoints. 

6542  1936-D  San  Diego  MS  65  NGC.  Brilliant  with  exceptional  frosted 
luster  that  is  more  suggestive  of  a  66  coin,  only  held  back  by  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  abrasions  on  the  obverse  on  the  knee,  arm,  and  breasts  of 
Liberty  (as  usual). 

6543  1926  Sesquicentennial  MS  64  PCGS.  This  design  type  remains  one 
of  the  rarest  and  most  elusive  of  them  all  in  gem  condition.  Thus,  a 
nicely  toned  example,  such  as  the  one  offered  here,  will  make  a 
nice,  affordable  addition  to  any  high  grade  set.  Both  sides  of  this 
near-gem  example  show  a  light  golden  toning,  with  tiny  flecks  of 
golden-brown  color  scattered  throughout. 


Toned  Gem  Sesquicentennial 


6544  1926  Sesquicentennial  MS  65  NGC.  A  wonderfully  preserved 
specimen  that  boasts  uncommon  sharpness  for  this  conditionally 
rare  issue  and  is  toned  in  mottled,  original  shades  of  yellow-gold  and 
gray-violet.  Specks  of  russet  are  noticed  about  the  lettering  on  both 
sides  and  the  underlying  surfaces  are  highly  lustrous.  Gem  Sesqui 
half  dollars  are  among  the  most  difficult  issues  in  the  entire  com- 
memorative  silver  series. 

6545  1925  Stone  Mountain  MS  64  PCGS.  Mostly  brilliant  with  some 
golden  colorations  on  either  side. 
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fcS-4t>  1937-D  Texas  MS  66  PCGS.  Milky  golden  toning  covers  most  of 
both  sides  and  darkens  to  burnt-gold  at  the  rims.  Nicely  struck  and 
fully  lustrous.  While  the  Texas  commemorative  contains  a  lot  of 
design  elements  on  the  reverse,  it  does  not  come  across  as  cluttered; 
rather,  it  is  one  of  the  loveliest  of  the  entire  series. 

6547  1938  Texas  MS  66  NGC.  A  richly  toned  final  year  issue,  layered  in 
irregular  rose-violet  and  yellow-gold  hues  on  the  obverse  along  with 
russet  peripheral  toning  on  the  reverse. 

6548  1925  Vancouver  MS  64  NGC.  Tinges  of  orange-red  color  appear 
scattered  over  both  sides  of  this  satiny-white  example. 

6549  1925  Vancouver  MS  66  NGC.  The  satiny  surfaces  show  a  moder¬ 
ate  overlay  of  original  green-gold  and  violet  color  on  each  side. 
Well  balanced  overall  and  a  premium  coin. 

6550  1927  Vermont  MS  66  ANACS.  Pale,  olive  toning  graces  both  sides 
of  this  remarkably  well  struck  and  preserved  coin.  The  highest 
points  are  fully  struck  and  there  are  no  breaks  in  the  luster  or  ton¬ 
ing,  as  so  often  seen  on  this  issue.  A  great  portrait  of  Ira  Allen, 
leader  of  the  Green  Mountain  boys  and  instrumental  in  the  capture 
of  Fort  Ticonderoga. 

6551  1952-D  Washington-Carver  MS  64  PCGS,  untoned;  and  a  1953-S 
Washington-Carver  MS  65  PCGS,  the  second  scarcest  date  of  this 
series  in  gem  condition.  (Total:  2  coins) 

6552  1936  York  MS  66  NGC,  two  coins,  both  naturally  toned  specimens  of 
this  generally  well  preserved  commemorative  issue.  (Total:  2  coins) 

TERRITORIAL  GOLD 

Attractive  XF  Kellogg  Twenty 


6553  1854  Kellogg  &  Co.  Twenty-Dollar  XF  40  PCGS.  K-lb,  R.5. 
Remarkably  well  defined  for  a  coin  of  this  grade,  the  hair  curls  are 
sharply  delineated,  as  are  the  peripheral  stars,  even  the  eagle’s  plumage  is 
well  brought  up.  A  couple  of  scratches  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty  detract 
slightly,  and  there  is  a  small  planchet  defect  at  the  top  of  the  shield  on 
the  reverse,  but  otherwise  a  clean  and  attractive  example  of  this  popular 
territorial  issue.  Listed  on  page  281  of  the  1996  Guide  Book.

Bright 
and  prooflike,  with  iridescent  orange  toning  over  green-gold  sur¬ 
faces.  The  reverse  die  has  rotated  50  degrees. 

Bright 
and  prooflike,  with  just  a  hint  of  milky  toning  on  both  sides.

6565  1878-CC  AU  55,  scattered  toning  spots,  the  reverse  shows  a  curious 
flattening  of  the  rims  and  denticles;  1881-0  AU  58,  approximately 
fifty  percent  of  the  coin  shows  a  golden  tone;  and  an  1893  XF  45,  a 
scarce  coin,  but  with  dirty  toning  on  the  highest  poirtts,  original 
traces  of  luster.

6567  1878-CC  MS  64,  a  sparkling,  semi-reflective  example  of  this  first 
year  Carson  City  issue;  and  an  1897  MS  63,  quite  clean  for  the 
grade  with  a  satiny,  silvery-gray  finish.  (Total:  2  coins) 

6568  1878-CC  MS  63  Prooflike.  Glittering  surfaces  with  only  the  slight¬ 
est  toning,  most  noticeable  at  the  base  of  UNUM. 

6569  1878-S  MS  63,  lustrous  on  the  obverse,  prooflike  and  lightly  hair- 
lined  on  the  reverse;  1879-S  Reverse  of  1879  MS  63,  dazzlingly  bril¬ 
liant,  but  lightly  marked;  and  an  1880-S  MS  64,  flashy  cartwheel 
brilliance.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6570  1879  MS  64  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  A  lovely  prooflike  example, 
with  shimmering  surfaces  surrounding  a  lightly  frosted  head  on  the 
obverse,  and  a  slightly  frosted  eagle  on  the  reverse.  Untoned  and 
very  nearly  of  gem  quality.  Scarce  in  this  unusual  state  of  preserva¬ 
tion. 

6571  1879-CC  VF  20  Cleaned;  1892-S  XF  40  Harshly  Cleaned;  and  an 
1894  VF  30,  light  silvery-gray  surfaces  with  nearly  enough  sharpness 
to  qualify  as  an  XF.  (Total:  3  coins)

6572  1880-CC  Reverse  of  1878  MS  65  Prooflike.  Superb  frosted  mint 

luster  with  only  a  few  small  marks  on  either  side.  A  very  scarce 
prooflike  variety,  especially  in  gem  condition.  Untoned  and  fully 
brilliant. 


6573  1880-0  MS  64-  One  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  entire  series  in  MS  65 
condition,  thus  every  nice  1880-0  dollar  is  carefully  scrutinized  to 
see  if  it  will  “make  the  grade.”  This  example  has  a  rock-solid  gem 
obverse,  but  a  few  too  many  light  marks  on  the  reverse  to  jump  the 
hurdle  to  the  next  level.  Nevertheless,  this  is  an  extraordinary 
example  of  this  elusive  date,  in  a  condition  that  will  satisfy  the 
needs  of  almost  every  collector. 

6574  1881  MS  60,  untoned;  1884  MS  62,  golden  toned  on  the  obverse, 
frosty-white  on  the  reverse;  and  an  1 890  MS  60,  untoned  except  for 
a  crescent  of  golden  color  on  the  left  edge.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6575  1881-0  MS  65  Prooflike  Questionable  Toning.  Heavily  toned  in 
a  dusky,  silver-gray  color.  However,  the  underlying  surfaces  are 
bright  and  reflective,  and  at  a  casual  glance,  this  coin  looks  very 
much  like  a  proof.  The  strike  is  superb  and  the  surfaces  are  nice  and 
clean.  Rare  in  MS  65  condition,  but  exceptionally  so  in  prooflike 
state. 

6576  1 881  -S  MS  63;  1901-0  MS  63;  and  a  1925  MS  63,  slight  golden 
tint.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6577  1882  MS  65.  Beautiful  lilac  pastels  grace  both  sides  of  this  frosty 
gem.  Small  areas  sui'rounding  the  lettering  and  devices  are  untoned, 
adding  an  impressive  outline  to  some  of  those  features.  A  lovely 
coin  that  will  excite  the  heart  of  any  toning  aficionado. 

6578  1882-0  MS  64-  Boldly  struck  with  intense  satiny  brilliance  and  a 
near  absence  of  surface  marks.  This  near-gem  specimen  displays  a 
clearly  discemable  O/O  mintmark. 

6579  1882-0  MS  64-  A  second  O  over  O  example,  also  fully  struck  and 
temptingly  close  to  gem  quality. 

6580  1882-0  MS  65.  Fully  lustrous  and  very  pleasing  to  the  eye,  with 
above  average  brilliance  and  clean,  white  surfaces.  Traces  of  an  old 
fingerprint  appear  on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse.  The  strike  is  typi¬ 
cal  for  the  date  and  not  quite  full  on  the  highpoints. 

6581  1882-0  MS  65.  Satiny,  with  a  nice  strike  and  nearly  full  details  on 
the  hair  above  Liberty’s  ear  and  on  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers.  Very 
lightly  toned  on  the  obverse,  with  hardly  a  trace  of  color  on  the 
reverse.  A  superlative  example  of  this  New  Orleans  mint  product. 

6582  1882-0  MS  64  Prooflike.  Very  scarce  in  this  condition  (just  look  at 
the  Population  Report  to  see  the  wide  disparity  between  prooflikes 
and  normal  strikes).  This  bright,  untoned  example  is  a  good  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  grade  and  has  ample  reflectiveness  to  push  it  to  the  head 
of  the  class,  so  to  speak. 

6583  1882-O/S  MS  62.  Satiny-white  with  an  exceptionally  lustrous 
leverse  and  no  serious  marks.  Quite  well  preserved  for  an  O/S. 

6584  1882-O/S  MS  62,  three  pieces,  all  bright  satiny-white  examples  that 
might  grade  higher  if  not  for  some  overzealous  dipping.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

6585  1882-O/S  MS  63.  Untoned  with  bright  satiny  luster  and  unusually 
clean  surfaces  for  this  conditionally  rare  variety. 

6586  Three  1882-O/S  dollars,  each  grading  MS  63,  all  white  and 
untoned,  with  at  least  two  of  the  three  approaching,  it  not  makiiag, 
the  MS  64  level.  A  nice  trio  of  scarce,  condition-critical  items.

6588  1883-CC  MS  64.  Clean,  semi-reflective  fields. 
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1884  MS  68.  Fully  detailed,  untuned,  and  without  any  appreciable 
surface  marks. 

65 '■>0  1884-CC  MS  65  Prooflike.  Nice  and  flashy,  with  bold  cartwheel 

luster  on  both  sides.  The  surfaces  show  only  a  few  light  marks,  far 
fewer  than  normally  seen  on  this  issue.  Neither  side  shows  any  color 
and  the  overall  eye  appeal  is  excellent. 

6541  1885-CC  MS  63.  Silvery-gray  and  frosty,  with  a  thin  streak  of  red¬ 
dish-brown  toning  across  the  reverse. 

6542  1885-CC  MS  63,  frosty- white  and  semi-prooflike;  1890-CC  MS  62, 
satiny  and  untoned,  with  a  bright  reverse;  and  an  1891 -CC  MS  61, 
minimal  surface  abrasions.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6593  1886-0  AU  55,  boldly  struck  with  only  a  whisper  of  highpoint  fric¬ 
tion;  1888-S  AU  50,  lustrous  with  sharp  breast  feather  detail;  and 
an  1889-S  AU  58,  another  low-mintage  San  Francisco  issue,  des¬ 
tined  to  be  resold  as  uncirculated.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6594  1886-0  AU  55,  fully  lustrous  and  untoned;  1887-0  AU  58,  aching¬ 
ly  close  to  mint  state;  and  an  1897-0  AU  50,  toned  in  a  blush  of 
golden  color.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6595  1886-S  MS  63.  Untoned,  with  a  bright,  metallic  sheen  on  both 
sides  and  some  definite  prootlike  tendencies.  Both  sides  display  a 
normal  amount  of  light  marks,  all  of  which  are  consistent  with  the 
grade. 

6596  1886-S  MS  64  Prooflike.  Untoned  and  quite  brilliant  due  to  the 
reflective  nature  of  the  surfaces.  Both  sides  are  well  struck,  minimal¬ 
ly  marked  and  very  pleasing  to  the  eye.  The  obverse  shows  virtually 
no  trace  of  roller  marks  and  Liberty’s  cheek  is  almost  completely 
free  of  blemishes.  Scarce  in  prooflike  conditions,  especially  in  the 
higher  grades. 

6597  1888-S  MS  61.  Bright  and  flashy,  sans  the  heavy  bagmarking  often 
associated  with  this  issue  and  with  an  overall  eye  appeal  which 
would  be  impressive  even  on  an  1881-S. 

6598  1888-S  MS  64  Prooflike  Obverse.  An  unusual,  one-sided  prooflike 
example,  with  a  brilliant,  reflective  obverse  and  a  satiny,  non-reflec- 
tive  reverse.  Normally,  when  dies  are  polished,  they  are  both 
removed  from  the  press  at  the  same  time,  but  here  we  have  an 
exception.  Both  sides  are  untoned  and  colorless.  An  interesting  coin 
for  the  specialist  in  this  area. 

6599  Two  1889  dollars,  both  grading  MS  65.  Both  are  frosty- white  and 
untoned.  (Total:  2  coins) 

6600  1889  MS  64  Prooflike.  Hints  of  milky  toning  appear  over  bright, 
reflective  surfaces.  Nicely  struck  and  very  close  to  the  gem  level. 
Scarce  in  any  prooflike  condition. 


Borderline  Unc.  1889-CC  Morgan 


6601  1889-CC  AU  55.  Fully  detailed  with  a  uniform  silvery-gray,  satiny 
brilliance  over  both  sides.  The  ‘89-CC  dollar  is  the  undisputed  key 
to  the  popular  Morgan  dollar  series  among  Carson  City  issues,  with 
the  majority  of  survivors  grading  Good-VF.  Scarce  and  always  in 
demand. 

6602  1889-S  MS  64-  Nice  creamy  luster  along  with  bright,  untoned  sur¬ 
faces  add  to  the  eye  appeal  of  this  slightly  better  date. 
Ex:  The  Museum  of  Connecticut  History  Sale  (Heritage  6/95),  lot 
7448. 

6603  1890  MS  64-  Frosty  white,  with  untoned  centers  surrounded  by  light 
bands  of  golden  color  on  the  outer  rims. 

6604  1890-CC  MS  62  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  A  blindingly  bright  exam¬ 
ple  with  some  of  the  strongest  reflectivity  we  have  encountered  on 
this  date.  Surprisingly,  this  date  is  not  all  that  rare  in  DMPL,  but 
few  in  this  grade  have  the  eye  appeal  and  quality  expressed  by  this 
piece.  Bright  and  untoned. 


6605  1890-S  MS  62,  untoned  and  relatively  clean  for  the  grade;  1 897 -S 
MS  60,  satiny  and  untoned;  and  an  1899-S  MS  60  Prooflike 
Cleaned,  actually  very  nice,  but  with  an  eraser  mark  in  the  left 
obverse  field.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6606  1891-CC  MS  65.  Soft,  satiny  luster  emanates  from  both  sides  of 
this  white  gem.  Liberty’s  cheek  is  free  of  all  but  the  most  shallow 
marks.  This  is  one  of  the  creamiest,  frostiest  examples  a  collector 
could  hope  to  find  and  it  is  sure  to  fetch  a  strong  bid  for  it’s  premi¬ 
um  quality  appearance  and  for  the  rarity  of  the  grade. 

6607  1891-0  MS  62,  above  average  strike  and  luster  for  both  the  date 
and  the  grade;  1892-0  MS  62,  softly  struck  but  fully  lustrous;  and  an 
1894-0  AU  50  Cleaned.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6608  1892-CC  AU  55.  Slight  obverse  friction.  The  reverse  is  partially 
framed  in  russet  toning  and  could  pass  for  mint  state. 

Original,  uncleaned,  sought-after,  and  desirable,  all 
the  things  that  make  coins  valuable. 

6610  1893  AU  50,  light,  even  wear;  and  an  1899  MS  60,  frosty-white, 
with  an  area  of  light  golden-brown  color  on  the  obverse.  A  nice  pair 
of  better  date  dollars.  (Total:  2  coins) 

6611  1893  MS  60.  Full  frosty  luster  emanates  from  both  sides  of  this 
untoned  example.  The  obverse  shows  a  few  too  many  light  bag- 
marks  to  make  the  choice  level,  whereas  the  reverse  meets  and  sus¬ 
tains  the  requirements  for  the  MS  63  grade.  Scarce  in  all  mint  state 
grades. 

6612  1893-CC  VF  30  Cleaned  and  Retoned;  1893-0  XF  40,  a  light  sil¬ 
very-gray  example;  and  an  1895-0  XF  40,  a  bit  softly  struck  in  the 
centers,  but  keeping  much  underlying  luster.  (Total:  3  coins)

661  3  1893-CC  MS  60.  A  semi-prooflike,  snow-white  example  of  the  last 

of  the  CC-mint  Morgan  dollars.  The  strike  is  typically  soft  and  the 
obverse  displays  numerous  light  bagmarks,  hence  the  lower  grade. 
The  reverse  is  nicer,  but  also  shows  some  central  weakness. 
Nevertheless,  this  is  a  rare  and  desirable  coin  that  will  make  a  nice 
alternative  to  the  pricey  choice  and  better  examples.

6614  1893-S  AU  50.  Lightly  toned  a  silvery-gray  color,  with  only  light 
wear  on  the  highpoints.  Some  faint  golden  patination  shows  at  the 
borders.  With  the  prohibitive  cost  of  mint  state  pieces,  this  lustrous, 
high-grade  circulated  piece  makes  a  fine  alternative. 

6615  1894  XF  40  Cleaned.  Nicely  detailed  and  with  ample  luster  tor  the 
grade,  even  enough  to  support  a  higher  grade.  However,  the  reverse 
shows  some  heavy  hairlining  from  an  old  cleaning.  The  obverse  was 
not  handled  as  harshly  as  was  the  reverse,  but  it  shows  a  heavy  mark 
on  the  tip  of  Liberty’s  chin,  as  well  as  some  taint  rim  dings.  In  terms 
of  detail,  this  coin  would  probably  rank  as  an  AU,  but  XF  40  is  an 
acceptable  “net”  grade.

A  nice,  lightly  circulated  example  of  this  rare,  key 
issue.  Both  sides  are  colorless  except  for  some  toning  spots  scattered 
about  the  reverse.  For  the  sake  of  accuracy,  we  mention  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  a  couple  of  trivial  rim  dings  on  the  reverse.  A  great  alterna¬ 
tive  for  the  collector  who  is  working  on  a  high  grade  set  hut  does 
not  want  to  spend  the  money  for  a  pricey  mint  state  example. 

6617  1894-0  MS  63  Prooflike.  A  well  struck  example  displaying  light 
violet-gray  toning  over  unquestionable  prooflike  surfaces.  One 
would  have  to  consider  the  ‘94-0  Morgan  as  among  the  most  diffi¬ 
cult  dates  to  obtain  with  these  reflective  qualities.

6618  1895-0  AU  50.  One  of  the  semi-keys  in  this  popular  series,  in  a 
condition  that  is  far  nicer  than  the  usually  encountered  VG  or  Fine. 
This  example  has  a  nice  strike,  light,  even  wear,  and  no  unobtrusive 
marks  or  impairments.  It  also  retains  a  high  degree  of  the  original 
luster  with  which  it  was  equipped  originally. 

6619  1895-S  XF  40.  Bright  silvery  surfaces  with  ample  luster  remaining. 
One  of  the  most  sought-after  Morgan  dollar  issues  in  XF-AU  condi¬ 
tion. 

6620  1897  MS  64,  richly  toned  in  blue-green  and  russet  hues;  1904-0  MS 
64;  and  a  1921-D  MS  64,  sharply  struck  under  speckled  golden-gray 
patina.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6621  1897  MS  65.  A  lovely,  untoned,  well-struck  example. 

6622  1899  MS  63.  A  choice  example  of  this  low  mintage  Philadelphia 
issue,  untoned  save  for  a  blush  of  light  gold  along  the  left  obverse 
border. 

6623  1899  MS  63.  Toned  a  light  silvery-gray  with  deeper  russet  shades 
peripherally. 

6624  1899  MS  64-  Minimally  abraded  but  a  trifle  soft  over  Liberty’s  ear. 
Ex:  D.E.A.  and  U.S.  Marshal’s  Service  Sale,  (HNAI,  12/88),  lot 

2249. 

6625  1900-0  MS  64  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  A  dazzling,  near-gem  exam¬ 
ple,  with  haFdly  any  color  on  the  obverse  and  just  a  trace  of  golden 
toning  on  the  reverse.  Well  struck  for  the  issue  and  with  a  high 
degree  of  brilliance  rarely  seen  on  this  date. 

6626  1902  MS  65.  Toned  in  deep,  rich,  original  gold,  lilac,  and  silver- 
gray  shades.  Perfect  for  the  collector  who  prefers  attractively  toned 
coins. 

6627  1902-0  MS  64  Prooflike.  Bright,  flashy  and  very  nearly  a  Deep 
Mirror  Prooflike.  Untoned. 

6628  1902-0  MS  65  Prooflike.  A  brilliant  specimen  with  full,  watery  mir¬ 
rors  on  both  sides.  A  rare  and  elusive  prooflike  Morgan  dollar. 

6629  1902-S  MS  61.  Mildly  prooflike  with  the  usual  softness  of  strike 
over  Liberty’s  ear  and  scattered  surface  marks. 

6630  1903-0  MS  63.  Attractive  reddish-orange  toning  clings  to  the 
peripheral  devices. 

6631  1904'S  MS  60.  Fully  lustrous,  with  few  abrasions,  but  with  some 
faint  hairlines  on  the  lower  left  obverse.  The  strike  is  typical,  show¬ 
ing  weakness  on  the  hair  above  Liberty’s  ear  and  on  the  eagle’s 
breast.  The  1904-S  Morgan  dollar  is  very  tough  to  locate  in  true 
mint  state  conditions.

6632  1882  PR  62.  Despite  some  taint  hairlines  scattered  over  the  sur¬ 
faces,  this  coin  has  great  eye  appeal  for  the  grade  and  is  as  nice  or 
nicer  looking  than  many  choice  proofs  we  have  encountered.  Both 
sides  display  a  light  sky-blue  iridescence  over  watery  proof  fields  and 
a  hint  of  golden  color  highlights  the  center  of  the  reverse.  A  nice, 
premium-quality  example.

6633  1921  MS  60  Scratches.  The  light  crisscrossing  scratches  on  either 
side  are  unfortunately  fairly  recently  acquired  and  spoil  an  otherwise 
choice  golden-gray  specimen. 

6634  1922-D  MS  62,  quite  frosty  and  only  a  few  light  marks  from  choice; 
1927-S  MS  62,  a  low-mintage  issue  that  displays  shimmering  luster 
and  minimal  abrasions;  and  a  1935-S  MS  62,  soft  golden  patina  over 
both  sides.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6635  1922-S  MS  63,  untoned  and  exceptionally  sharp  for  the  issue;  1923- 
S  MS  63,  soft  golden  overtones;  and  a  1926-D  MS  62.  (Total:  3 
coins) 


6636  1924-S  MS  63.  Frosty-white  and  untoned,  showing  a  normal  (slight¬ 
ly  weak)  strike,  above-average  luster,  and  minimal  marks.  This  coin 
is  a  very  acceptable  example  of  a  date  that  is  very  elusive  in  MS  65 
condition. 

6637  1925-S  MS  63,  atypically  sharp;  1934  MS  63,  just  a  couple  of  small 
facial  marks  from  choice  quality;  and  a  1935  MS  63,  soft  golden 
patina.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6638  1925-S  MS  63.  Traces  of  milky  toning  rest  atop  the  lustrous  surfaces 
of  this  example.  As  is  often  the  case,  the  obverse  shows  some  light 
marks,  while  the  reverse  is  nearly  of  gem  quality. 

6639  1928-S  MS  64.  A  true  gem  on  the  obverse,  but  just  a  mere  mark  or 
two  away  on  the  reverse.  Traces  of  milky  toning  appear  on  both 
sides  of  this  lustrous,  premium  quality  example.  As  an  added  bonus, 
the  strike  is  also  above  average. 

6640  1928-S  MS  64-  Milky  toned  over  deep,  cartwheel  luster.

6642  1900  Lafayette  Dollar  MS  63  Questionable  Toning.  A  few  light 
abrasions  are  seen  on  either  side.  The  coin  has  surfaces  that  are  a  bit 
lackluster  and  are  covered  with  drab  steel-gray  toning  with  some 
underlying  golden  color. 

6643  1921  Alabama  MS  64-  Rich,  rainbow  pastel  toning  surrounds  the 
light  centers  on  this  above  average  coin.

Liberty’s  cheek  is  much  cleaner  than  usual,  with  hardly  any  of  the 
“chicken  scratches”  which  normally  appear. 

6646  1936  Boone  MS  63,  light,  original,  golden  toning;  and  a  1925  Stone 
Mountain  MS  64,  barely  toned  over  satiny,  fully  lustrous  surfaces. 
(Total:  2  coins) 

6647  1936  Columbia  MS  64-  Soft,  even  luster  with  just  a  hint  of  toning 
on  both  sides.  A  very  pleasing  (and  lately  affordable)  example.

6649  1922  Grant  MS  64-  A  very  nicely  struck  example  of  this  typically 
weak  issue,  this  one  showing  virtually  full  hair  and  beard  detail. 
Both  sides  have  acquired  a  dusky  silver-gray  and  golden  color. 

6650  1928  Hawaiian  MS  62  Questionable  Toning.  Bright,  flashy  surfaces 
appear  beneath  a  uniform  layer  of  iridescent  sea-green  toning. 
While  this  type  of  color  is  not  unusual  on  Hawaiian  half  dollars,  we 
suspect  that  it  might  have  been  applied  in  an  effort  to  improve  this 
coin’s  appearance.  We  arrive  at  this  conclusion  by  noting  scuff 
marks  on  the  highpoints  which  normally  would  have  removed  the 
toning,  but  in  this  case  they  are  covered  by  it.

63  Lightly  Cleaned.  (Total:  2  coins) 
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6652  1946  Iowa  MS  65.  A  richly  toned,  golden-brown  example. 
Although  actually  quite  common  in  this  grade,  original,  appealing 
examples  are  still  worth  a  premium. 

6653  1925  Lexington  MS  64,  much  brighter  and  more  brilliant  than  usual 
with  a  small  scratch  in  the  lower  right  obverse  field;  and  a  1925 
Stone  Mountain  MS  65,  an  essentially  perfect  coin.  (Total:  2  coins) 

6654  1918  Lincoln  MS  64.  Bright,  white,  and  completely  untoned. 

6655  1920  Maine  MS  64-  Uniform,  soft  luster.  Neither  side  shows  any 
color,  but  the  top  of  the  reverse  has  some  flecks  of  white  milkiness. 

6656  1921  Missouri  2x4  MS  64-  Original,  silver-gray  centers  surrounded 
by  burnt-gold  peripheral  toning,  with  some  sea-green  highlights 
thrown  in  for  good  measure. 

6657  1920  Pilgrim  MS  65.  Untoned  except  for  traces  of  color  at  the 
extreme  outer  edges.  Both  sides  display  an  even,  vibrant  sheen  and 
luster.  While  the  value  of  these  coins  has  dropped  along  with  the 
overall  market,  their  rarity  has  not  decreased  over  time. 

6658  1926  Sesquicentennial  MS  64-  Among  type  issues,  the  Sesqui  is 
among  the  most  conditionally  elusive  of  all  the  silver  commemora- 
tives.  This  piece  far  exceeds  the  norm  in  both  strike  and  luster 
while,  at  the  same  time,  both  sides  have  been  splendidly  layered  in 
splotchy  green-gold  toning  with  periodic  pastel  flashes  about  the 
lettering. 

6659  1926  Sesquicentennial  MS  64.  Deeply  toned  in  mottled  red  and 
brown  colors,  with  strong  underlying  luster. 

6660  1925  Stone  Mountain  MS  65.  This  boldly  struck  example  is  com¬ 
pletely  covered  in  a  blanket  of  deep  brick-red  and  golden-brown 
colors. 

6661  1927  Vermont  MS  64-  Olive  and  rose-colored  iridescence  dances 
over  the  obverse  of  this  coin;  the  reverse  features  an  even,  bright 
green  color.  A  few  breaks  in  the  toning  are  noted  on  the  highest 
points. 

6662  1927  Vermont  MS  65.  A  bright  and  lustrous  gem  with  a  splash  of 
golden  color  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Exceptionally  clean 
surfaces  with  just  a  few  tiny  ticks  keeping  it  from  perfection. 

6663  1951-PDS  Booker  T.  Washington  Set,  all  coins  grade  MS  65.  A 
choice,  nicely  matched  set,  all  untoned  except  for  small  amounts  of 
rose  color  on  the  P-mint.  (Total:  3  coins) 

6664  1951-PDS  Washington-Carver  Set  grading  MS  60,  AU  50  Cleaned, 
and  MS  64,  respectively.  The  P-mint  is  the  most  difficult  issue  in 
high  grades.  (Total:  3  coins)

struck  out  of  collar.  One  is  deeply  toned  around  the  devices.  An 
interesting  and  unusual  pair  of  errors.

Evenly  worn  over  the  highpoints, 
the  surfaces  have  a  dull  gray  appearance.  One  spot  is  noted,  on  the 
lower  right  of  the  T  in  CENT. 

6667  Encased  Postage.  Ayer’s  Pills  encasement  with  one-cent  stamp. 
Deeply  toned  encasement  and  showing  several  scratches  on  the 
mica  cover. 

6668  1904  Louisiana  Purchase  1/4  Dollar  Gold  Token.  Struck  from  a 
cracked  obverse  die  and  showing  some  patina  on  that  side  as  well. 

6669  1905  Denver  Mint  Opening  So-Called  Dollar  XF  40.  HK-876. 
Bronze.  These  medals  were  actually  the  first  product  of  the  Denver 
mint,  struck  in  1905  to  test  new  machinery.  They  are  about  the  size 
of  a  double  eagle,  and  are  quite  scarce.  Simply  laid  out  with  DEN¬ 
VER  1905  on  one  side,  the  other  side  is  blank.  Even,  light  choco¬ 
late-brown  color. 

6670  1909  Alaska  Gold  I  Dwt.  VF  30.  Light  pinkish  color  in  the  fields. 


6671  1933  Pedley-Ryan  So-Called  Dollars  XF  40.  HK-825.  Type  IV.  Two 
(2)  pieces,  each  is  lightly  toned  in  silver-gray  and  golden-brown 
shades

Beginning  in  1834,  the  Mint  began  a  scotch  fot  a  suit 
able  design  that  could  serve  as  ail  enduring  symbol  on 
American  gold  coins.  In  that  year  Engraver  William 
Knruss  executed  a  head  of  Liberty  for  quarter  eagles 
and  half  eagles  that  became  known  as  rbe  Classic 
design  But  this  design,  although  modified  several 
times,  was  not  to  last,  as  it  was  adapted  from  John 
Reich's  old  Classic  I  lend  motif  first  used  on  large 
cents  in  IHOK  and  officials  continued  to  press  for  a 
symbol  of  Liberty  more  befitting  the  growing 
Republic  By  1838.  Christian  Cobrecht's  Coronet 
design  for  the  eagle  took  center  stage,  and  a  version  of 
this  in  keeping  with  the  Mint  s  penchant  for  imitoi- 
nuty  was  used  on  the  quarter  eagle  starting  in  1840 

The  design  as  finally  adopted  featured  a  large  lie  ad  of 
Liberty  facing  left,  wearing  a  wide  coronet  inscribed 
with  Hie  word  LIBKRT  Y  Her  hair  is  pulled  back  in  a 
bun  and  held  in  place  by  a  string  of  pearls  Thirteen 
stars  air  placed  around  the  periphery,  representing  the 
original  colonies,  with  tlie  date  below  The  eagle  on  ihe 
reverse  was  essentially  Cite  same  one  llui  had  t*en  on 
tjuarfei  eagles  since  1808.  Originally  designed  by  John 
Reich,  the  IK40- 1907  version  was  probably  modified 
by  Robert  Ball  Hughes  The  heraldic  eagle  his  its 
w  ings  spread  from  rim  to  rim  with  the  Union  shield 
covering  its  breast  An  olive  branch  representing  the 
country's  peaceful  intentions  is  in  il*e  eagle's  right 
claw,  with  tlircc  arrows  emphasizing  military  pre¬ 
paredness  in  the  left  Ihe  legend  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  surrounds  ihe  eagle,  with  the  denom¬ 
ination  1  l<2  D  beneath  the  bird.  Between  1840  and 
190"/.  a  total  of  11.921.171  Coronet  quarter  eagles 
were  struck  at  five  mints  Philadelphia  (no  mint

The  series  contains  many  individual  raiiucs,  some  of 
legendary  status,  and  a  large  number  of  scarce  issues 
Its  exceptional  length  remaining  unchanged  for  68 
yeani.  unlike  the  larger  denominations  dial  received 
the  motto  in  I  866  makes  it  a  very  difficult  series  to 
complete  Although  most  collectors  seek  a  single 
high  grade  example  for  type  sets,  others  expand  then 
horizons  to  include  one  com  from  each  mint  but 
even  that  is  challenging.  Charloiic  and  l>ahlonega 
quarter  eagles  are  particularly  rare  and  expensive  m 
mint  condition,  and  tlvse  pieces  are  the  keys  to  a  col¬ 
lection  from  the  five  mints  San  Francisco  and  New 
Orleans  issues  arc  also  very  scarce  in  AU  and  mini 
state,  but  generally  undervalued  compared  to  oilier 
nuninurked  gold  coins  with  similar  miniages  and 
survival  rates.  The  most  commonly  found  Coronel 
quarter  eagles  in  mint  state  however,  arc  the 
Philadelphia  issues  from  1851  through  1853.  1861, 
1873.  1878  and  after  1886  Philadelphia  does  have  its 
rarities  though:  Civil  War  issues  and  the  dates  from 
1874  through  1877.  when  specie  payments  were  still 
suspended,  are  quite  elusive  Some  low  mintage 
dates  like  the  J  88 1  and  1883  exist  today  m  larger 
numbeis  Hun  their  mintage  would  suggest:  fortu¬ 
nately.  many  were  recovered  front  European  hoards. 

The  series  is  replete  with  important  coins,  but  none 
more  famous  and  historically  significant  than  rhe 
1848  CAL.  quartet  eagle  Made  from  some  210 
ounces  of  native  California  ore  shipped  eastward  in 
1848.  the  resulting  1 .389  quarter  eagles  arc  distin¬
